marched from the Mission to the heart of 
the Castro to publicize the ballot measure. 

“It’s a great investment,” said Proposition 
B campaign manager Jeff Sheehy. “The ex¬ 
isting ones [centers] have incredible after¬ 
school programs. The kids can develop tal¬ 
ents and skills.” 

Sheehy pointed to an Arts Commission 
survey of merchants that revealed 70 percent 
of the business owners said neighborhood 
cultural centers contributed to the safety of 
the neighborhoods. 

Proposition B funds will not be used for 
the Community Center Project’s (CCP) 
planned lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der community center at Market and Oc- 
tavia streets. The QCC and CCP are separate 
projects. CCP board members have said they 
support the QCC. 

Required culture 

It’s been a long and bumpy road for the 
QCC; proponents have already suffered one 
defeat at the polls. In 1993, Proposition A, 
which was widely supported, failed to get the 
required two-thirds of the votes. The QCC 
had sought to acquire space for their center 
through that bond measure. 

In 1995, the QCC joined a consortium of 
San Francisco cultural centers. During sub¬ 
sequent Board of Supervisors hearings to re¬ 
vise the City Charter, the consortium was in¬ 
strumental in winning support for neigh¬ 
borhood cultural centers. 

The charter now requires the city to 
maintain smaller, city-owned cultural centers 
just as it maintains the buildings housing the 
opera, symphony, ballet, and large museums. 
But, since the charter was implemented, the 
neighborhood centers have been passed over 
for larger projects, such as the multimillion 
dollar renovation of the Opera House and 
the new home of the Asian Art Museum. 
Bond supporters don’t object to these, but 
the neighborhood centers have deteriorated 
and need renovation, they explain. 

The QCC would promote and preserve

W hile the big bucks, media attention, 
and other hoopla surround the 
49ers’ stadium and mall ballot 
measures, there are other issues 
that San Francisco voters will determine 
when they go to the polls Tuesday, June 3. 
One of those is Proposition B, which would 
provide $49 million in bond money, some of 
which would help establish the Queer Cul¬ 
tural Center (QCC). 

Bond money would also go for seismic 
upgrades, accessibility improvements, and 
other renovations at four existing neighbor¬ 
hood cultural centers and the Arts Commis¬ 
sion Gallery. 

If approved by at least two-thirds of the 
voters in next month’s special election, $12 
million would help establish cultural centers 
for the Native American, Asian/Pacific Is¬ 
lander, and queer communities. 

Last Saturday, April 26, an estimated 50 
people representing those three groups 


T he Castro area’s Congregation Sha’ar 
Zahav joined 17 other synagogues and 
Jewish agencies last weekend in the 
first “Sukkot in April” day, joining 
Christmas in April San Francisco, an annu¬ 
al community-wide volunteer renovation 
program, to expand the annual rebuilding 
day into a full weekend of service.

Cash for culture: Marchers in support of 
Prop. B wind their way to the Castro April 26. 
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If you are thinking about starting 
therapy for HIV or are already 
receiving therapy, it's never too 
early—or too late—to develop 
a strategy for the long term. 


The latest evidence from a variety 
of clinical trials as well as patient 
experiences indicates that delay of 
disease progression and prolonged 
survival are now within reach. 


As a result, there is a new sense of 
optimism that HIV will eventually 
be managed as a long-term, 
chronic disease. The question is:

Are Divided... 

There have been major advances 
in treatment of HIV. A larger 
number of medications are 
currently available for treatment 
and more are in development. 
However, there are still many 
questions to be answered. 

Even the experts have differing 
opinions as to the best way to 
use all of these new options. 

Currently, there are two 
schools of thought regarding 
antiretroviral treatment. 

Hit hard, hit early? 

One approach is to "hit hard, 
hit early." Because we now have 
new information about how 
quickly the HIV virus replicates 
(or reproduces itself) from the 
very outset of infection, some 
experts believe that treatment 
should begin as an attack with 
the most intensive therapy 
possible. They feel that 
eliminating as much of the 
virus as possible as quickly as 
possible is the most important 
consideration. 

...or develop a 
sequencing strategy? 

However, many other experts 
feel that successful long-term 
HIV therapy requires more than 
strong medicine. These experts 
believe that a life-long treatment 
plan for HIV disease should 
include therapies that not only 
work, but which you can live 
with, as well. Since "drug 
holidays" can contribute to 
treatment failure, they are 
concerned that the side effects 


and demanding dosing schedules 
of some anti-HIV drugs could 
cause people to skip doses or 
take less than the proper amount 
of their medicine. While the risk 
posed by drug-resistant strains 
of HIV is not completely known, 
HIV specialists are also concerned 
that, if resistance develops to 
drugs used early in therapy, the 
virus could become less sensitive 
to future treatments too. 

Therefore, they recommend 
sequencing combinations of 
drugs, based on a number of 
factors, including an individual’s 
symptoms, CD4 cell count and 
blood-level of HIV, previous 
treatments, lifestyle and future 
therapeutic options. 



The gpalof therapy is staying 
healthy for as long as possible, 
and, over the long run, you'll 
use many different regimens. 

How do you plan effectively? 

You and your health care 
professional should design 
a personal treatment strategy. 
You'll need to look at the 
overall picture and develop 
a regimen based on your 
needs and your condition 
at different times. A regimen 
should be chosen based on 
several factors: 

• Efficacy (effectiveness, how 
well it works) 

• Tolerability (safety, risk of 
side effects) 

• Convenience (how well the 
dosing fits with your lifestyle) 

• Drug interactions (whether it 
can be used with other medica¬ 
tions you may be taking) 


• Sequencing (the expectation 
that there will be another 
drug to turn to as your needs 
change) 

Only by taking into consideration 
all the criteria can an effective, 
long-term HIV treatment strategy 
be developed. 


hat Can You 
Do Now...? 

The most important thing you 
can do is to take an active role 
in your treatment. You are 
your own best advocate. Ask 
questions. Work with your 
health care professional in 
making educated choices to 
develop an effective treatment 
strategy for the long term. 

Make the commitment to take 
your medication exactly as 
prescribed and stick to it. 

Plan for a healthy lifestyle 
incorporating proper nutrition 
and exercise. Be aware of 
current research results and 
new trends in treatment. Seek 
the support of family and friends, 
health care professionals, AIDS 
Service Organizations and other 
institutions. The time has never 
been better to map your own 
strategy and plan for the future.

Lesbian Muni bus 
driver assaulted

man who threatened to kill 
a lesbian Muni bus driver 
during a vicious anti-gay 
attack on April 5 remains in cus¬ 
tody at the Hall of Justice on 
$50,000 bail. 

Tyrone Johnson is being held 
on hate crime and battery charges 
after the late Saturday evening at¬ 
tack against Muni operator Sami 
Sparks on a 14 Mission Street bus. 
Police responding to the battery- 
in-progress call noted that when 
they arrived at the 20th and Mis¬ 
sion site, a huge crowd of people 
had gathered, three buses had 
stopped, and traffic was backed 
up for a block. 

“We then heard yelling and a 
black male and white female ap¬ 
proach us. The black male was 
yelling obscenities and pointing 
his finger in a threatening manner 
at the white female,” according to 
a police report on the incident. 

In addition to the victim, three 
independent witnesses told police 
that Johnson had attacked the bus 
driver, so they placed him under 
arrest - but as they began to 
handcuff him, the alleged as¬ 
sailant grew “extremely agitated” 
and began cursing at the arresting 
officer with such force that he 
sprayed spit all over the officer’s 
face. 

“That fucking dyke bitch, bull- 
dyke, fuck that bitch, fucking ho¬ 
mosexuals, I’m going to kick that 
bitch’s ass, fucking lesbian,” John¬ 
son yelled, according to the re¬ 
port. 

Police also say that he threat¬ 
ened to “kill all you fucking cops,” 
and continued his anti-gay and 
lesbian tirade while being booked. 


According to the police report, 
Sparks was driving northbound 
on Mission and “skip stopping” to 
let off passengers only, because 
she had two buses behind her. 
Skip-stopping spreads out the dis¬ 
tance between buses traveling 
after each other. 

“Sparks said that she had 
stopped at 21st and Mission to let 
the passengers out at the rear door 
and left the front door closed,” the 
report details. “Sparks told John¬ 
son that she wasn’t letting anyone 
in and to get on one of the buses 
following her.” 

Johnson then allegedly began a 
tirade of hate speech and anti-gay 
and -lesbian epithets and threat¬ 
ened to have Sparks fired. 

“Open this fucking door and 
let me in, you fucking bitch. I’m 
going to have your fucking job, 
you bull dyke,” Johnson yelled, the 
report claims. 

Sparks drove on to 20th and 
Mission, and when she opened the 
door to let off passengers, Johnson, 
who had run to catch up to the 
bus, allegedly jumped on board 
and began attacking her physically 
and threatening to kill her. 

“Fucking bitch dike. Fuck you. 
Suck my dick, you fucking dyke. 
I’m going to kill you because you 
are a fucking dyke. I hate you 
fucking lesbians. You’re dead, dyke 
bitch,” Johnson yelled, according 
to the police narrative - and then 
lunged. 

Johnson allegedly kept slap¬ 
ping Sparks repeatedly on the 
face, grabbed her wrists with both 
hands, spit in her face, and kept 
up the threatening harangue as a 
passenger successfully grabbed 
him in a bear hug to remove him 
from Sparks, and the two fell off 
the bus. 


Sparks told police she had 
never been attacked before, and 
that she was afraid for her life be¬ 
cause of the intensity of Johnson’s 
rage— and that she felt that she 
was physically attacked because of 
her sexual orientation. 

While being booked, Johnson 
told the booking officer that he 
did not want two female officers 
to book him or touch him and 
asked why he did not have male 
officers. 

“He kept yelling at us, ‘You 
fucking lesbian bitches, homosex¬ 
uals. I don’t want all you homo¬ 
sexuals touching me. I don’t want 
women officers, you ugly bull 
dykes,”’ the narrative concludes. 

Johnson will appear in Munic¬ 
ipal Court this Tuesday, May 6 for 
a hearing on the charges. 

Conviction for assault and bat¬ 
tery on transit personnel carries a 
mandatory five-year state prison 
sentence. ▼

Hosted by AIDS activist Jeff 
Getty, Empress XXX Donna Sa¬ 
chet, and KFOG’s Dave Morey, the 
gala event begins at 6 p.m. with 
cocktails and a silent auction. 

Dinner will begin at 7:30 p.m. 
and will include gourmet items 
from chefs such as Amey Shaw of 
Alta Plaza restaurant; Nancy 
Oakes of Boulevard; Cafe Marim¬ 
ba; Frantolo; MECCA; Rubicon; 
and chefs from other fine area 
restaurants. 

Participating wineries include 
Associated Wine Distributors, 
Bonny Doon Vineyard, The Wine 
Warehouse, Sanford Winery, and 
Caymus Wineries. 

“All participating chefs have 
donated their food and expertise 
for the event, helping to ensure 
the AIDS Emergency Fund’s in¬ 
credible ‘90/10’ statistic,” said 
publicity spokesman David Perry. 

“Ninety percent of all money 
raised for AEF goes directly into 
the hands of people living with 
AIDS/HIV.

Among the award recipients 
are Jeannie Englehart, a 73-year- 
old volunteer who rides the train 
twice a week from Burlingame to 
the AEF offices in downtown San 
Francisco to spend several hours 
counting pennies for the Every 
Penny Counts Project. 

Volunteer David Niven will re¬ 
ceive the Fred Skau outstanding 
volunteer award, and Steven Sams 
will receive the Darrell Yee com¬ 
munity volunteer award. 

AIDS Benefit Counselors exec¬ 
utive director Paul Causey will re¬ 
ceive the Hank Cook Outstanding 
Service Award. Daddy’s Bar, a 
popular Castro Street establish¬ 
ment, will receive the George 
Burgess Founders’ Award. Local 
philanthropist Jim Hormel will re¬ 
ceive the new AEF Heart Of Gold 
award for his continuing support. 

In addition, a variety of commu¬ 
nity recognition awards will go to 
people and agencies who have pro¬ 
vided crucial support and assistance 
to the 15-year-old non-profit group. 

The agency provides annual 
cash assistance of $400 to cash- 
strapped clients by making pay¬ 
ments to service providers for 
emergency rental medical and 
other emergency needs. 

Grants to AEF clients have risen 
from $1.2 million in 1994 to an es¬ 
timated $1.6 million distributed to 
nearly 4,000 clients in 1996.

Gay man attacked 
in Duboce Park

A gay man assaulted Wednes¬ 
day, April 23 near Duboce 
Park says he’s convinced he 
would have been killed if his three 
juvenile attackers had kicked him 
once more in the head during the 
savage beating. 

Tom Parrette, 28, a writer and 
newsletter editor for the Duboce 
Triangle Neighborhood Associa¬ 
tion, told the Bay Area Reporter he 
had walked through Duboce Park 
after leaving the popular Noe 
Street coffeehouse Jumping Java, 
and was nearing his home in the 
area, when the 10:15 p.m. attack 
happened. 

“I got to the dead end of Pierce 
Street and heard footsteps, and 
thought they were runners out 
jogging,” Parrette told the B.A.R. 
“I moved to one side to let them 
pass.” 

But instead of passing, Parrette 
said one of the youths grabbed 
him around the neck and pulled 
him to the side of a Waller Street 
building. 

“He said, ‘Give me your 
money’ right off the bat,” Parrette 


said. “It was the last thing he said 
to me. Almost immediately, he 
took a swing at my face.” 

According to a police report of 
the incident, after Parrette said he 
didn’t have any money, the three 
men began the attack. 

Parrette is recovering from 
contusions and lacerations, in¬ 
cluding a gash from near his right 
temple to his hairline and eye¬ 
brows that required some 30 
stitches. His eyes were swollen 
shut for several days, and he has 
suffered extensive bruising and 
soreness in his jaw from being 
kicked and hit. 

“They kicked the shit out of 
me,” Parrette said. “They hit me in 
the face. They almost knocked me 
out. I fell down and each of them 
took turns kicking me in the face. 

“It was like I was underwater. I 
couldn’t decipher what was going 
on,” he said. 

After the first couple of punch¬ 
es, Parrette yelled for the young 
assailants to “get the fuck off,” to 
attract the attention of neighbors. 

“I was dazed. I just wanted 
them to get off of me. I said please 
just leave me the fuck alone,” he 
said. 


Parrette said that by the end of 
the attack he was certain that if it 
continued, he would have been 
killed. 

‘They saw an opportunity’ 

As Parrette’s attackers fled, two 
neighbors came out of their 
homes to assist. 

“One guy said, ‘I saw what 
happened, what can I do?’ I said 
to call 911. Another neighbor said 
they had already called,” he said. 

Parrette said that he believed 
that the assailants weren’t all that 
interested in money. 

“They were just looking to kick 
the shit out of someone. I just 
happened to cross their path,” he 
said. “I don’t see myself as having 
been singled out. They saw an op¬ 
portunity. I was unlucky. 

“I don’t know if they perceived 
me as gay. I have no idea what I 
had that met their criteria.” 

The suspects were described as 
African-American teenagers be¬ 
tween 16 and 18. One suspect 
wore a green jacket, one suspect 
wore an all-white outfit, and one 
suspect wore a red, white, and 
blue jacket, according to witness¬ 
es. ▼

Three Castro 
businesses robbed in 
‘Hip Hop Bandits’ spree

astro area merchants are 
wary after Harvey’s Bar at 
18th and Castro, the Bagh¬ 
dad Cafe on upper Market, and 
the 17th Street Shell station were 
robbed at gunpoint between April 
11 and 19th. 

According to San Francisco 
police inspector Dennis Maffei, 
the incidents were just three in a 
string of reported armed rob¬ 
beries by three suspects - dubbed 
the “Hip Hop Bandits ” 

“They are [cash] register rob¬ 
beries. One of the suspects points 
a weapon,” said Maffei of the rob¬ 
bery bureau. 

“It’s a big hit,” said Barry Her- 
manson, president of the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market & Castro, 
a local association of business 
owners and concerned citizens. 
“But what can you do?” 

Hermanson said the mer¬ 
chants’ group had invited Mission 
Station Captain Greg Suhr to 
meet with the group Thursday, 
May 1 about district crime con¬ 
cerns and additional beat officers. 

According to a crime informa¬ 
tion bulletin prepared by San 
Francisco Patrol Special officer 
Jane Warner, two of the suspects 


enter an establishment together, 
and one of them orders a bever¬ 
age, looks around, and then walks 
behind the counter, produces a 
gun, and demands money from 
the clerk. 

The second suspect helps 
clear the register - and the tip jar 
- and then the pair leave the 
restaurant on foot. A third sus¬ 
pect stands outside the establish¬ 
ment as a lookout during the 
robberies. 

In the Harvey’s robbery on 
April 19th, the suspects waited 
until 12:30 p.m. to strike - while 
the place was crowded with pa¬ 
trons, most of whom did not 
know a crime was in progress. 

“A couple did. They were pret¬ 
ty quick,” a Harvey’s manager told 
the Bay Area Reporter. 

The trio fled Harvey’s by jog¬ 
ging up the street. 

In some cases, according to the 
merchant information bulletin, a 
1980s copper-colored Isuzu car 
has been used. 

Police describe one suspect as 
a thin, young white adult male be¬ 
tween the ages of 18 and 20, be¬ 
tween 5’7” and 5’10” in height, 
and weighing about 150 pounds. 
He was dressed in a black sweat¬ 
shirt with a hood, blue jeans or 
black baggy pants, and a baseball 


cap worn backwards. He spoke in 
a Southern accent and used a .45 
caliber semi-automatic weapon in 
all of the robberies. 

The second suspect is de¬ 
scribed as an African-American 
adult male from 20 to 25 years 
old, between 5’10” and 6’ tall, and 
weighing 180 to 235 pounds. He 
was dressed in a hooded sweat¬ 
shirt and baggy pants, and wore a 
distinctive blue beanie or black 
baseball cap during one robbery, 
witnesses say. He has either a but¬ 
terfly stitch or scarring above his 
right eye. 

Descriptions of the lookout 
suspect are incomplete, except 
that he is described as a mixed- 
race adult male. 

The robberies started at the 
Shell Station on April 11th, ac¬ 
cording to Maffei. On April 13, 
the Baghdad Cafe was hit; on 
April 18th, the trio robbed the 
Hard Rock Cafe on Van Ness. The 
following day they struck Har¬ 
vey*s, and on April 20 Mel’s Drive- 
In was robbed. 

Police describe the trio as 
armed and dangerous. ▼

Buena Vista Park robber 
to get two years in prison

M man accused of using sex to 
lure several gay victims into 
Jr! secluded areas of Buena 
Vista Park, and then stealing from 
them, pleaded guilty to a single 
count of robbery during a pre-trial 
conference on Friday, April 25. 

Jeffrey March, who has been 
held on $140,000 bail since his ar¬ 
rest last August, will be sentenced 
in Department 25 of Superior 
Court on Monday, May 12 to a 
two-year state prison term as the 
result of a negotiated settlement. 

Prior to the plea arrangement, 
March, 30, faced ten years in state 
prison. His guilty plea counts as a 
strike under the state’s three strikes 
law; if he is convicted of two more 
serious felonies during his lifetime, 
he will be sentenced to a mandato¬ 
ry 25 years to life in prison. 

Originally arrested on 18 
counts, including robbery, grand 
theft, and other crimes, March 
often retained and used the vic¬ 
tims’ identification - and when 
arrested in connection with other 
crimes, such as petty theft, would 
use the stolen identification. 

The case attracted widespread 
attention in the lesbian and gay 
community last year, when it was 
re-assigned from the depart¬ 
ment’s general investigations divi¬ 
sion to then-Police Special Inves¬ 
tigations/Hate Crimes Division 
Investigator Sergeant Marlene Ot- 
tone. 

Ottone, now a police lieu¬ 
tenant at Mission Station, is re¬ 


sponsible for the intensive crimi¬ 
nal investigation that identified 
March and linked him to the ser¬ 
ial crimes, according to Assistant 
DA Maria Bee. 

“His prosecution wouldn’t 
have been possible except for 
Marlene Ottone and Community 
United Against Violence,” Bee 
said. 

CUAV contacted Ottone after 
one of the 11 victims eventually 
identified complained that he had 
received an initial “brush-off” 
from police investigators - and 
that he had information about 
other victims. 

Ottone arranged for the case to

be transferred to the hate crimes 
unit, and worked closely with the 
gay press and CUAV in locating 
other victims and developing the 
evidence that led to March’s arrest 
and successful prosecution, ac¬ 
cording to CUAV client advocate 
Jennifer Rakowski. 

March pleaded guilty to rob¬ 
bery in a case where he brutally 
broke the victim’s finger so badly 
that it had to be surgically re¬ 
paired with metal pins. 

March’s two-year sentence will 
be reduced by the amount of time 
he has spent in custody awaiting 
trial. He will also be required to 
make restitution to his victims. ▼

W e at the B.A.R. were saddened to 
learn of Dr. Gene Copello’s immi¬ 
nent departure from the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Health AIDS Office. He has 
accepted a job in Jacksonville, Florida, and 
leaves San Francisco later this month. 

During his tenure at the AIDS Office, 
Copello consistently demonstrated what it 
takes to be effective in dealing with the pub¬ 
lic and policies. He always returned calls 
from the press, something other AIDS Office 
staff members would be wise to continue. 

We’ve suspected for quite a while (and 
recently had it validated) that some em¬ 
ployees in the AIDS Office dislike and dis¬ 
trust the Bay Area Reporter. As a result, our 
inquiries have at times been ignored; our 
voice mail messages apparently discarded. 

Why? Well, maybe it’s because this news¬ 
paper, on occasion, publishes items critical 
of the AIDS Office, including editorials, ar¬ 
ticles, and letters from our readers. It must 
be emphasized, however, that a newspaper’s 
content should never dictate how, or even 
if, a public government office responds to the 
media. The AIDS Office has a responsibili¬ 
ty to do so all of the time. Period. 

Accurate information about this city’s 
AIDS services, policies, and future direction 
can only be disseminated when government 
workers in the AIDS Office make it a prior¬ 
ity to return reporters’ phone calls. Of 
course, they could take the initiative and call 
us with the news first; we’d be thrilled. 

Good luck, Gene, you’ll be deeply 
missed. 

Speaking of officials not returning tele¬ 
phone calls, there is something vaguely sin¬ 
ister to consider about this week’s story on 
the Flower Therapy raid aftermath (or, 
more accurately, the lack of aftermath): U.S. 
Attorney Michael Yamaguchi, who is not re¬ 
turning San Francisco D.A. Terence Halli- 
nan’s calls these days, is obviously being 


squeezed in the middle of a power play. 

Senator Dianne Feinstein, you may recall, 
recently put Yamaguchi’s name forward as a 
candidate for a federal judgeship. We 
find it suspicious that the raid on a 
local cannabis growing operation 
happened shortly thereafter, and , 
on a day Yamaguchi had called in 
sick to work. Assuming he is not 
being disingenuous - and he’s always 
been honest before now - and he was sick 
that day, it seems some other people (in 
his office or out) manipulated 
the situation so that he’ll be 
forced to alienate some seg¬ 
ment of the electorate. 

If he prosecutes the Flower Therapy peo¬ 
ple, Yamaguchi loses progressive support; if 
not, he faces a tough confirmation from the 


regressive types who would like to see all 
cannabis clubs closed down, all cannabis 
growers (and many of their supporters) 
thrown into prison, and all PWAs left with¬ 
out medication. It’s a classic gambit, 
and, we have to say with some admi¬ 
ration for the technique - although 
none for the intention - awfully well- 
played. 

We hope Yamaguchi resists the ef¬ 
fort to drive him rightward, and that 
he (like Hallinan, San Francisco 
Sheriff Mike Hennessey, and 
other sensible law enforce¬ 
ment officials) will firmly sup¬ 
port the choice of people with 
life-threatening diseases to add cannabis to 
their drug regimens, if that’s what they and 
their doctors feel is best. ▼

i have recently been appointed by the 
I Honorable Barbara Kaufman, president 
S of the San Francisco Board of Supervi¬ 
sors, as the new San Francisco Board of 
Mental Health member. This esteemed ap¬ 
pointment is for three years, which includes 
serving on the public relations committee, 
attending monthly board meetings, and 
making appropriate recommendations to 
the board. I will focus on mental illness as it 
relates to domestic/relationship violence 
(gay/lesbian/trans/straight), and on cultur¬ 
al competency. 

Cultural competency is a healing and 
awareness trend for the new millennium, 
based on a philosophy of respect and sen¬ 
sitivity to cultural diversity. It requires 
demonstrated awareness and acceptance 
of and openness to learning from the 
general and health-related beliefs, prac¬ 
tices, traditions, religious, history, lan¬ 
guages, and current needs of individuals 
and the relevant cultural groups to which 
they belong. 

This is a sign that society has begun to 
understand that healthy and empathetic in¬ 
teractions with each other heals the indi¬ 
vidual providing service and all those re¬ 
ceiving treatment. When we feel understood 
by our caregivers, this has a positive effect 
on recovery of any kind. During my per¬ 
sonal healing journey, I sought out and in¬ 
terviewed professionals and healers before 
services were rendered. That made a life¬ 


saving difference. 

Being a survivor of family and domestic 
violence and a tri-racial women (African, 
Irish-American, and Cherokee) has left me 
with traditional artistic and healing gifts 
from my ancestors. My ancestors were slave 
owners, slaves, and farmers; now we are 
craftspeople, medical doctors, healers, 
artists, teachers, and publishers. As a result, 
I see parts of myself in everyone. This 
mirrored approach in viewing my life 
creates an opening of the heart and 
soul and for a multitude of spiritu¬ 
al communities. 

Having a mind-set and living a 
lifestyle that reaches out to every¬ 
one has provided me with a heart¬ 
felt acceptance and under¬ 
standing of all communi- ' 
ties. During my high 
school years I felt that I 
did not fully fit in the white 
culture of Santa Barbara, so I sought out the 
gay-creative thespian community of my 
peers. During my college years, all my male 
and female friends were a combination of 
gay/straight and multicultural. (Even as a 
heterosexual, I’ve experienced the violence 
associated with homophobia: my mother, 
who did not like the idea of me living with 
a gay roommate and couldn’t deal with so- 
cietal/church gossip about my housing 
arrangements, resorted to both physical and 
verbal attacks against me.) Cultural compe¬ 
tency and living beyond culture are the life¬ 
lines that allow for the community out¬ 
reach/healing that I now do. 

We are all reflections of one another, 
therefore there is no need for judging and 
hateful thinking, which by the way, mani¬ 
fests illness in all of us and destroys inner 
peace. 

Please join me and get involved in your 
healing from violence, low self-esteem and 
mental illness and build bridges and appre¬ 


ciate the similarities in our mission in life. I 
am a current intern at the Family Violence 
Prevention Fund and committee member 
of The Survivors and Witnesses Project. 
Our goal is to provide support, training, 
and opportunities for survivors and wit¬ 
nesses to take action against violence in the 
home. We are educating the public and be¬ 
coming domestic violence prevention 
spokespersons. 

I will be actively participating in the Oc¬ 
tober 1997 Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month’s public education activi- 
ties.

How can the AIDS Foundation pay such an inflat¬ 
ed wage to someone and then turn around and re¬ 
spond to emergency housing requests by placing a 
person with AIDS in a rundown, roach or drug-pol¬ 
luted hotel? How is a person expected to stabilize their 
health and get well in such a miserable envi¬ 
ronment? I see PWAs who are forever in 
the loop of hotels, and what begins as an 
emergency housing fix becomes a contin¬ 
ual living situation. In a way it seems to 
me that people with AIDS are merely a 
money conduit between the SF AIDS 
Foundation and crummy hotels. Pro¬ 
viding clean and safe emergency quar¬ 
ters for people with AIDS should be the 
top priority of the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. As a man living with HIV I know of the 
shortage of decent housing for people with AIDS and 
the long waiting lists for the funded housing pro¬ 
grams. However, a lot of money is being put into the 
pockets of the landlords who own single room occu¬ 
pancy hotels and routinely avoid responsibility for 
their properties. This money paid the hotels is an ex¬ 
cellent bargaining chip. 

Today in my musings of wages, taxes, and people 
with AIDS, I thought of a solution to this part of the 
PWA emergency housing dilemma. However, to ac- 
complish this end without affecting other parts of the 
AIDS Foundation budget would require Ms. Chris¬ 
ten to downsize her salary enough to afford to pay the 
annual salary of a hotel observer. That is someone 
who is HIV savvy and whose job it would be to check 
out the San Francisco hotels used now to emergency 
house PWAs. Each of the hotels would be ranked, a 
list published regularly and shared with other agen¬ 
cies. Conceivably with a hotel review and rating 
course of action, HIV clients will more likely get 
cleaner and safer emergency accommodations. Think 
about it.

Cuba update 

I just read your article about Cuba [April 17]. 
There are a couple of inaccuracies that may have been 
typos. First of all, UMAP stands for Unidades Mil- 
itares de Ayuda a la Produccion, not “para Aumento 
del Produccion .” The other is that the Mariel Boatlift 
was in 1980, not 1979 as reported in the article. Also, 
as you correctly mentioned in the article, policies 
about HIV-positive people have been relaxed sub¬ 
stantially, but still people that test positive are in¬ 
terned in those sanitariums, and normally are escort¬ 
ed when they have passes to go home. I am sure that 
these changes are the product of a lot of internation¬ 
al pressure, mainly from the gay community in the 
U.S., which probably is the only one that raised these 
concerns with the Cuban government. 

I should also add that in the last couple of years, 
other changes have occurred in Cuba. Now, drag 
shows are very common, including performances in 
cabarets and hotels (government-owned); on week¬ 
ends there are several private discos (called fiestas de 
10pesos, because that is what admission costs), which 
are hosted on building roofs or patios through Ha¬ 
vana. The Cuban people Have taken this with no re¬ 
luctance and seems to be more open-minded than in 
many other Latin countries. Even though all these 
changes are positive steps, the problem with the 
Cuban government is that they can be reversed at any 
time, and you never know what to expect. 

I have a feeling you read Machos, Maricones and 
Gays in Cuba, which has lots of good information. If 
not, try it.

Chrysler collision 

Today at the beginning of the shift I noticed a very 
derogatory anti-gay letter posted in the supervisor’s 
office area. I asked my substitute supervisor to remove 
the letter, which she did. A few hours later, not only 
was the same letter plastered all over the entire shop 
area and office area, but it was magnified many times. 
When I came upon three supervisors sitting together, 
I asked them to remove the letter, as I found it to be 
very offensive. They said they did not know who post¬ 
ed it. After further requests I was ultimately told,

letter. But when I went back in the shop area again 
they were still plastered all over. 

The posting was a letter to the editor of a local 
paper from a Chrysler employee, which stated in part: 

I 
applaud my company for withdrawing advertising 
from the episode of the television show Ellen, in 
which the lead character announces her homosexu¬ 
ality. Chrysler is taking one small step toward dis¬ 
couraging deviant lifestyles and entertainment based 
on deviant and loose moral behavior.” 

I have never once posted anything at work on this 
issue. The very obvious reluctance of supervision to 
remove the letter reflects the callousness and con¬ 
tempt for gays/lesbians/bi/trans persons at Chrysler. 

Today I will approach the diversity department to 
resolve the situation. A proper resolution is dubious, 
as the diversity department reports to the same exec¬ 
utives who decided to pull advertising from Ellen. 

Isn’t it heart-warming to know that the same peo¬ 
ple who build Chryslers think that you are a “ de¬ 
viantT' Well, my vehicle-buying dollars are going to 
“deviate” elsewhere. Even though I am a Chrysler em¬ 
ployee of almost 11 years, my next vehicle will not be 
a Chrysler.

Whitewash

Gay GOP viewpoint disputed 

There are many debatable elements in the April 3 
piece “Gay GOPs see problems at SFAF” by Scott Fur¬ 
man of the Log Cabin Club of San Francisco. In the 
editorial, Furman states that “The AIDS community 
and the Log Cabin Republican Club of San Francisco 
urge that HOPWA [Housing Opportunities for Peo¬ 
ple with AIDS] funds and Ryan White [CARE] funds 
be used for partial rental subsidies similar to those 
granted by the AIDS Emergency Fund under a CARE 
contract.” He goes on to cite that 50% of HOPWA 
funds are used for rental subsidies of around 
$ 1,500/year per person in Los Angeles. 

Let me state up front that I do not presume to 
speak for the AIDS community. I have, however, 
worked in the provision of emergency and longterm 
housing for people with HIV for over nine years. In 
addition, this response is not a criticism of the AIDS 
Emergency Fund (AEF). That organization deserves 
nothing but respect for the important one-time rental 
(and other) assistance grants they and similar 
providers make available. They are vital in the con¬ 
tinuum of care within the housing service delivery 
system. 

Now, let us get real about housing in San Francis¬ 
co. This is not LA. San Francisco, as anyone who has 
looked for an apartment recently can readily attest, is 
in desperate need of housing stock. I have heard esti¬ 
mates that the vacancy rate in this town is as low as 
1%. A one-time emergency grant similar to those 
under the AEF contract, or a small “subsidy” of 
around $ 100/month similar to the LA program, may 
help with a down-payment or keep someone from 
getting evicted. These grants would not provide ad¬ 
ditional safe and affordable housing stock with sup¬ 
port services. Due to the lack of affordable housing, 
people with HIV are quite often forced into absurdly 
overpriced vermin-infested and unsafe residential ho¬ 
tels. 

The Federal Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) created HOPWA in response to 
national advocacy efforts that included many activists 
from San Francisco. This program is unlike any other 
in its ability to fund both capital (bricks and mortar) 
and support services. It creates new and appropriate 
housing that meets the changing needs of the chang¬ 
ing face of AIDS. In a period of tremendous down¬ 
sizing at HUD, most programs are getting lumped to¬ 
gether and “block-granted.” It has taken a tremendous 
effort by many dedicated advocates (including the SF 
AIDS Foundation) to ensure that HOPWA survives 
from year to year, and has funding. HOPWA is a 
unique opportunity for HUD and the Department of 
Health and Human Services (and the corresponding 
local SF Redevelopment Agency and Department of 
Public Health) to form funding collaborations. At a 
recent meeting, former HUD Secretary Cisneros and 
Secretary of Health Shalala encouraged Secretary of 
Veterans Affairs Brown to use some of the wealth of 
the VA in creating and funding similar collaborations 
serving people with HIV. Secretary Brown was visi¬ 
bly moved when we described the number of people 
waiting for housing in San Francisco. 

The need for HIV housing with support services is 
not going away. Mr. Furman is wrong in his implica¬ 
tion that the Centralized Housing Information and 
Placement Service (CHIPS) is simply a waiting list for 
the SFAF housing subsidy program. Many people on 
that list are waiting for and in desperate need of low- 
rent housing with attendant, nutritional, and finan¬ 
cial services. There are an estimated 7,000 homeless 
people with HIV in San Francisco. These people are 
the poorest of the poor in the epidemic, people of 
color, women living in poverty, and others who for 
many reasons cannot take the new drug regimens. 
They are often the sickest. These people are in des¬ 
perate need of HIV Supportive housing, and there 
isn’t enough of it. HOPWA is the only pot of federal 
dollars specifically set aside to create new housing 
stock for these people. Ryan White CARE funds must 
be made available to meet the on-going service needs. 
To state that San Francisco should emulate LA and 
spend half of this money on small subsidies or one¬ 
time grants is simplistic and shortsighted. The future 
needs of our community demand more. To put it 
bluntly, people with HIV are currently homeless and 
more will become homeless if we do not create this 
housing. People will die on the streets. 

I commend the B.A.R. for bringing the important 
issue of HIV housing to the forefront of our commu¬ 
nity agenda.

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Checkbook candidates

W hen Republican Michael 
Huffington, a trans¬ 
planted Texas multimil¬ 
lionaire, spent a purported $28 
million of his inherited wealth in 
a failed attempt to defeat incum¬ 
bent Democratic U.S. Senator Di¬ 
anne Feinstein in 1994, the one- 
term congressman from Santa 
Barbara apparently set off a new 
political trend in California poli¬ 
tics: using your own personal for¬ 
tune to attempt to buy election to 
high government office. Although 
candidates in other states have, 
from time to time, used vast per¬ 
sonal fortunes as a substitute for 
lack of any experience in trying to 
win elections, the phenomenon is 
somewhat new to California. 

While Huffington, a newcomer 
to the state, had at least already 
won election to a congressional 
seat, he had barely been sworn in 
when he set out to purchase a seat 
in the Senate. The millions he 
spent, coupled with financial help 
from the national GOP, nearly did 
the trick for him; he lost to 
Feinstein by less than 
200,000 votes. 

This year, Alfred 
Checchi (pronounced 
Check-ee), a 48-year- 
old multimillionaire 
(reportedly worth 
nearly $600 
million) and 
former top ex¬ 
ecutive with 
Northwest Air¬ 
lines, has all but announced that 
he wants the Democratic nomina¬ 
tion for governor next year. Chec¬ 
chi, a state resident for 12 years 
who says that he is “embarrassed” 
and admits that he “was remiss” in 
never voting in a gubernatorial 
election here, is seriously looking 
at entering the Democratic prima¬ 
ry and will likely face such long¬ 
time state public servants as Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Gray Davis and 
Senator Feinstein. 

To be sure, not having previ¬ 
ously held any public office 
shouldn’t necessarily count 
against a candidate. Some would 
no doubt even argue that a “new 
face” might be more effective than 
those who have made politics a 
career. 

The problem with rich people 
“buying” themselves public office 
comes when little else in his/her 
background suggests that he/she 
is even the least bit qualified to 
hold that office. Indeed, in Mr. 
Checchi’s case, an argument could 
be made as to how sincere the guy 
really is about “serving” the public 
by holding such a high office as 
governor. 

To hear Checchi talk, the “ed¬ 
ucation issue” is primary. Educat¬ 
ing the state’s younger citizens is 
“most important,” he tells his au¬ 
diences, making it seem that this 
would be the central issue of his 
campaign were he to eventually 
become a candidate. Why then 
did Mr. Checchi fail to vote 
against Proposition 187, if, as he 
says, the proposition was a “war 
on children?” 

He admits, however, that he 
didn’t even bother to vote in that 
election. He further admits to 
being “remiss” in not bothering to 
vote last year on a $3 billion 
school bond issue. Mr. Checchi 
appears, in my opinion, to be 
disingenuous at best. 

Meanwhile, in San Diego last 
week, another multimillionaire, 
Darrell Issa, the owner of a suc¬ 
cessful car alarm business who has 
never held public office nor been 


known as a citizen activist (other 
than to write campaign checks to 
other politicos), announced that 
he has dropped a mere $2 million 
into a bank account to 
“explore” a run for the 
Republican U.S. Senate 
nomination next 
year. Issa, known in 
the San Diego area as 
a “checkbook Republi¬ 
can,” provided valuable 
seed money to 
get Proposi¬ 
tion 209, the 
measure that 
outlawed affir¬ 
mative action programs in state 
government, off the ground. Mr. 
Issa would appear to be yet an¬ 
other political wannabe with deep 
pockets and too much time on his 
hands. Can’t these people find a 
nice hobby? 

But Issa is apparently itching 
to fight it out with State Treasurer 
Matt Fong, a candidate with a 
decent track record, in next year’s 
GOP primary for the right to take 
on Democratic U.S. Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer in the ’98 general 
election. Among the checks that 
Mr. Issa wrote to Republican can¬ 
didates during the 1994 campaign 
was one for $7,000 to Fong him¬ 
self. Now, however, I am told that 
Mr. Issa considers both Fong and 
San Diego Mayor Susan Golding 
“too liberal.” 

Brown booster 

The current issue of San Fran¬ 
cisco Focus contains a less-than- 
flattering article by Joe Strupp 
entitled “Willie’s Ego Hall of 
Fame.” The piece points out that 
Mayor Willie Brown’s City Hall 
office features no less than nine 
images of His Honor, including a 
full-body portrait placed strategi¬ 
cally for all television cameras at 
mayoral press conferences. The 
narcissistic display draws snickers 
from many. Even former mayoral 
aide Hadley RofF, who worked for 
Feinstein, Art Agnos, and Frank 
Jordan, and says nary a discour¬ 
aging word of anyone, comment¬ 
ed to Focus , “It is extraordinary. I 
don’t think any of the mayors I 
have known had that many por¬ 
traits done.” One longtime Brown 
ally, requesting anonymity, 
laughed, “Why should anyone be 
surprised? We all know Willie is 
Willie’s biggest fan.” 

A well-known local gay activist 
called and swore to me that he 
was in the first-class section last 
week with Ellen DeGeneres and 
actress Anne (Volcano) Heche 
on an LA-to-NY flight. Heche is 
telling friends that DeGeneres is 
her “first lesbian romance.” She 


says that her father, who killed 
himself in 1983 after learning he 
had the HIV virus, was a funda¬ 
mentalist minister and a club- 
cruising closeted gay. The actress, 
once linked romantically to comic 
Steve Martin, swears that she 
will “never repeat her father’s mis¬ 
takes.” 

The rumors have already qui¬ 
etly started as to who Mayor 
Brown will appoint to Susan 
Leal’s seat when she becomes city 
treasurer. Mark Leno? Pat Nor¬ 
man? 

President Bill Clinton 

brought the house down at the 
annual Press Dinner in D.C. Sat¬ 
urday night when he lamented to 
the crowd that “the bad news 
about Chelsea going away to col¬ 
lege this year is that she is our only 
child and we will miss having her 
around. The good news is that it 
frees up another White House 
bedroom.” 

In the It’s About Time Dept.: 
The president, declaring that 
“such bias must be eliminated in 
our country and in our hearts,” 
says he will lobby hard for passage 
of a bill that would outlaw em¬ 
ployment discrimination against 
gays and lesbians. A recent poll by 
the Associated Press found that 85 
percent of Americans favor equal 
rights for homosexuals in job op¬ 
portunities. 

Gay and lesbian activists in 
London apparently aren’t cele¬ 
brating too much about new Lib¬ 
eral Prime Minister Tony Blair. 
The 43-year-old Blair is apparent¬ 
ly “liberal” in party affiliation 
only. In fact, he is a straight-laced, 
born-again Christian, and not 
thought to be a fan of gay/lesbian 
rights any more than Maggie 
Thatcher. 

The latest statewide line-up: 
ex-Demo Party chair Phil An- 
gelides has made it official! He’ll 
run for state treasurer. The latest 
candidate for lieutenant governor 
is Leonard Firestone, a “moder¬ 
ate” assemblyman (pro-choice, 
not homophobic) from Santa 
Barbara. Firestone is a scion of 
Firestone Rubber Company and 
will face two conservative, anti¬ 
gay Republicans, State Senators 
Tim Leslie and Richard Moun- 
tjoy, in the GOP primary. 

Last week’s column on possi¬ 
ble GOP presidential candidate 
Elizabeth Dole brought in more 
than the usual share of com¬ 
ments. Incidentally, a recent Time 
assessment of possible GOP can¬ 
didates in 2000 said of Mrs. Dole, 
“She wants to remind us of Mar¬ 
garet Thatcher, but actually re¬ 
minds us more of Anita Bryant.”

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25 years ago this week: 

The death of a she-man G-man

This week in gay history: J. Edgar 
Hoover dies of a heart attack at 
age 77, leaving the bulk of his es¬ 
tate to longtime companion Clyde 
Tolson, May 2, 1972. 

p® or decades, Americans have 

r periodically debated the sex¬ 
uality of longtime FBI direc¬ 
tor J. Edgar Hoover, the dominant 
law enforcement official of this 
century. In his public life, Hoover 
set a new standard in his zealous 
pursuit and surveillance of those 
deemed dangerous to national se¬ 
curity. His private life, in turn, has 
become a lightning rod for both 


his critics and his defenders. 
Those who see Hoover as a na¬ 
tional hero and freedom fighter 
tend to vigorously defend him 
against rumors of homosexuality, 
while his critics - both gay and 
straight - often describe Hoover’s 
rumored peccadilloes with glee. 
Both approaches are historically 
problematic and - more dis¬ 
turbingly - seem to presume that 
homosexuality is a character flaw. 

Any serious inquiry into 
Hoover’s sexuality has to start 
with the following basic fact: for 
more than 40 years, the most im¬ 
portant person in his life was an¬ 
other man - Clyde Tolson. Tolson, 
who was five years younger than 
Hoover, rose quickly through FBI 


ranks once Hoover became his 
patron. Within two years, Tolson 
was assistant director of the bu¬ 
reau, and the pair were insepara¬ 
ble. Hoover and Tolson often 
traveled together, and rarely dined 
apart. Hoover’s albums consisted 
almost exclusively of pho¬ 
tographs of Tolson from 
their many vacations to¬ 
gether. Anyone who knew 
what a gay couple looked 
like saw something very fa¬ 
miliar when they looked at 
America’s top two G- 
men. 

In addition, the 
case that Hoover was 
heterosexual requires 
tremendous mental strain. 
Hoover was close friends with 
Lela Rogers (Ginger’s mother), 
whose far-right philosophy 
matched his own. Some people 
suggest that the two may have 
been lovers, although with far less 
evidence than that which roman¬ 
tically links the director to Tolson. 
Other purported girlfriends have 
been put forth, but it is clear that 
Hoover never seriously dated any 
woman, nor did he ever give any 
indication that he wished he had a 
wife. Those who argue that 
Hoover was straight sometimes 
depend on amusing contortions - 
such as when one writer argued 
that Hoover must have been 
straight, since he kept a portrait of 
Marilyn Monroe on his wall. One 
wonders whether the starlet’s pic¬ 
ture was kept next to a Judy Gar¬ 
land or a Bette Davis. 

But whether we classify 
Hoover as gay, homosexual, asex¬ 
ual, or even “homosocial,” the di¬ 
rector’s obsession with homosex¬ 
uality cannot be challenged. Dur¬ 
ing the 1950s and 1960s, when the 
homophile movement was 
diminutive and quite powerless, 
Hoover had his agents keep close 
tabs on gay and lesbian organiz¬ 
ing - even keeping the menus 
from some gay gatherings in his 
files. He blackmailed several gay 
government employees, and 


cracked down on any individuals 
or groups who repeated rumors 
of his own homosexuality. One 
woman who told her bridge part¬ 
ners she had heard Hoover was 
gay was visited by FBI agents who 
demanded that she call her 
friends and retract her accu¬ 
sation. Perhaps with no 
sense of irony, Hoover was 
once quoted as saying, “I re¬ 
gret to say that we of the 
FBI are powerless to act 
in cases of oral-genital in¬ 
timacy, unless it has in 
some way obstructed 
interstate com¬ 
merce.” 

On the other 
hand, the “proof” that Hoover 
was gay that has circulated since 
the 1920s (and especially since the 
publication of several “tell-all” bi¬ 
ographies this decade) is rarely 
substantiated by more than one 
source and often seems exaggerat¬ 
ed in order to sully Hoover’s rep¬ 
utation. For observers who don’t 
share the assumption that homo¬ 
sexuality is a character flaw, these 
tales can be somewhat disturbing 
- even when titillating. 

One recent book argued that 
Hoover never executed a full- 
frontal assault against the Mafia 
because they had full-frontal 
shots of him orally servicing his 
deputy. This book also gained 
public attention for its (weakly 
documented) descriptions of 
Hoover attending gay sex orgies in 
a short fluffy black dress, lace 
stockings, high heels, and a black 
curly wig. It quotes a woman who 
claims to have witnessed the di¬ 
rector, so attired, being intro¬ 
duced by Roy Cohn as “Mary.” It 
also tells of Hoover lecturing a 15- 
year-old male prostitute about his 
long hair before having sex with 
him. 

While it is probable that 
Hoover had a sexual relationship 
with Tolson - and quite possible 
that Hoover did hire underage 
male prostitutes and attend gay 
orgies, the way Hoover’s homo¬ 


sexuality has been used to rein¬ 
force the negative aspects of his 
life (wiretapping, blackmail, and 
selective law enforcement, to 
name a few) should give gays and 
lesbians pause. During his life, 
Washington pols privately re¬ 
ferred to the FBI’s leaders as “J. 
Edna” and “Mother Tolson” - and 
the jokes have not stopped; even 
President Clinton suggested when 
selecting a new FBI director that 
it would be hard to find someone 
who could fill J. Edgar Hoover’s 
pumps. 

Perhaps Hoover’s closet makes 
him a fair target for such jokes. 
But if he had been openly gay and 
candid about a love of cross¬ 
dressing, that would not have 
changed his role as the corrupt 
policeman of American confor¬ 
mity. If the primary reason for 
Hoover’s continued ignominy is 
his “queerness” and not his poli¬ 
tics, we all lose. T

Voter reg 
deadline 
for June 3 
election is 
Monday

T he San Francisco Reg¬ 
istrar of Voters office 
reminds residents that 
Monday, May 5 is the regis¬ 
tration deadline to vote in 
the June 3 special election. 

Under the city’s new 
“Fail Safe Voting” law, peo¬ 
ple can still vote if they’ve 
moved within the city since 
the last election and can 
provide identification prov¬ 
ing their new address. In 
those instances, people 
would vote at their new 
polling location and also 
complete a new voter regis¬ 
tration form. 

The registrar’s office en¬ 
courages people to bring 
registration cards to their 
office by Monday. The 
forms are available at most 
post offices or the registrar’s 
office. Cards must be sub¬ 
mitted to the office by 5 
p.m. Monday; postmarks 
will not be accepted. 

People who have moved 
into San Francisco from an¬ 
other city since the Novem¬ 
ber 1996 general election 
must register by Monday to 
be eligible to vote. T

14th AIDS candlelight 
march this Sunday

T he 14th International AIDS 
Candlelight Memorial will 
be held Sunday, May 4; San 
Francisco is one of over 350 cities 
in 45 countries taking part in the 
grassroots annual event to honor 
the memory of those who have 
died of AIDS. 

This year’s theme is “Illumi¬ 
nate the Truth: Honor every 
death, value every life. Global Sol¬ 
idarity for access to healthcare, 
dignity and life.” Organizers will 
present a declaration of solidarity 
to Congresswoman Nancy Pelosi, 
D-San Francisco, which states that 
“HIV care is a human right” and 
“all nations have an ethical duty 
to assist each other in making 
treatments available to people 
with AIDS.” 

Supporting statements from 
representatives of the American 
Red Cross, the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors, and the AIDS National 
Interfaith Network will also be 
presented. 

“As we acknowledge the recent 
advances and recognize the need 
to continue our struggle against 


AIDS, we cannot forget the real 
tragedy in the loss of so many 
cherished friends,” said Loras 
Ojeda, coordinator of the San 
Francisco event. 

The San Francisco observance 
has historically been the largest in 
the nation; the event began here 
in 1983. 

This Sunday’s march and 
mobilization will begin at Cas¬ 
tro and Market streets, and peo¬ 
ple will then walk in candlelight 
procession to United Nations 
Plaza, at Market and Seventh 
streets. An outdoor ceremony 
will be held there featuring 
music and speeches. Tom Nolan 
of Project Open Hand will deliv¬ 
er the keynote address, and 
“AIDS Hero and Heroine” 
awards will be presented. The 
Reverend Cecil Williams of 
Glide Memorial Church will 
lead a period of shared remem¬ 
brances of those who have died 
of AIDS. 

Participants are urged to dress 
warmly and to bring candles and 
wind barriers to protect the flame 
(such as a paper cup). Some can¬ 
dles and cups will be available at 
the beginning of the march. Ad¬ 


ditionally, organizers are also 
seeking volunteers to help staff 
the event, Ojeda said. 

The International AIDS Can¬ 
dlelight Memorial and Mobiliza¬ 
tion is coordinated under the 
auspices of Mobilization Against 
AIDS (MAA), a local nonprofit 
organization. MAA staff register 
event coordinators in cities 
around the world and directly 
organize the San Francisco ob¬ 
servance. 

Ojeda said that based on fig¬ 
ures from various pharmaceutical 
companies, Project Inform esti¬ 
mates that approximately 120,000 
people in the United States are 
currently accessing or using pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. In stark contrast, 
the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention (CDC) in Atlanta 
estimates there are between 
750,000 and 1.5 million people in 
the country who are living with 
HIV. Y 


The march starts at 8 p.m.; the 
ceremony at U.N. Plaza is 
expected to begin at 9 p.m.

National Women and HIV 
conference this weekend 


by Cynthia Laird 


M ore than 1,500 scientists, 
community providers, 
women with HIV, and 
policy makers will explore the lat¬ 
est developments in scientific re¬ 
search, prevention, and clinical 
care at the National Conference 
on Women and HIV this weekend 
in Los Angeles. 

The event is the only national 
meeting that addresses issues spe¬ 
cific to women living with HIV, 
the fastest-growing group in the 
United States with this disease. 
Organizers said that research into 
the epidemiology of and treat¬ 
ments for women with HIV lags 
seriously behind that of other 
groups affected by HIV. 

In February, the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) issued the first report of a 
decline in deaths from AIDS in 
the U.S. While total deaths de¬ 
creased by 15 percent among 
men, deaths among women actu¬ 
ally increased by three percent. 


Secretary of Health and 
Human Services Donna Shalala 
will address those statistics in the 
opening keynote session. 

For those unable to attend the 
May 4-7 event, there will be a free, 
live telephone report from the 
conference on Wednesday, May 7 
that’s being presented by BETA , 
the quarterly AIDS treatment 
publication of the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF). 

The conference will focus on 
three critical areas: basic and clini¬ 
cal science, the science of behavior 
and prevention, and HIV policy. 
Some of the areas covered include: 

• The historical exclusion of 
women from clinical research tri¬ 
als. Currently, they comprise well 
under ten percent of HIV anti¬ 
retroviral studies. 

• Data on microbicides, the fe¬ 
male condom, female sexual be¬ 
haviors, and prevention interven¬ 
tions that work in specific female 
populations. 

• Mandatory HIV testing of 
pregnant women: civil rights ver¬ 
sus public health, and who is 


making decisions on this issue. 

It has been known since 1981 
that women were vulnerable to 
HIV/AIDS. It wasn’t until 1993, 
however, that the CDC conceded 
to change the surveillance defini¬ 
tion of AIDS, the series of oppor¬ 
tunistic infections resulting from 
HIV-related immunosuppres¬ 
sion, to include female-specific 
HIV-related diseases such as bac¬ 
terial pneumonia and cervical 
cancer. 

The lack of scientific data on 
women and HIV is evident in 
several areas. For example, the 
role of viral load in disease pro¬ 
gression has not been studied in 
women, except in relation to HIV 
transmission from mother to 
child. Y

also form the centerpiece of 
Christmas in April. 

More than 4,000 participated 
citywide in Christmas in April 
and Sukkot in April activities last 
weekend.

Therefore, it is unknown what effect saquinavir therapy will have on the activity of subse¬ 
quent protease inhibitors (see complete product information, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Microbiology). 

Information lor Patients: Patients should be informed that INVIRASE is not a cure for HIV infection and that they may continue 
to acquire illnesses associated with advanced HIV infection, including opportunistic infections. Patients should be advised that 
INVIRASE should be used only in combination with an active nucleoside analogue regimen. 

Patients should be told that the long-term effects of INVIRASE are unknown at this time. They should be informed that INVIRASE 
therapy has not been shown to reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual contact or blood contamination. 
Patients should be advised that INVIRASE should be taken within 2 hours after a full meal (see complete product information, 
CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: Pharmacokinetics). When INVIRASE is taken without food, concentrations of saquinavir in the blood 
are substantially reduced and may result in no antiviral activity. 

Laboratory Tests: Clinical chemistry tests should be performed prior to initiating INVIRASE therapy and at appropriate intervals 
thereafter. For comprehensive information concerning laboratory test alterations associated with use of individual nucleoside ana¬ 
logues, physicians should refer to the complete product information for these drugs. 

Drug Interactions: Metabolic Enzyme Inducers: INVIRASE should not be administered concomitantly with rifampin, since 
rifampin decreases saquinavir concentrations by 80% (see complete product information, CLINICAL PHARMACOLOGY: 
Pharmacokinetic s). Rifabutin also substantially reduces saquinavir plasma concentrations by 40%. Other drugs that induce 
CYP3A4 (eg. phenobarbital, phenytoin, dexamethasone, carbamazepine) may also reduce saquinavir plasma concentrations. If 
therapy with such drugs is warranted, physicians should consider using alternatives when a patient is taking INVIRASE. 

Other Potential Interactions: Coadministration of terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride with drugs that are known to be potent 
inhibitors of the cytochrome P4503A pathway (ie, ketoconazole, itraconazole, etc.) may lead to elevated plasma concentrations of 
terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride, which may in turn prolong QT intervals leading to rare cases of serious cardiovascular 
adverse events. Although INVIRASE is not a strong inhtetor of cytochrome P4503A, pharmacokinetic interaction studies with 
INVIRASE and terfenadine, astemizole or cisapride have not been conducted. Physicians should use alternatives to terfenadine, 
astemizote or cisapride when a patient is taking WVtRASE. Other compounds that are substrates of CYP3A4 (eg, calcium channel 
blockers, clindamycin, dapsone, quinidine, triazolam) may have elevated plasma concentrations when coadministered with 
INVIRASE; therefore, patients should be monitored for toxicities associated with such drugs. 

Carcinogenesis. Mutagenesis and Impairment ot Fertility: Carcinogenesis: Carcinogenicity studies m rats and mice have not 
yet been completed. 

Mutagenesis: Mutagenicity and genotoxicity studies, with and without metabolic activation where appropriate, have shown that 
saquinavir has no mutagenic activity in vitro in either bacterial (Ames test) or mammalian cells (Chinese hamster lung V79/HPRT 
test). Saquinavir does not induce chromosomal damage in vivo in the mouse micronucleus assay or in vitro in human peripheral 
blood lymphocytes, and does not induce primary DNA damage in vitro in the unscheduled DMA synthesis test. 
impairment of Fertility: Fertility and reproductive performance were not affected in rats at plasma exposures (AUC values) up to 
five times those achieved in humans at the recommended dose. 

Pregnancy: Teratogenic Effects: Category B. Reproduction studies conducted with saquinavir in rats have shown no embryotoxi- 
dty or teratogenicity A plasma exposures (AUC values) up to five times those achieved in humans at the recommended dose or 
in rabbits at plasma exposures four times those achieved at the recommended clinical dose. Studies in rats indicated that expo¬ 
sure to saquinavir from late pregnancy through lactation at piastre concentrations (AUC values) up to five times those achieved in 
humans at the recommended dose had no effect on the survival, growth and development of offspring to weaning. Because 
animal reproduction studies are not always predictive of human response, INVIRASE should be used during pregnancy after 
taking into account the importance of the drug to the mother. Presently, there are no reports of infants being bom after women 
receiving INVIRASE in clinical trials became pregnant. 

Horsing Mothers: The US Public Health Service Centers for Disease Control and Prevention advises HIV-infected women not to 
breastfeed to avoid postnatal transmission of HIV to a child who may not yet be infected. It is not known whether INVIRASE is 
excreted in human milk. 

Pediatric Use: Safety aid effectiveness of INVIRASE in FflV-infected children or adolescents younger than 16 years of age have 
not been established. 

adverse REACTIONS (see PRECAUTIONS): The safety of INVIRASE was studied in 688 patients who received the drug either 
alone or in combination with zidovudine (ZDV) and/or HMD* (zalcitabine, ddC). The majority of adverse events were of mild 
intensity. The most frequently reported adverse events among patients receiving INVIRASE (excluding those toxicities known to 
be associated with ZDV and HMD when used in combinations) were diarrhea, abdominal discomfort and nausea. 

INVIRASE (Jd not alter the pattern, frequency or severity of known major toxicities associated wilh the use of HMD and/or ZDV. 
Physicians should refer to the complete product information for these drugs (or other antiretroviral agents as appropriate) for 
drug-associated adverse reactions to other nucleoside analogues. 

In an open-label protocol, NV15114, in which 33 patients received treatment with INVIRASE, ZDV and lamivudine for 4 to 
16 weeks, no unexpected toxicities were reported. 

Table A lists clinical adverse events that occurred to >2% of patients receiving INVIRASE 600 mg tid alone or in combination with 
ZDV and/or HMD to two trials. Median duration of treatment to NV14255/ACTG229 (triple-combination study) was 48 weeks; 
median duration of treatment among the surrogate analysis cohort analyzed for safety (n=451) in NV14256 was 42 weeks. 

Rare occurrences of the following serious adverse experiences have been reported during clinical trials of INVIRASE and were 
considered at least possibly related to use of study drugs: confusion, ataxia and weakness; acute myeloblastic leukemia; 
hemolytic anemia; attempted suicide; Stevens-Johnson syndrome; seizures; severe cutaneous reaction associated with increased 
liver function tests; isolated elevation of transaminases; thrombophlebitis; headache; thrombocytopenia, exacerbation of chronic 
liver disease with Grade 4 elevated liver function tests, jaundice, ascites, and right and left upper quadrant abdominal pain; drug 
fever; pancreatitis leading to death; nephrolithiasis: thrombocytopenia and intracranial hemorrhage leading to death; peripheral 
vasoconstriction; intestinal obstruction. These events were reported from a database of >6000 patients. Over 100 patients on 
saquinavir therapy have been followed for >2 years.

o formal charges have been 
filed and no arrests have 
been made in connection 
with the federal Drug Enforce¬ 
ment Administration (DEA) raid 
on the Flower Therapy medical 
marijuana center last week. 

On Wednesday, April 23, sev¬ 
eral hundred medical marijuana 
supporters marched to the Feder¬ 
al Building to protest the DEA 
raid, which took place April 21 at 
around 6:30 a.m., when no one 
was at the center. 

Beth Moore, a co-owner of 
Flower Therapy, said the center 
remains open at 3180 17th Street. 

“We’re getting really, really 
good support,” Moore said, 
adding that the club has received 
donations from concerned com¬ 
munity members. 

San Francisco District Attorney 
Terence Hallinan told the Bay Area 
Reporter that he still has not per¬ 
sonally spoken with U.S. Attorney 
Michael Yamaguchi, who would 
presumably handle any prosecu¬ 
tion since it was a federal search 
warrant that agents executed. Dur¬ 
ing a press conference last week, 
Hallinan said that Yamaguchi was 
home sick the day of the raid. 

U.S. Magistrate Judge Owen E. 


Woodruff, Jr. signed the warrant 
on April 17. It was then ordered 
sealed until the raid. 

“Mr. Yamaguchi did talk with 
my chief assistant, Richard Igle- 
hart. He [Yamaguchi] hadn’t been 
aware of the incident before it 
happened,” Hallinan told the 
B.A.R.. He added that apparently 
Yamaguchi was upset with com¬ 
ments Hallinan made to the 
media. “He was kind of miffed.” 

Hallinan has asked that the 
U.S. Attorney’s office not accept 
the case. Yamaguchi’s office has 
refused to comment on the issue. 
The DEA is no longer comment¬ 
ing, either. It is not known if or 
when federal authorities will pro¬ 
ceed with the matter. 

“From our view, this case does 
not fall under federal jurisdic¬ 
tion,” Hallinan said last week. 

Moore said Flower Therapy 
workers met with their attorney 
Tuesday, April 29 to discuss the 
situation. 

Armed DEA agents kicked in 
Flower Therapy’s door and seized 
331 marijuana plants and $8,000 
worth of growing equipment dur¬ 
ing the raid. The vast majority of 
pot plants were only a few inches 
high, resulting in between two 
and three pounds being confiscat¬ 
ed. Federal authorities are usually 
involved in cases with a much 


SF sheriff OKs medical pot in jail

S an Francisco Sheriff Mike 
Hennessey has said he will 
allow the use of medical 
marijuana by inmates if their cir¬ 
cumstances fall under the guide¬ 
lines of state Proposition 215. 

Since jail officials said that get¬ 
ting the pot would pose some 
problems, the Cannabis Cultiva¬ 
tors Club has offered to help out 
on a temporary basis, if the need 
arises. So far, no inmates have re¬ 
quested the medical herb. 

Hennessey was asked about 
the issue by a local legal newspa¬ 
per; Eileen Hirst, the sheriff’s 
chief of staff, said inmates would 
have to be provided with a pre¬ 
scription. Medical staff at the jail 
would then alert sheriff’s person¬ 
nel to the matter. 

“It would have to be a bona 
fide doctor’s prescription,” Hirst 
said, adding that the sheriff’s de¬ 
partment would not be in the 
business of actually procuring pot 
for inmates. 

Unlike some counties, medical 
matters at San Francisco’s jails are 
handled by the Department of 
Public Health, not the sheriff’s of¬ 
fice. Dr. Joe Goldenson is the 
medical director for the jails. 

“We don’t meddle in medical 
affairs, and they [jail medical 
staff] don’t meddle in corrections 
' affairs,” said Hirst. 

There are approximately 2,000 
people incarcerated in the city; 
there are two jails in San Bruno, 
two at the Hall of Justice, and one 
in the new building behind the 
Hall. Another facility used for in¬ 
take would not be affected, Hirst 
said. 

There are less than 100 people 
in the jail system who are either 
HIV-infected or have some other 
life-threatening illness. In certain 
situations, Goldenson said he 


would defer to the recommenda¬ 
tion of an inmate’s personal 
physician. To date, none of the 
doctors working at the jails have 
identified inmates for medical 
marijuana usage, Goldenson said. 

Goldenson said that getting 
the pot would be difficult for his 
office. 

“I’m not saying we wouldn’t 
do it; it would be problematic for 
us to get it,” Goldenson told the 
B.A.R. “I don’t have a source.” 

He added the situation would 
be different if an inmate had been 
prescribed medical marijuana be¬ 
fore going to jail. In those in¬ 
stances, should any occur, getting 
the pot to the inmate would not 
be as difficult, since those people 
would already have a source. 

And, where would inmates 
smoke the joints? Hirst said all 
jails are non-smoking facilities. 

“We would have to find a room 


where the person could go by 
themselves and smoke it in there,” 
she said. 

Dennis Peron of the Cannabis 
Cultivators Club (CCC) said he’d 
be happy to help out, temporarily, 
that is. 

“We’d have a scholarship pro¬ 
gram for patients in jail and 
would provide it for at least 20 
people as an interim measure,” 
Peron told the B.A.R.. 

His suggestion for a long-term 
solution is imaginative. Inmates at 
one of the San Bruno jails could 
start cultivating their own med¬ 
ical cannabis. Land there is cur¬ 
rently used for farming vegeta¬ 
bles. 

“I helped start that farm when 
I was there in 1978,” Peron said. 

The club’s new packages would 
be ideal, Peron explained, as then 
the staff wouldn’t actually be han¬ 
dling the marijuana. T

Needle exchange bill 
clears state Senate 

Watson bill expected to go to Assembly

S tate legislators in Sacramen¬ 
to are again attempting to 
get a bill passed that would 
establish needle exchange pilot 
programs in San Francisco and 
other California cities and coun¬ 
ties; an identical measure failed 
on the Senate floor last May. 

This year things may be differ¬ 
ent, at least in the Senate and 
probably the Assembly. An aide to 
state Senator Diane Watson, D- 
Los Angeles, told the B.A.R. they 
expect Watson’s bill, SB 885, not 
only to clear the Senate, but also 
to get out of the Assembly and 
onto Governor Pete Wilson’s desk 
this year. 

SB 885 would allow cities or 
counties to establish a clean nee¬ 
dle and syringe exchange pilot 
project at the request of the mm 
nicipality’s board of supervisors 
or city council and health officer. 
Under Watson’s legislation, an in¬ 
jection drug user would be able to 
exchange his used syringe for a 
single clean one without a pre¬ 
scription at a specific site. The ex¬ 
change sites would be staffed by 
qualified individuals. 

The bill breezed through the 
senate’s Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Committee last week with a 
6-1 vote. State Senator Ray 
Haynes, R-Riverside, was the lone 
opponent. It is scheduled to go 
before the Appropriations Com-

mittee next week; it then moves to 
the Assembly if it passes. 

Last Monday, April 28, the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
unanimously adopted a resolu¬ 
tion in support of Watson’s bill. 
Berkeley Mayor Shirley Dean has 
also written a letter of support, 
and the city council is expected to 
do the same. 

Dean said that HIV transmis¬ 
sion rates in Berkeley have de¬ 
clined significantly since the pro¬ 
gram started in 1992. The pro¬ 
portion of injection drug users 
(IDU) as a risk category has re¬ 
mained stable at 10-11 percent in 
Berkeley, while surrounding areas 
such as Contra Costa County 


have seen dramatic increases in 
the IDU risk category. The San 
Francisco and Berkeley programs 
operate under a continuous state 
of emergency. 

Eddie Washington, Watson’s 
aide, said that this year, Los Ange¬ 
les Mayor Richard Riordan, a Re¬ 
publican, supports the bill. 

Los Angeles also operates a 
needle exchange program under 
emergency provisions, said a 
spokesman at the city’s AIDS Of¬ 
fice. Washington said the cities of 
San lose and Long Beach also sup¬ 
port the legislation. 

Wilson has vetoed similar bills 
before, but Washington said pro¬ 
ponents hope to have a strong 
lobbying effort this year by AIDS 
organizations and other commu¬ 
nity members. 

He hopes Bay Area groups will 
join with other agency represen¬ 
tatives in Sacramento to demon¬ 
strate strong support for the pro¬ 
gram. 

Randy Allgaier at the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation told 
the B.A.R. that they support the 
bill and supported it in commit¬ 
tee. Whether Wilson will sign the 
legislation is an open question. 

Similar bills have reached Wil¬ 
son’s desk twice before, but both 
were vetoed. 

“My hope is that sooner or 
later, Governor Wilson will follow 
the science on this issue. My hope 
springs eternal,” Allgaier told the 
B.A.R. T 


Lungren does it again 

Cal Attorney General 
files against gay 
marriage in Hawaii

alifornia Attorney General 
Dan Lungren, in the name 
%$ of the people of the State of 
California, has quietly filed an 
amicus brief with the state 
Supreme Court of Hawaii, urging 
justices to overturn a lower court’s 
ruling that would allow same-sex 
marriages. 

Lungren’s action is the latest in 
a series of activities which target 
the civil rights of gay and lesbian 
citizens. A few years ago, he filed 
an amicus brief with the United 
States Supreme Court in support 
of Colorado’s Amendment 2, 
under the guise of defending 
states’ rights. 

As of last week, the California 
state legislature refused passage of 
a bill that would have blocked 
recognition of same-sex mar¬ 
riages performed in other states, 
and gay activists are concerned 
that Lungren is willing to usurp 
the powers of the legislature for 
his own ends. 

Last month Lungren was a key 
figure addressing the convention

for Concerned Women for Amer¬ 
ica at California’s State Capitol. 
According to right-wing watcher 
Jerry Slogan, “I was sickened by 
the spectacle. All of the wanna-bes 
were vying with each other to gay- 
bash as much as possible. Lungren 
was playing to the crowd and 
revving up his campaign for gov¬ 
ernor. The man is dangerous, he’s 
unscrupulous, and he’s obviously 
decided that we’re second-class 


citizens. This is the second time 
he’s gone out of state to other 
courts, using taxpayer money - in 
effect some of our own gay and 
lesbian tax money - to deny us 
our rights. 

“If he really believes in states’ 
rights, why is he injecting the Peo¬ 
ple of the Sovereign State of Cali¬ 
fornia into the business of the 
People of the Sovereign State of 
Hawaii?” Slogan asked. “And he 
filed the amicus brief on the sly, 
no press conference, no an¬ 
nouncement, just a sneak attack.” 

Ten other states filed Friend of 
the Court briefs with the Hawaii 
Supreme Court, urging the 
Supreme Court to overturn Judge 
Chang’s ruling. They are: Alaba¬ 
ma, Georgia, Mississippi, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Col¬ 
orado, Missouri, Idaho, Nebraska 
and Michigan. T

D r. Gene Copello, the health 
and prevention services 
branch chief for the De¬ 
partment of Public Health AIDS 
Office, has announced his resig¬ 
nation and will be moving to 
Jacksonville, Florida to become 
executive director of an AIDS ser¬ 
vice organization. He leaves at the 
end of May. 

The news was unexpected. 
Copello started at the AIDS Office 
about a year ago, after six years as 
director of the San Mateo County 
AIDS Program. In San Francisco, 
his first priority was to complete 
the merger between the health 
services and prevention services 
divisions of the AIDS Office. That 
has resulted in more efficiency 
and improved community rela¬ 
tions. 

Next month, Copello takes the 
helm at Northeast Florida AIDS 
Network, one of the major AIDS 
service organizations in Jack¬ 
sonville, a city of one million peo¬ 
ple. The agency provides preven¬ 
tion, social services, case manage¬ 
ment, medical care coordination, 
and public policy. It serves about 
2,000 clients in Jacksonville and 
seven surrounding counties.

In addition, through an affili¬ 
ation between universities and 
community-based organizations 
in Florida, he will be teaching at 
the University of North Florida. 
Copello holds a doctorate degree 
in medical ethics and public poli¬ 
cy from Vanderbilt University. In 
Florida, he’ll be teaching HlV-re- 
lated public policy and medical 
ethics to nursing and medical stu¬ 
dents, something he is looking 
forward to doing. 

Copello, who has spent the last 
14 years in the AIDS field both in 
California and Tennessee, said he 
can make a greater impact on the 
epidemic in Florida, which now 
ranks behind New York and Cali¬ 
fornia in the number of AIDS 
cases. The South as a region has 
the fastest rate of new AIDS cases. 

“It’s ironic that I’m returning 
to the South, where I believe I can 
make the most difference, and re¬ 
ally speaks to how the epidemic is 
changing. Seven years ago, AIDS 
was just barely impacting the 
South,” Copello told the B.A.R. 
“Personally, I felt disappointed 
that there wasn’t as much contact 
with the consumer population, 
and I really began to miss that per¬ 
spective that is really important.” 

Accomplished official 

During his tenure, Copello 
cited several accomplishments. 
The reorganization of the health 
and prevention branches has led 
to a streamlining in the contracts 
process, something that’s critical 
to agencies receiving funding 
through the AIDS Office. 

Additionally, the office has sig¬ 
nificantly increased staff support 
to the city’s two planning coun¬ 
cils, the Mayor’s HIV Health Ser¬ 
vices Planning Council (Ryan 
White CARE Council) and the 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil (HPPC). Copello was a co¬ 
chair on the HPPC and served as 
a liaison to the HIV health ser¬ 
vices council. 

“I also feel we were able to 
maintain health and prevention 
services in the city, even facing 


federal funding changes,” he said, 
citing the extra $2 million in 
CARE money and the preserva¬ 
tion of ADAP funds. 

The AIDS Office is a large bu¬ 
reaucracy, and as a result, it takes 
time to get things done. There was 
some frustration with that, al¬ 
though Copello said San Francis¬ 
co does a better job than most 
other cities. He also believes the 
city has responded to changes in 
the epidemic, but that more needs 
to be done, particularly around 
the HIV health services council. 

“The San Francisco model has 
to be reevaluated,” he said, sug¬ 
gesting that some service cate¬ 
gories may not be needed, or that 
funds may need to be increased 
for others. 

Copello’s departure will leave a 
void in the AIDS Office. Dr. Mitch 
Katz, director, told the B.A.R. that 
he hasn’t made any decisions re¬ 
garding the position. 

“We will miss him. He has 
tremendously helped in the plan¬ 
ning process [of the two coun¬ 
cils],” Katz said, adding Copello’s 
work in completing the reorgani¬ 
zation was also effective. 

Dr. Virginia Cafaro, a member 
of the HIV health services coun¬ 
cil, agreed. “I think it’s a loss to the 
HIV community, and specifically 
the council. He’s an intelligent, 
fair person who does see the big 
picture.” 

AIDS activist Michael Petrelis, 
often a vocal critic of the AIDS 
Office, acknowledged Copello’s 
willingness to address issues, and 
said an example of his accom¬ 
plishment is the distribution of 
anal condoms at city health cen¬ 
ters. 

In addition to his work here, 
Copello was also involved with 
the LIFE Lobby in Sacramento 
and served as the board’s co-chair. 
The lobbying group works on be¬ 
half of AIDS issues and others af¬ 
fecting the gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender community. 

“I’ve always felt you do better 
locally if you have influence at the 
state level,” he said. ▼

New AIDS czar visits SF 

Government must take politics out of 
public health, Thurman tells SFAF crowd

S aying “we must take the pol¬ 
itics out of public health,” 
and calling for politicians to 
stand clear to “let science lead” on 
needle exchange programs, newly 
appointed AIDS Czar Sandy 
Thurman was the unannounced 
guest last week at the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation’s 10th annu¬ 
al Leadership Dinner. 

Thurman, who started work 
this week as President Clinton’s 
third director of the Office of Na¬ 
tional AIDS Policy, told the B.A.R. 
that she flew to the city especially 
for the SFAF event, held Thurs¬ 
day, April 24 at Fort Mason’s Fes¬ 
tival Pavilion. About 1,000 people 
attended. 

“San Francisco will play a piv¬ 
otal role in what happens in 
Washington and the nation on 
this issue [needle exchange],” 
Thurman told the crowd of cor¬ 
porate leaders, politicians, local 
public health officials, and others. 

She spoke in support of San 
Francisco’s program, which - al¬ 
though banned from receiving 
federal funds and state money - 
has operated for many years. Last 
year, 2.1 million clean syringes 
were exchanged through 61,000 
needle exchange contacts. 

Thurman, who told the audi¬ 
ence that she and SFAF Executive 
Director Pat Christen have been 
good friends for several years, 
praised Christen’s tenure at the 
SFAF, one of the largest AIDS serr 
vice organizations in the nation 
with a $16 million annual budget. 

“I’m honored to have worked 
with Pat Christen and her staff 
over the last ten years,” Thurman 
said, adding that she was at SFAF’s 
event because of her friendship 
with Christen. “She [Christen] 
continues to inspire me.” 

She also spoke of the signifi¬ 
cance SFAF has played in the de¬ 
velopment of national AIDS poli¬ 
cies over the years. “It was in the 
foundation’s conference room 
that the [Ryan White] CARE Act 
was drafted. It was this city that 
targeted campaigns for gay youth 
and public/private partnerships,” 
Thurman said. 

One of the themes at the din¬ 
ner was that even with the advent 


of protease inhibitors, the need 
for AIDS services is more urgent 
than ever. 

“We have got to do better. New 
drugs mean absolutely nothing to 
people who can’t get them,” said 
Thurman. 

Paul Wisotzky, the openly gay 
chair of SFAF’s board of directors 
and a person living with AIDS, 
said the foundation is “stronger 
than ever,” thanks to the “talented 
and highly committed executive 
director” and agency staff and vol¬ 
unteers. 

“The board of directors is all¬ 
volunteer and passionate about 
work,” Wisotzky said. 

He said that while he has ben¬ 
efited from the new treatments, he 
and the rest of SFAF’s board know 
that the medications have not 
helped everyone. Wisotzky has 
lived with HIV for the last 13 
years; he’s been diagnosed with 
AIDS for the past three years. 

“People of color and women 
are not experiencing the same de¬ 
cline [in death rates],” Wisotzky 
said. “We must always remember 
the epidemic is not over until it is 
over for everybody, everywhere.” 

Listen slower 

During her remarks, Christen 
said people need to be “listening 
more slowly” when it comes to 
those living with HIV/AIDS. 

“Generally, AIDS service orga¬ 
nizations, my own included, and 
AIDS activists could use some 
work in the listening depart¬ 
ment,” she said. “Perhaps we are 
afraid that if we genuinely listen 
to what people affected by HIV 
say about their needs, we will be 
found lacking. We are afraid to lis¬ 
ten, so instead we shout. 

“We try to out-yell one anoth¬ 
er in the hope that if we scream 
the loudest, our perspective will 
prevail,” Christen added. 

The foundation’s clients have 
expressed several things recently. 
While at first the statements seem 
contradictory, they “are all 
truths,” she noted. 

“Forced to choose, many of 
our clients would pick housing 
over HIV treatment. Most of the 
individuals who expressed this 
point of view have been home¬ 
less,” Christen said. “On the other 
hand, forced to choose, many of 


our clients would take HIV treat¬ 
ments over housing. Most of the 
individuals who expressed this 
point of view have never been 
homeless.” 

Both are choices people should 
never have to make, Christen said.

Another stark difference is the 
way men and women receive their 
information: “Most rely on treat¬ 
ment information from friends. 
Many of the men have large num¬ 
bers of friends who are taking 
HIV-related drugs ...most of the 
women have few friends who also 
have HIV; they are more isolated 
and much less informed about 
their treatment options than their 
male counterparts.” 

Christen concluded by stating 
AIDS service providers, activists, 
and others all have the challenge 
to “accept that others may have 
needs and desires that are in op¬ 
position to our own, and are nev¬ 
ertheless valid and worthy of re¬ 


spect. The SFAF has modified its 
programs to better meet the di¬ 
verse and divergent needs of those 
we serve. 

“We need only be committed 
to genuinely listening to one an¬ 
other - to listening more slowly,” 
Christen said. “Believe me, if we 
can accomplish this in San Fran¬ 
cisco, the rest will seem easy.” 

Honorees 

The SFAF also recognized in¬ 
dividuals and one corporation; 
Wells Fargo Bank received this 
year’s Leadership Award. 

Longtime foundation support¬ 
er Eunice Azzani was the recipient 
of the James R. Harrison Award, 
named for the late SFAF board 
member.

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Accounts and accountability

A ccountability. Thousands of 
AIDS activist have fought 
for, and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of PWAs have died waiting 
for accountability. Accountability 
from a president who wouldn’t 
mention AIDS. Accountability 
from an FDA stuck in “business as 
usual” drug approval practices 
while a plague raged. Account¬ 
ability from drug companies who 
saw AIDS as a way to cash in, 
rather than as a health crisis to be 
fought. 

People with AIDS are again de¬ 
manding accountability. This 
time, their demand is directed not 
at an unfeeling government or at 
greedy drug companies. Now 
their cry is directed to the paid 
AIDS professionals who run, and 
are building careers in, .the nu¬ 
merous AIDS boards, service or¬ 
ganizations, fundraising ma¬ 
chines, and lobbying groups that 
live off the dollars that finally 
started to flow when our commu¬ 
nity grew too loud to ignore. HIV 
has moved from being a crisis to 
being a way of life inside of these 
organizations. These formerly 
community-based organizations 
have moved further and further 
away from community involve¬ 
ment in their decision-making. 
The community is invited to turn 
out by the thousands to raise 
funds for them, but disinvited to 
participate in determining how 
the money raised will be spent. 

How many of the people who 
will participate in the San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Walk this year, for ex¬ 
ample, know how decisions re¬ 
garding the benefits are made? 
Most of the money from the Walk 
goes to the $17 million San Fran¬ 
cisco AIDS Foundation, which 
sponsors the Walk. The remainder 
of the money is allocated through 
a grant proposal process by a 
group of ten individuals, picked 
by an organization called the 
Tides Foundation, which was 
hired by the AIDS Foundation for 
the purpose. There is no mecha¬ 
nism for community input before 
the fact, or community oversight 
after the fact. Funding recom¬ 
mendations are then forwarded to 
Pat Christen, Executive Director 
of the San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation, for final approval. 

Among the 36 winners are 
Catholic Charities of San Francis¬ 
co; three organizations that pro¬ 
vide AIDS services in Marin; the 
Shanti Project, specifically to de¬ 


velop and implement a Client In¬ 
formation Services database; two 
organizations that provide 
acupuncture and Chinese medi¬ 
cine; and three Washington D.C. 
lobbying organizations, one of 
which exists to lobby for the city 
of San Francisco and other large 
cities on behalf of AIDS services 
for those cities. 

Among the losers is 
ACT UP/Golden Gate, 
one of the few all¬ 
volunteer AIDS 
groups in Northern 
California, a group with 
no paid staff, which oper¬ 
ates exclusively by open 
public meetings. 

Probably the only 
group that applied 
that both does not 
accept drug company 
money and receives no govern¬ 
ment money, and that therefore 
relies exclusively on community 
support. Another loser is the 
STOP AIDS Project, the only 
group with a primary mission to 
target prevention efforts at male- 
male sex, still the chief mode of 
HIV transmission in San Francis¬ 
co. 

The denial of funding to these 
two organizations, and the recip¬ 
ient list, raises a number of ques¬ 
tions. Why is community-raised 
money flowing to organizations, 
like Catholic Charities, that re¬ 
ceive government money for the 
services they provide? Why is 
community-raised money going 
to pay for the development of a 
client services management data¬ 
base, something that you might

expect should come out of the ad¬ 
ministrative budgets of service 
providers? Why is money, raised 
to support PWAs in San Francis¬ 
co, being directed to a Washing¬ 
ton-based lobbying organization 
like the CAEAR Coalition that re¬ 
ceives money from the city of San 
Francisco and the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation to lobby on 

their behalf? 

And while these ques¬ 
tions might have some 
very good answers, 
these answers are ap¬ 
parently not available 
to the public. ACT 
UP/Golden Gate, sur¬ 
prised at the denial of 
funding to both itself 
and to the STOP 
AIDS Project, for 
more than a week un¬ 
successfully tried to get a repre¬ 
sentative of the Tides Foundation 
to simply return a phone call. 
After finally getting through, our 
questions were answered as fol¬ 
lows: 

How were funding proposals 
reviewed and decided on? “Each 
funding application was reviewed 
by four community representa¬ 
tives picked by us.” 

Could we find out who those 
people were? “No.” 

Could we find out what groups 
those people represented or were 
associated with? “No.” 

Could we get a copy of the 
scoring sheets for our grant pro¬ 
posal? “No.” Could we find out 
who else was denied funding? 
“No.” 

Could we find out how much 


money was granted to groups that 
received money? “No.” 

Could we meet with you to 
discuss our concerns about this 
decision-making process and the 
lack of accountability to people 
with AIDS for how this money 
was allocated? “Not until some¬ 
time in June. We’re very busy.” 

Unacceptable ... 
but common 

Answers like this wouldn’t be 
acceptable coming from a drug 
company or government re¬ 
searcher. They shouldn’t be ac¬ 
ceptable coming from Tides, or, 
indirectly, the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation. Unfortunately, these 
kinds of answers are all-too-com- 
mon when requesting informa¬ 
tion about a whole range of deci¬ 
sions made by the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, or any number 
of other large AIDS institutions. 
The issue might be the Founda¬ 
tion and CAEAR Coalition’s lob¬ 
bying to divert federal AIDS dol¬ 
lars from drugs to services. Or a 
mass-mailing of scientifically out¬ 
dated and overly conservative 
treatment recommendations. Or 
the appropriateness of compensa¬ 
tion paid to top staff. Or the cri¬ 
teria for determining housing as¬ 
sistance priorities. Whatever the 
issue, large AIDS institutions in 
general, and the AIDS Foundation 
in particular, generally do not 
seek community input before de¬ 
cisions are made, and are resistant 
to accountability afterwards. 

In order for a large, complex 
institution like SFAF to effectively 
thwart community input, it does 


not need to be deliberately secre¬ 
tive, merely unwelcoming. I’ve ex¬ 
perienced some of this first-hand. 
Since January of this year, I have 
expressed interest in learning 
more about the operation of the 
foundation. I have repeatedly 
asked to be invited to board meet¬ 
ings. Each time, my requests for 
information and involvement 
have been gently but firmly put 
off. “Oh, you wouldn’t find any¬ 
thing interesting about our board 
meetings,” Board Chair Paul 
Wisotzky assured me. “We don’t 
discuss the day-to-day work of the 
foundation, but set long-range 
goals. It’s up to the staff to deter¬ 
mine the means.” 

Despite repeated requests from 
myself and other activists to at¬ 
tend meaningful decision-making 
meetings at the AIDS Foundation, 
Timothy Rodrigues, full-time 
media spokesperson for the AIDS 
Foundation, responded to a re¬ 
porter’s question regarding closed 
decision-making with the state¬ 
ment: “No one has ever asked to 
come to one of our board meet¬ 
ings.” Whether Timothy was 
merely misinformed or was de¬ 
flecting the question without re¬ 
gard for the truth, his answer un¬ 
derscores one of the major obsta¬ 
cles community activists face in 
winning accountability from in¬ 
stitutions like SFAF. 

Those asking for accountabili¬ 
ty are generally people with AIDS, 
many with health problems, some 
with full-time jobs, some without, 
all with other activist priorities. 
Those resisting accountability are

S ome sport is based on vio¬ 
lence. 

Some aspects of that vio¬ 
lence have been filtered out 
through the centuries by things 
called rules. 

I said some. 

The totems of athletes, who are 
merely reincarnations of the 
Olympians and Titans of cen¬ 
turies gone past, if you believe 
that sort of thing, occasionally de¬ 
mand sacrifices. While the 
Olympian era of Greek history at¬ 
tempted to move culture away 
from the purely pagan (i.e., actu¬ 
al human sacrifices shifting to 
smaller tokens of cow meat, and 
then not even the good parts). 


there still exists, it seems, a de¬ 
mand, a need, for sacrifice. 

The gods demand it, and they 
usually get it. 

I’ve been focusing on the mod¬ 
ern version of such rituals like the 
story above. The adage that “boys 
will be boys” does not cut it for 
me. Not every young frail homo¬ 
sexual male has the guts and per¬ 
sistence of a Jamie Nabozny to sue 
the incompetent schools 
that allow heinous 
crimes against kids to 
take place over and over 
again. Not everyone can 
tell the gods to piss off. 

How do we deal with 
such fervor, or anger, all of it 
based on sexual re¬ 
pression, particularly 
within the athletic 
arena? In amateur 
sports it comes out in 
the little rapes like the 
one in San Diego. In pro ball it ex¬ 
hibits itself in the various sub¬ 
basements of massage therapists 
and “handlers,” to kinesiologists, 
to dealers, and cell-phoned Jerry 
Maguires, who get to play with, 
and market, these guys’ bodies. 

Underneath these stadiums, 
and what the public sees as the 
great and noble realm of athletics, 
is a network of users and liars and 
abusers of athletes and fans alike. 

This is the hypocrisy that is 
handed down to boys - and it is 
mostly boys who do the ganging 
up - who inherit the game of 
Pecking Order. The lineage of jock 
heroes trickles down from the 
grand arenas through the hands 
of these handlers and marketers 



past the pockets of product pro¬ 
moters, onto the walls of 
teenagers who worship the gods 
that have been created. 

Playing fair 

What I am talking about is giv¬ 
ing the voice of such kids a 
chance. It’s about stamping out 
the “right” of a closet-case nut-job 
teen to act out his hatred for other 
gay boys in a way that will come 
to be regretted. I am 
not saying shut 
everybody up who 
says stupid things about gays 
and other minorities, which 
we cannot do since this is 
supposedly a liberty-loving 
democracy. I’m hoping 
that kids get their hate 
out in a healthy, pro¬ 
ductive manner, 
through playing fair, 
as difficult as that may 
be for them and their sometimes 
equally bile-filled coaches. 

I’m talking about muzzle ve¬ 
locity. The Dictionary of Sports y 
edited and prepared by Parke 
Cummings, defines “muzzle ve¬ 
locity” as the speed of a bullet as it 
leaves the muzzle, usually mea¬ 
sured in feet per second. But I’m 
going to invent a second meaning, 
in the fist-on-fist context, or gang 
context, or verbal harassment 
context, or rape context. 

By muzzle velocity, I am ask¬ 
ing, “How long can we hold back 
the dogs of hate?” 

Take the recent story in Moun¬ 
tain View: five boys arrested for 
assault, torture, kidnapping, and 
other crimes. The lawyer blamed

it all on the boys’ “love of profes¬ 
sional wrestling, and we all know 
what goes on at the World 
Wrestling Federation.” 

Yes, we do. Men in tights hit 
each other with chairs. This is not 
wrestling. This is not sport. This 
is low-life brain-dead crap, a poor 
man’s gladiator ring. It is not 
wrestling, and if the world of am¬ 
ateur wrestling (whose best in¬ 
clude Olympians like Dennis Hall 
and Kurt Angle) had more power, 
they would be allowed to sue 
every absurd “Wrestling” Enter¬ 
tainment Corp. Inc., and prevent 
them from calling it wrestling. It 
is not wrestling. It is staged vio¬ 
lence. 

What was not staged was what 
the five boys in Mountain View 
did.

A generation of kids is being 
taught that violence is part of ath¬ 
leticism, and the cruel yet still 
seemingly innate pecking order of 
that cruelty demands that there 
always be a sacrificial lamb. 

This is fucked up. 

I hope the next generation will 
be thrice as strong and bountiful 
as ours, and that queer high 
school 15-year-old boys be al¬ 
lowed to live, and play on the mat, 
and tell the gods, and their bullies, 
to piss off.

often well-paid, often HlV-nega- 
tive, full-time professionals, 
skilled in the art of media manip¬ 
ulation and spin control. Accept¬ 
ing as a given that every individ¬ 
ual associated with the AIDS 
Foundation is operating from the 
purest of motives and the best of 
intentions, the resistance to over¬ 
sight and accountability is both 
completely understandable as 
human nature, but totally unac¬ 
ceptable. 

It doesn’t have to be like this. 
AIDS researchers, charged with a 
lack of accountability, were forced 
to respond in the late 1980s with 
mechanisms allowing any person 
with HIV to participate in and re¬ 
view decision-making. Often, 
these mechanisms took the form 
of Community Advisory Boards 
(CABs). CABs meet regularly and 
are open to any person affected by 
HIV who wants to participate. At 
the CABs, research priorities are 
reviewed and debated with chief 
researchers, ethics of trials are dis¬ 
cussed, and trial protocols are de¬ 
signed. 

While not perfect, CABs rou¬ 
tinely alter or halt certain drug tri¬ 
als. There are at least six separate 
CABs operating today in the San 
Francisco area where activist pa¬ 
tients are participating in deci¬ 


sion- and policy-making around 
AIDS drug trials. 

Where’s the community advi¬ 
sory board for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, or, for that 
matter, for the Shanti Project, the 
AIDS Walk, the Tides Foundation, 
AIDS Project LA, or the Califor¬ 
nia AIDS Ride? All of these huge 
institutions could reduce the crit¬ 
icism directed at them from 
throughout the community and 
ensure that they remain in closer 
touch with the actual needs of 
people with AIDS in this rapidly 
changing epidemic by developing 
regular mechanisms for commu¬ 
nity input into decision-making. 
These mechanisms, like the CAB 
model, should be an easy means 
for interested members of the 
community to gain access to in¬ 
formation about the institutions’ 
activities and for community 
members to provide input and re¬ 
view of those activities. They 
should emphasize input from 
people who are not paid staff at 
particular service organizations. 

If the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation chose to, within a 
year, it could largely reverse the 
growing feeling of disenfranchise¬ 
ment and anger among the ac¬ 
tivist AIDS community, by adopt¬ 
ing the CAB model. To do so, 
however, will take some courage 
and a willingness to actually listen 
to the people the Foundation pur¬ 
ports to serve. ▼

California dreaming over a long weekend: 


Accommodations in Palm Springs are a bit more luxurious. 


Russian River. The queer scene re¬ 
volves around the sleepy, densely 
wooded villages of Guerneville 
and Monte Rio, where several low- 
key, rustic resorts cater to a fairly 
mellow, outdoorsy bunch. Most of 
these places draw both men and 
women, and nightlife usually re¬ 
volves around taverns or bars lo¬ 
cated at or close to the resorts. 

Although water plays a signifi¬ 
cant role in both destinations, the 
water you’ll find in Palm Springs 
is in glistening swimming pools, 
around which nude and scantily 
clad guests lounge much of the 
day. The activity at every resort re¬ 
volves around the pools and a 
palm-shaded lanais with misting 
machines to help ward off the ef¬ 
fects of the blazing hot sun (tem¬ 
peratures climb above 110 degrees 
in summer). If these properties 
aren’t especially quaint, they are 
consistently spacious, plush, and 
stocked with VCRs, modern 
baths, and other cushy amenities. 
The fact is, plenty of guests never 
leave the comfy confines of their 
resorts. 

Accommodations are definite¬ 
ly less luxurious in the Russian 
River, partly because guests are 
more likely to spend their days 
touring the area’s redwood forests 
and esteemed wineries, or canoe¬ 
ing and tubing along the swift¬ 
running Russian River. It’s only an 
hour’s drive to the vineyard-stud¬ 
ded Napa and Sonoma valleys, or 
to the rugged coastline that ex¬ 
tends north from Point Reyes Na¬ 
tional Seashore along dramatic 
bluffs and by fragrant rhododen¬ 
dron preserves. Nevertheless, 
most resorts either have access 
and beachfront on the river, or 
they have a pool. Alas, the heavy 
rain has roiled the Russian River 
several times during the past 
decade; just this past January, sev¬ 
eral resorts were badly damaged 
by flooding. They always seem to 
reopen a few months later, better 
than ever, but the uncertainty of 
Mother Nature makes it imprac¬ 
tical for most innkeepers to fill 
their resorts with priceless an¬ 


tiques and high-end amenities. 

If you’re into hiking, biking, 
auto touring, and lush greenery, 
the Russian River is your best bet. 
Palm Springs is also close to some 
amazing hiking opportunities - 
ancient Indian Canyons are just 
five miles away, and the half-mil- 
lion-acre Joshua Tree National 
Park is just an hour’s drive. But 
Palm Springs is better suited to 
fion vivants and sun bunnies. If 
you’re single, or you and your 
lover are open to a casually sexy 
atmosphere, Palm Springs is your 
best bet. Most of the resorts have 
a high cruise factors, as do most 
bars, and you’ll meet plenty of 
other singles out here during the 
high season, from November 
through April. The Russian River 
is hardly for prudes - some of the 
resorts can get very frisky from 
time to time - but a more sedate 
atmosphere prevails. The bar 
scene is quieter, and except on 
summer weekends, singles are in 
the minority. 

Unfortunately, if sophisticated 
dining is a high priority, neither 
destination is blessed with out¬ 
standing restaurants. Perhaps due 
to its following among straight 
middle- to upper-class retirees— 
cutting-edge cuisine is not com¬ 
mon in Palm Springs, although 
there are a couple of excellent gay- 
popular exceptions with decent 
American and Continental food. 
The Russian River is an economi¬ 
cally depressed area, and most of 
the eateries are very affordable, 
but also offer fairly basic Ameri¬ 
can cuisine. If you venture farther 
afield, however, you’ll find some 
of the state’s best restaurants in 
nearby Santa Rosa, Healdsburg, 
Sonoma, St. Helena, and Ruther¬ 
ford. ▼

Guerneville 
Rustic Charm 
In the Heart of 
the Wine Country

J|% ince their high seasons don’t 
overlap, there’s no reason 
-' ; you can’t spend a few days 
in Northern California’s Russian 
River region, and a few days in 
Southern California’s desert oasis, 
Palm Springs. For several reasons, 
however, few people actually do 
spend time in both places. What 
gives? 

In the most obvious sense, 
Palm Springs captures the am¬ 
biance of the nearest major cities, 
Los Angeles and San Diego. A 
string of sunny, arid, and sizzling 
resort towns in southern Califor¬ 
nia’s Coachella Valley, the Palm 
Springs region caters to a fun-in- 
the-sun crowd, drawing thou¬ 
sands of gay men and lesbians 
(and retirees, and recovering alco¬ 
holics, and ex-presidents) from 
not only the coast but from Las 
Vegas and Phoenix, too. A smaller 
but still significant number of vis¬ 
itors come from around the coun¬ 
try, especially when circuit parties 
or the Ladies Pro Golf Associa¬ 
tion’s Dinah Shore Championship 
hits town (in April). You’ll find 
about 25 gay-exclusive resorts in 
Palm Springs, plus a few more in 
neighboring Cathedral City; most 
of these places are male, but at 
least two cater to lesbians, and a 
couple more draw a mixed crowd. 
The region also has several gay 
bars, ranging from neighborhood 
pubs to some serious warehouse 
discos. 

The Russian River definitely 
has more in common with its 
nearest major city, San Francisco, 
which is about a 90-minute drive 
south. Plenty of visitors also come 
here from San Jose, Sacramento, 
and other Bay Area cities and 
towns, but comparatively few 
non-Californians frequent the

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Desert delight 

Palm Springs spells '90s nirvana for the gay traveler

P alm Springs is the perfect 
destination for the Gay ’90s: 
H all the people there are ei¬ 
ther gay or in their nineties. 

It’s a standing joke in this Cal¬ 
ifornia desert resort, but there’s 
more than an element of truth to 
it. A tremendous proportion of 
Palm Springs — and the neigh¬ 
boring towns in the Coachella 
Valley — is indeed gay. And true 
enough, it often seems that fully 
half of the locals are paying their 
mortgages with Social Security 
checks. Fortunately, this split per¬ 
sonality doesn’t seem to be a 
source of tension. Besides, unlike 
other resort towns where all the 
bo- s are habitually 28 years old, in 
P ' m Springs there are actually 
n re than a few folks — residents 
and some tourists — who are 
both gay and retired. 

Palm Springs is a bit of a 
throwback. There are no su¬ 


perdiscos flying in disc jockeys 
from London or New York. It 
doesn’t have the intense body fas¬ 
cism of South Beach; men here 
vary in age and body type (al¬ 
though, like South Beach, it’s 
overwhelmingly white). And 
while men in West Hollywood 
struggle to have the most fabulous 
fashions, men in Palm Springs are 
wearing nothing at all; this is per¬ 
haps the largest “clothing option¬ 
al” resort for gay men anywhere. 
It’s frisky, it’s relaxing, it’s low-at¬ 
titude, and it’s always sunny. 

Actually, some times are sun¬ 
nier than others. Winters are bare¬ 
ly warm enough for sunbathing 
during the day, and they’re quite 
chilly at night. Summers can be 
brutal — 120 degrees, even if it is 
“a dry heat,” is an oven — al¬ 
though the nights are gorgeous. 
Springtime, with perfect weather,' 
is the high season, although some 
visitors prefer the slower times of 
year to avoid the crowds.

to Palm Springs is hotel life. A few 
major hotels provide more luxu¬ 
rious accommodations, but the 
small gay resorts are the real local 
attraction. Mostly “clothing op¬ 
tional” with varying degrees of 
friskiness, these intimate hotels — 
from the warm and friendly In- 
nDulge to the playful Mirage, the 
gym-centered Inn Exile to the 
bear-dominated 550, the elegant 
Santiago to the randy Cathedral 
City Boys Club — are the prima¬ 
ry social outlet for visitors. 
Lounging around a pool, with 
misters and shady palm trees 
keeping the temperature tolera¬ 
ble, men in various shades of un¬ 
dress schmooze and cruise. Most 
gay resort hotels have heated 
pools and Jacuzzis, and most pro¬ 
vide a poolside breakfast and even 
wine and cheese in the afternoon, 
so it’s easy to makenew friends in 
this casual atmosphere. Moun¬ 
tains surround the valley towns 
and furnish gorgeous backdrops 
from most any chaise-lounge van¬ 
tage point. 

Low-key demeanor 

Golf has long drawn tourists 
and residents to the desert, and 
the low-key demeanor of the 
sport seems well-suited to the 
town’s personality. Golf draws les¬ 
bians, in particular, to Palm 
Springs in droves. Although this 
male-dominated resort always has 
a small lesbian contingent - with 
a couple of women-only and a 
few mixed hotels - the Dinah 
Shore LPGA Championship in 
late March turns the city into the 
country’s largest lesbian circuit 
party. Major hotels and smaller 
resorts alike participate in this 
unique event. 

Palm Springs was long the get¬ 
away destination for the Holly¬ 
wood elite, since Los Angeles is 
only a two-hour drive away. 
Today, driving through the older 
parts of the city, celebrity homes 
by the dozen are testament to the 
town’s past glory. Silver screen 
greats like Jean Harlow and Greta 
Garbo had tasteful homes here, as 


did more recent and more tacky 
stars like Liberace and Elvis. The 
houses are mostly small by today’s 
glitterati standards, and the 
neighborhoods feel strangely inti¬ 
mate and accessible - which 
makes for a much more interest¬ 
ing drive-by brush with fame. 

If most of the celebrities are 
gone, the desert is still a play¬ 
ground for the well-to-do. Down¬ 
town has some terrific shopping, 
with antique stores and consign¬ 
ment shops in abundance. There’s 
a strip of stores in a Rodeo Drive 
vein, and the Desert Fashion Cen¬ 
ter provides an indoor (read: air- 
conditioned) mall anchored by 
Saks Fifth Avenue. Discount stores 
and outlets are kept outside the 
city. It’s not a particularly formal 
town, but the shopping can be 
pretty upscale. 

Other than shopping, in terms 


of the city itself, there isn’t much 
for tourists to feast their eyes on 
during the day in Palm Springs. 
The architecture is largely dull 
and uninspired, and most of the 
streets - in true Southern Califor¬ 
nia fashion - aren’t conducive to 
leisurely strolls. Fortunately, the 
Coachella Valley is a natural mar¬ 
vel, so getting out of town during 
the day is both simple and re¬ 
warding, as nearby attractions are 
many. 

The desert looks, at first 
glance, like a barren wasteland, 
but the right tour guide with 
sharp eyes can transform the 
landscape. Desert Adventures of¬ 
fers personalized jeep tours that 
bring the region to life; in the In¬ 
dian Canyons just outside town 
(half of Palm Springs is built on 
leased Native American land), the 
world’s largest palm oases await 
with astonishing views. Joshua 
Tree National Monument, an 
hour away, is a perfect spot for 
hiking and biking. The very best 
views, however, come from the 
top of Mt. San Jacinto, the tallest 
mountain in the area. The cable 
car to the top passes through sev¬ 
eral climate zones: when it’s 80 
degrees at the bottom, there’s still 
snow at the top. 

Nightlife 

At night, there’s plenty to do in 
Palm Springs. In addition to sev¬ 
eral moderately priced gay restau¬ 
rants — the romantic Shame on 
the Moon, the nouvelle chic Blue 
Angel, the comfortable gay stand¬ 
by Richard’s — there’s a thriving 
bar scene. 

The hottest spot in town is the 
recently relocated CC Construc¬ 
tion Company. CC’s is more remi¬ 
niscent in fact of an old Castro 
dance bar (plenty of cruising 
around the sunken dance floor, 
splashy pulsating neon) than a slick 
new mega-club, and includes plen¬ 
ty of men who might seem overage 
at a teenybopper disco in a bigger 
city. Choices, a disco in Cathedral 
City, used to be the local favorite, 
but its fortunes have declined 
somewhat since CC’s moved. 

The Wolf’s Den is the busiest 
bar in the desert, catering to a 
low-key leather/Levi crowd.

Russian River welcomes

H t all began in 1981, when a 
It crew of women working at 
i Fife’s in Guerneville realized 
they were bored with the mostly 
male clientele that flocked there 
for the summer weekends. 

So they decided to throw a 
party for women, with music, 
dancing, sports, and all the things 
that lesbians like to do when they 
get together. 

It turned out to be such a good 
idea that they decided to do it 
again, and again. Soon thousands 
of women were traveling to the 
Russian River every year in the be¬ 
ginning of May to get their first tan 
of the summer in spectacular style. 

Over the years the creative 
people who run the resorts and 
other businesses along the Russ¬ 
ian River have organized a slew of 
different activities for the annual 
Women’s Weekends. 

For a while, the big attraction 
was a mini music festival featur¬ 
ing women performers. And for a 
couple of years, a group of local 
women produced a full slate of 
clean and sober events, which 
they dubbed Women’s Women’s 
Weekend. 

This year, the Women’s Week¬ 
end organizing committee says, 
the emphasis is on lots and lots of 
activities all weekend long, at a va¬ 
riety of locations. 

Friday evening, six spots 
around Guerneville will host wel¬ 
come parties, including Fife’s, the 
Triple R, and Molly’s Country 
Club, as well as two new bars and 
a new club - the River Business, 
Me T’s Bullpen, and the Stump- 
town Theater. Special features in¬ 
clude free entertainment, live 
music, hors d’oeuvres on the 
house, and disco dancing. 

Saturday, the social whirl be¬ 
gins in earnest. The early morning 
wake-up call is 8 a.m. tee-off time 
at the Northwood Golf Course’s 
BACW-sponsored golf tourna¬ 
ment and lunchtime barbecue. 

At Fife’s, there’s an all-day 
crafts fair and a host of contests. 
If you are the sexiest in a bikini, 
have luscious lips, or the best buns 
in 501s, this is thejdace to be. Also 
on the agenda is a Martha Stewart 
Award for the best decorated 
campsite, and a concert with song 
stylist Zizi. 

Or drop in at the Triple-R for 
poolside fun with hoses at its wet 
T-shirt and fake orgasm contest. 

In the evening the activities con¬ 
tinue with disco dancing at Fife’s, 
Deep Vibrations and DJ’s Ellen Fer- 
rato and Tracy at the Stumptown 
Theater, and live entertainment at 
Molly’s Country Club 

The Brew Moon will offer a 
round-robin of musical perform¬ 
ers - Irina Rivkin, Laura Bowley, 
J.P. Depoulet, and others - begin¬ 
ning at 9:30 p.m. 

Sunday, after all that partying, 
things get going a little later in 
the day. 

At the Stumptown Theater, 
“Coming Attraction” will present 
a Lingerie and Pleasure Party 
Fashion Show, beginning at 2 
p.m. The Triple-R will feature an¬ 
other pool party, with a cham¬ 
pagne brunch, and Zizi will be 
back again at Fife’s for an after¬ 
noon concert and tea dance. 

At 1 p.m. the River Reader in 
Guerneville has slated a book¬ 
signing with mystery writer Mary 
Wings, who will autograph her 
newest novel, She Came to the 
Castro. 


And if you can’t stop boppin’ 
when the sun sets on the Russian 
River, drop in at Club Heaven in 
Santa Rosa for Women’s Weekend 
disco dancing until 4 a.m. 

In addition to the daily events, 
the Rio Theater in Monte Rio, 
possibly the cutest little movie 
theater in the world, will show the 
lesbian film Bound , Friday and 
Saturday evenings at 9:15 p.m. 
There will also be a daily shuttle 
between the Guerneville Park and 
Ride and Duncans Mills, for 
shopping at the tiny hamlet’s one- 
of-a-kind emporiums. 

Is this all too much of a good 
thing? Here are some pleasant 
ways to escape the crowd for a 
quiet afternoon. 

How about gliding down a lazy 
river, then pulling out on a se¬ 
cluded beach made for two? 
Burke’s Canoes in Forestville rents 
aluminum canoes for day trips, 
with shuttle service back to their 
parking lot included. And Gold 
Coast Kayaks Rentals in Jenner, at 
the mouth of the river, rents one 
person kayaks hourly or for up to 
half a day. 


For the more ambitious pad- 
dler, California Riders in Windsor 
offers guided tours of the river, 
with a shuttle back to the 
Guerneville Park and Ride. 

To work off a little caloric ex¬ 
cess while you enjoy the sights, 
rent a cruiser or mountain bike at 
Mike’s Bikes in downtown 
Guerneville. Rates are available 
for anywhere from one hour to 
two full days. Mike’s also rents car 
racks for biking in other parts of 
the county. 

But, the most cost-effective 
way to take in the scenery is a visit 
to the ancient redwoods at Arm¬ 
strong Woods State Reserve, and a 
hike along the park’s forested val¬ 
ley and ridgetops. Admission to 
the park is free if you park in the 
outside lot. 

Another way to discover that 
“the best things in life are free” is 
a stroll down a sandy beach along 
the spectacular Sonoma coast. At 
Goat Rock Beach, pay a friendly 
visit to the seals at their river 
mouth haul-out, and watch the 
sun drop into the Pacific in a blaze 
of shocking pink and orange.

There is no admission charge to 
any of the state beaches. 

For rental information, visit 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
Russian River Region in down¬ 
town Guerneville. For state park 
information, go to Armstrong 
Redwoods at the end of Arm¬ 
strong Woods Road, or to park 
headquarters in Duncans Mills. 

Of course, the most popular 
sport during Women’s Weekend 
requires no exertion at all, and it 
can be practiced in several loca¬ 
tions on the streets of downtown 
Guerneville. Buy a cup of coffee, 
find a spot at one of the outdoor 
cafes, and watch the fabulous 
women walk by. ▼

Great escape for queer 
nature-lovers in Yosemite

W ith beaches, mountains, 
and big parks, the Bay 
Area offers plenty of des¬ 
tinations for queer nature-lovers. 
But just a few hours from the Bay 
Area offer an even more vast land¬ 
scape, and an escape from the city, 
in Yosemite National Park 

If you’ve been to Yosemite only 
once or twice before, it won’t be 
the same if you go at a different 
time of year. And if you’ve never 
been, the awe of your first glimpse 
into Yosemite Valley will take your 
breath way. Spring and early sum¬ 
mer offer flowing rivers and roar¬ 
ing waterfalls; late summer and 
fall feature a drier landscape with 
rugged mountain peaks and trails; 
and winter presents a quiet, 
serene setting blanketed with 
snow. 

With the volume of tourists 
from all over the world, the more 
populated areas of the park may 
not be the most gay-friendly, but 
Bay Area queers are ever-present. 
And it takes only a short jaunt off 
the beaten path to find many 
beautiful, secluded spots for any 
couple to share romantic mo¬ 
ments. 

Getting there 

From San Francisco, the drive 
to Yosemite is about four hours, 
depending on traffic and the 
route you choose. The park has 
three entrances from the west or 
south side: on Highway 120 from 
Manteca, Highway 140 from 
Merced, and Highway 41 from 
Fresno. Highway 140 has been the 
traditional “all-weather” route, 
with plenty of accommodations 
and places to stop for gas and 
food along the way, but winter 
floods damaged the highway near 
the park entrance. This entrance 
is currently restricted to one-way 
“convoys” escorted in and out on 
a stringent schedule, but it’s ex¬ 
pected to be fully open in early 
summer. Highway 120 is a short¬ 
er route to Yosemite, at least this 
year, but it is sparse on gas sta¬ 
tions or places to stay. 

Where to stay 

Damrons Address Book lists 
only two “gay-friendly” accom¬ 
modations in or around Yosemite: 
the Awahnee Lodge, located in the 
heart of the park, and The Home¬ 
stead, located near the town of 
Awahnee (which is along High¬ 
way 49 between Mariposa and 
Oakhurst, a slightly longer route 
from San Francisco into 
Yosemite). 

The four-star Awahnee is a 
huge, beautiful old building 
dwarfed by the high cliffs it sets 
against. Rooms start around $200, 
but if you can’t afford a night’s stay, 
the $20 all-you-can-eat Sunday 
brunch is one you won’t forget. 

The Homestead is a small new 
bed-and-breakfast in a rural set¬ 
ting south of Yosemite. Four cot¬ 


tages and a “Stargazing Loft” are 
available to guests at rates of 
$ 115-$ 145 a night. The owners 
describe it as a “quiet, romantic 
getaway” with attentive service 
and forest surroundings. 

If your budget won’t afford 
these two options, there are many 
other inexpensive hotels along 
Highways 140 and 41 not far out¬ 
side the park. And of course, the 
least expensive lodging option for 
the true outdoorsmen would be 
camping. 

In the park 

The most popular part of the 
park is the Yosemite Valley, a 
small, narrow valley home to 
most of the park’s attractions and 
amenities. The northern part of 
the park (Tioga Pass Road, which 
leads to the eastern side of the 
Sierras) is closed during the win¬ 
ter because of heavy snowfall and 
usually doesn’t open until late 
May or June. 

For the first-time visitor, short 
hikes to see all the views and wa¬ 
terfalls in the Valley can easily take 
up a full day. But more adventur¬ 
ous hikers should get an early 
start from the valley to reach the 
more secluded and hidden trea¬ 
sures of the park. 

For an easy getaway from the 
worst of the summer crowds, try 
a 45-minute drive (or the Four 


Mile Trail) up to Glacier Point. 
Glacier Point offers a breathtaking 
view of the valley (from 3,000 feet 
up). Half Dome, and other distant 
mountain ranges. A shorter hike 
to Sentinel Dome (near Glacier 
Point) allows for a vast 360-de- 
gree view of the area. 

For the more adventurous na¬ 
ture-lovers, a seven-mile round 
trip hike from the valley floor 
takes you to Vernal Falls and 
Nevada Falls, two of the more 
spectacular sights in the park. 
The area at the top of Nevada 
Falls is perfect for a long mid¬ 
day break: large flat rocks are 
perfect for sunbathing or enjoy¬ 
ing your lunch (provided you 
brought your own!) and watch¬ 
ing the other people who made 
it to the top. The cool, clear 
water in the Merced River just 
above the falls is beautiful and 
inviting, but posted signs warn 
you of swift currents, slippery 
rocks, and “If you go over the 
falls, you will die.” 

For the even more adventur¬ 
ous, a continued hike to the top of 
Half Dome (17 miles round-trip) 
takes an entire day, but the pain is 
worth it for the view from the top. 
Dangling your feet over the edge 
of the 4,800-foot cliff is an experi¬ 
ence that makes Mount Tamal- 
pais, Twin Peaks, or even the Sears 
Tower seem small. 

Numerous other trails provide 
various hiking opportunities, and 
to avoid the summer crowds alto¬ 
gether, wait until the Tioga Pass 
Road (Highway 120) opens and 
go hiking or camping in 
Yosemite’s high country. ▼

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Hooray for Hollywood 

The land of dreams still beckons

H ollywood. Land of glitz and 
glamour and gay icons. 
Nothing quite unites gay 
men as their seemingly collective 
love for the movies. From Bette 
Davis to Meryl Streep, from 
Fanny Brice to Barbra Streisand, 
from Tyrone Power to Keanu 
Reeves, from The Wizard of Oz to 
The Witches of Eastwick, gay cul¬ 
ture is suffused with the images 
and references of Hollywood 
But for all that, Tinseltown is 
not very often listed among the 
top travel destinations of vaca¬ 
tioning gay men. Maybe that’s be¬ 
cause the movie capital’s reputa¬ 
tion has gotten a little tarnished of 
late. Along the star-studded Walk 
of Fame on Hollywood Boule¬ 
vard, homeless men and women 
shuffle. Drug addicts shoot up 
over the star of Judy Garland. Los 
Angeles has become a city of riots, 
floods, fires and earthquakes. 
We’ve seen the pictures on TV, 
heard the laments of the Holly¬ 
wood faithful. 

There’s some truth to all this. 
Even 20 years ago, Hollywood 
Boulevard was in a state of disre¬ 
pair - and disrepute. “What a 
tawdry monument we left behind,” 
sighed Mary Pickford, just before 
she went into her final seclusion at 
Pickfair. Of course, now even Pick- 


fair is gone, bought and practical¬ 
ly razed by Pia Zadora. 

But Hollywood lives on. A 
civic-minded local committee has 
begun polishing up the tinsel of 
Tinseltown. Sure, the homeless 
are still there, holding out their 
palms over the stars of the Tal- 
madge sisters, Hopalong Cassidy, 
and James Dean. The shops along 
the strip are mostly tacky souvenir 
tourist traps. But there are more 
police patrolling now, and litter 
isn’t left laying around. Mann’s 
Chinese Theater and the Roo¬ 
sevelt Hotel, to name just two 
landmarks, are aggressively pre¬ 
serving their tradition of ele¬ 
gance. And besides, there’s so 
much more to Hollywood than 
Hollywood Boulevard. 

America’s only gay city 

Let’s start where you should: a 
few miles west of Hollywood and 
Vine, in the gracious community 
of West Hollywood. About a 
decade ago, forward-thinking cit¬ 
izens petitioned for and won their 
independence from the sprawling, 
unwieldy metropolis of Los Ange¬ 
les. Most of these citizens just 
happened to be gay, and thus West 
Hollywood is known unofficially 
as America’s only gay city. Gay 
men and lesbians serve on city 
boards; a large percentage of the 
businesses, especially along Santa 
Monica Boulevard (the Sunset 
Strip), are queer. 

This is where you should stay. 
Don’t get tricked into staying at a 
hotel chain in Hollywood, buying 


their claims that you will be near 
the action. What it puts you near 
are the busloads of tourists being 
dropped off every morning in 
front of Mann’s Chinese. Los An¬ 
geles is many things: a walking 
city it is not. You’re going to need 
a car anyway, so you might as well 
stay in West Hollywood. It’s rela¬ 
tively safe, it’s charming, and it’s 
very, very gay. And it does afford 
you the luxury of walking in the 
evening. Practically no other area 
in Los Angeles can offer that. 

While there are several hotels 
and inns in West Hollywood, it’s in¬ 
teresting that there is really only one 
gay guest house in America’s only 
gay city. This is the fabulous San Vi¬ 
cente Inn, located at 845 San Vi¬ 
cente Boulevard. Opened seven 
years ago, the inn has recently come 
under new ownership and manage¬ 
ment. This is a classic guest house, 
complete with breakfast in the 
morning, selfrcontained cottages, 
and the best maid service you’re 
likely to encounter anywhere. 

Terry and Rocky, both South 
African emigres, bought the inn a 
year and a half ago. “Gay travelers 
are caught up between Key West 
and Palm Springs,” says Rocky. “We 
want them to know what’s here.” 

Originally the inn was housing 
for farm workers back in the 
1890s. Now it’s a lovely blend of 
old and new in a lush tropical set¬ 
ting. The gardens are beautiful all 


year round, with tall palms, deli¬ 
cate calla lilies and jaunty orange 
birds of paradise. A swimming 
pool is a recent addition. “We en¬ 
courage nude sunbathing,” Rocky 
says. “It’s clothing optional.” 

The rooms are spotless and 
well-appointed: comfortable beds, 
televisions, private phones with a 
different line and answering ma¬ 
chine for each guest. Some rooms 
have private baths. Visitors are 
welcome. They simply ring your 
room number at the gate, and 
your phone rings in your room. 

“It’s all about finding the right 
balance,” Rocky says. The San Vi¬ 
cente seems to have done that: af¬ 
fording privacy while also offering 
a communal, friendly atmosphere 
around the pool and the breakfast 
table, which is presented each 
morning on the patio. And not 
just muffins and coffees, either. 
There’s fresh fruit and fresh- 
baked breads, cereal and milk, 
coffee and tea. This is the way to 
start your day, reading the news¬ 
paper in the glorious California 
sun while enjoying a hearty com¬ 
plimentary breakfast. 

And the inn is convenient to 
everything you’d ever want to see 
or do in West Hollywood. There 
are several bars within walking 
distance, all along Santa Monica 
Boulevard. Micky’s boasts a 
young crowd, a full menu, a patio 
restaurant and dancing. Rage is a 
popular disco with regular shows, 
special events and video presenta¬ 
tions; it appeals to all ages. The 
Spike is a friendly, cruisy leather 


bar, although there wasn’t much 
leather the night we investigated. 
Still, we ended up lucky, so no 
one’s complaining. 

Along Santa Monica Boule¬ 
vard there are bookstores (A Dif¬ 
ferent Light’s Los Angeles store is 
just around the corner from the 
San Vicente Inn), a zillion coffee¬ 
houses and cafes, several gyms, 
sex shops and clothing stores, 
most with rainbow flags proudly 
displayed out front. Within walk¬ 
ing distance (for all you Heather 
Locklear fans) is the trendy Mel¬ 
rose area. The best part of West 
Hollywood are the boys: every 
one of them (or so it seems) pret¬ 
ty and buff. This is, after all, the 
place where dreams are made. 

Gay pilgrimages 

Okay, so get in your rented car 
and drive out along Santa Monica 
Boulevard or down La Cienega 
for the pilgrimages. These can 
take many forms. Just about any¬ 
where you can buy a map of the 
stars’ homes. Depending on your 
taste, you can drive by Madonna’s 
(not much to see) or Michael 
Jackson’s (just a bored guard on 
duty at the gate.) They’ve blocked 
off one entrance to Rockingham 
in Brentwood, so you have to be 
clever to drive past O.J.’s. Once a 
de rigueur assignment for any gay 
tourist (“And that’s the spot where 
Rosa Perez said she saw the Bron¬ 
co parked”), it’s becoming a little 
tired now, although there were 
diehards still encamped there in 
February hoping for a glimpse of 
Simpson. We, of course, were 
more interested in Cole Porter’s 
house across the street. “Hey, 
buddy,” they called over to us, 
“you’re looking at the wrong 
house.” We didn’t think so. 

That’s the real pilgrimage: 
finding the places where gay Hol¬ 
lywood history happened, or at 
least Hollywood history that has 
resonance for gay men. The spot 
on the sidewalk in front of the 
club in Beverly Hills where River 
Phoenix died. The house where 
Joan Crawford dug up the shrubs 
in a fit of madness. Schwab’s 
Drugstore (no longer open, alas), 
where Lana Turner stool-swiveled 
her way into immortality. 

You can drive past the homes 
of Lucille Ball, Jack Benny, Judy 
Garland, Marlene Dietrich. Take 
an afternoon stroll down the Walk 
of Fame and count how many 
stars Bette Davis has - at least four. 
Or how about a walk in the Roo¬ 
sevelt Hotel where the first Acade¬ 
my Awards were held. It’s a simple 
room, but somehow much more 
inspiring than the cavernous 
Dorothy Chandler Pavilion. The 
ghosts of Janet Gaynor, Emil Jan- 
nings, Greta Garbo, and Louis B. 
Mayer still walk the corridors. 

Of course, the real pilgrimages 
take you to the cemeteries. Much 
more fun than the tours of the 
stars’ homes, these indulge the gay 
sense of drama. Weep at Monroe’s 
grave site in the famous Forest 
Lawn. Davis is there, too, as well 
as nearly every other famous Hol¬ 
lywood name. A close second is 
the Hollywood Memorial ceme¬ 
tery, where Tyrone Power and 
Marion Davies are buried (not to¬ 
gether - Marion’s got a crypt 
while Ty, a closeted queen, repos¬ 
es in an elegant stone chaise near 
the lake.) 

Hollywood has this and much 
more. In a sense it is the ultimate 
gay destination, a place filled with 
surprises and adventures, glam¬ 
our and beauty. Be a part of it. T

though there are bisexual and 
straight women who check out 
the festival too, organizers said. 

All women who go to the festi¬ 
val will end up having a hand in 
its operation; each woman partic¬ 
ipates in workshifts during her 
stay. As a result, everyone learns 
more about the gathering itself, 
and they have a chance to get to 
know others they might not have 
met. 

And naturally, there is the 
music, for which the festival is 
well known. This year’s entertain¬ 
ment features Holly Near and 
Ronnie Gilbert and The Five Les¬ 
bian Brothers, from New York 
City. Other acts include Lea De- 
Laria’s Jazz, Tret Fure and Cris 
Williamson, Charming Hostess, 
Faith Nolan, and many more. 
Sunday’s comedy afternoon will 
feature Vicki Shaw, Reno, and 
Elvira Kurt. 

Kids are OK 

Childcare is available at three 
different campgrounds, but there 
are some guidelines, depending 
on the child’s gender. 

“Gaia Girls’ Camp” offers daily 
activities and supervision through 
the evening concerts. 

There’s also “Brother’s Sun 
Boys’ Camp,” which is an 
overnight camp with a program 
of outings, crafts, cookouts, 
music, and sports for boys ages 4- 
10. The camp offers a fun, wel¬ 
coming, and secluded area for 
boys while preserving women’s 
space in all other festival areas. 

The festival requires all boys 4 
and over to camp at Brother Sun 
for the week. They also strictly ad¬ 
here to the upper age limit of 10. 
All children must be pre-regis- 
tered by July 23. 

For younger kids, there’s the 
“Sprouts Toddler Family Camp¬ 
ground,” which provides day 
camp and family campgrounds 
for moms and all toddlers ages 1- 
3. 

Biological women only 

The festival has generated con¬ 
troversy over the years for its 
“women who are born women” 
admission policy. This year the 
criticism is flying across the Inter¬ 
net; recently, about 75 percent of 
the content on the Bay Area Cy¬ 
berdykes e-mail list was about the 
festival’s policy of excluding 
transgender individuals. 

Sutree Irving, a festival orga¬ 
nizer, said the event was “created 
with, for, and by women who are 
born women. 

“It’s our statement of purpose 
that we ask everyone to respect,” 
Irving told the B.A.R. 

A festival brochure states that 


“We come to enjoy, embrace, and 
sometimes bump up against this 
diversity that is the very fabric of 
our community.” Irving was asked 
what is meant by “diversity” in 
light of the “women who are born 
women” standard. 

“We have women from all over 
the world, all ages from 90 to six 
months,” Irving said. “We have a 
lot of different cultural back¬ 
grounds and political ideologies.” 

Columnist Beth Elliott was 
critical of the festival, saying, 
“They bump up against it [diver¬ 
sity] and brush it away,” and 
adding that someone was forced 
to leave the festival for apparently 
being in violation of the policy 
about five years ago. 

At least one of the brochures 
does not contain any written ref¬ 
erence to the policy. 

Elliott said that in previous 
years, transgender activists set up 
“Camp Trans” across from the fes¬ 
tival in an effort to educate the 
women attending. 

The camp 

Upon arriving, women first 
visit “Orientation,” and then pro¬ 
ceed to one of several areas. Some 
are close to most activities, others 
offer more seclusion, and there 
are also areas for families, and for 
those over 50. 

Disabled women’s resources 
are organized through DART 
(Disabled Access Resource Team). 
For those who have specific needs, 
this makes participation in a 
camping event possible, yet it still 
may not be easy or comfortable 
for some women to be in an un¬ 
developed, rustic environment. 
Pre-registration is required for 
DART services. 

Sign language interpretation 
will be available for all concerts, 
requested workshops, and other 
activities. 

There’s also the Community 
Center, a place that provides net¬ 
working for young women, 
women over 40, Jewish women, 
deaf and HOH women, and 
women from other countries. 

The Women of Colors Tent of¬ 
fers celebrations, workshops and 
other events. In its many-colored, 
multicultural atmosphere, it of¬ 
fers a unique opportunity for ex¬ 
ploration and reclamation of var¬ 
ious traditions. T

F or one week this August, 
thousands of women will 
flock to a 650-acre wood¬ 
land in Michigan to enjoy the 
company of other women, and 
will share body, mind, and spirit 
in this city of women. Of course, 
it’s the annual Michigan Womyn’s 
Music Festival. 

This year marks the 22nd an¬ 
nual celebration, which takes 
place August 12-17 near the Man¬ 
istee National Forest in western 
Michigan. Last year an estimated 
4,500 women attended; this year, 
organizers are expecting as many 
as 6,000. 

Michigan, as the organizers 
sometimes refer to the event, is an 
experiment in cooperative com¬ 
munity living as much as it’s a 
performing arts festival. Before 
women arrive this summer, hun¬ 
dreds of other women will have 
worked to create the space, build 
the stages, set up the large tents, 
and organize the systems and ser¬ 
vices that give the city its shape. 

Women go to the festival to 
give themselves a week where they 
can enjoy the company of women 
during every part of the day. 
Many become drawn to it to be 
with others, stretching themselves 
through the non-stop exchange of 
ideas and experiences. Attendees 
are predominantly lesbian, al-

YOU’VE GOT

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Michigan for yvyrybody

B elow the AAA emblem on 
the Bed & Breakfast’s front 
door was another decal: A 
rainbow flag. 

On the wide Victorian porch, I 
wiped my feet on the doormat, 
leaving grass clippings from the 
manicured lawn on the inscribed 
name - The Kirby House - and 
pushed the bell button. 

Potted ferns and white wicker 
chairs cast shadows across dark 
green painted wood plank floor¬ 
ing. A light breeze caused a bench 
swing to creak on its chains. 

The door swung inward. A tall 
middle-aged woman with neat 
dark hair ushered me into the oak 
paneled entry hall. 

I introduced myself. 

“I’m Marsha,” she said, hold¬ 
ing out her hand. “What can I do 
for you?” 

I explained that I was staying 
at my family’s summer cottage 
five miles north in the dunes on 
Lake Michigan; that friends - two 
men - were coming from San 
Francisco in a few weeks to visit 
and needed a place to stay. I gave 
her the dates. 

She stepped to a mahogany 
podium desk next to the elabo¬ 
rately mantled entry hall fireplace 
and opened the registry. 

“One room or two?” 

“One,” I said. Then, remem¬ 
bering the rainbow flag, added, 
“One bed.” 

Marsha’s finger scanned the 
page. “Yes, I think we can accom¬ 
modate them.” She looked at me. 
“My husband just booked the rest 
of the house that week to a group 
from Detroit. They’re all straight. 
Will your friends mind?” 

I laughed. I’d never heard any¬ 
one ask if gay people would mind 
being around heterosexuals. 

“Oh, I don’t usually warn our 
straight guests of a mixed house,” 
she said “Many of our gay guests are 
discreet. If they don’t tell, why 
should I?” The comers of her mouth 
turned up mischievously. “Besides, 
it’s more interesting this way.” 

“I’d heard you had a good at¬ 
titude.” 

And more. I’d heard that well 
into their marriage of over 30 
years, her husband, Loren, had 
come out as gay. Marsha had cho¬ 
sen to stay with him, and em¬ 
braced the gay culture without 
being gay herself. They still ran 
the house together after 14 years. 

A mission 

I glanced into the parlor. The 
lace curtains of its turret-bay win¬ 


dows glowed with the porch’s 
shaded daylight. Embroidered pil¬ 
lows were piled at each end of a 
deep green velvet-covered sofa. 

“Would you like a tour?” Mar¬ 
sha moved past me. “We’re quite 
proud of this place.” So was 
Michigan. Another of the decals 
on the front door designated the 
house, built in 1887, as a state his¬ 
toric site. 

“I look at The Kirby House as 
having a mission,” she said as we 
passed through the parlor. ‘To 
help change society by bringing 
straights and gays together in its 
peaceful, accepting environment.” 

In the dining room, a brightly 
colored arrangement of sunflow¬ 
ers and zinnias had been placed in 
the center of a large antique oak 
table. 

‘The best part of running this 
place is watching our straight 
guests sitting across this table 
from our gay ones. They’d be 
strangers before breakfast, but by 
the time the coffeepot was empty 
they’d have made plans to get to¬ 
gether for dinner.” Marsha’s hands 
rested on the high-scrolled back 
of a dining chair. “And they can all 
go just about anywhere here in 
Douglas or Saugatuck and be wel¬ 
come.” 

Just a few miles behind the 
giant sand dunes that line the east 
shore of Lake Michigan, the quiet 
town of Douglas quietly touches 
the Kalamazoo river. In sight 
downstream against the dunes 
and on the opposite bank, 
Saugatuck lines the river with its 
yacht marinas, clapboard-sided 
condos, and large restored cot¬ 
tages. While Douglas is working 
hard to have its own identity, 
Saugatuck’s Butler Street is still 
the more popular “main street,” 
lined with shops, public buildings 
and parks dating to the turn of 
the century. Occasionally a rain¬ 
bow flag waves gently from an an¬ 
gled pole above the entryway to 
an antique shop, a gourmet 
kitchen store, an inn. Women de¬ 
posit their husbands on sidewalk 
benches so they can browse 
through designer clothing. Two 
men touch shoulders as they ap¬ 
praise an oil painting in the win¬ 
dow of the gallery next door. 

‘Sin City’ 

For over a century, Saugatuck 
has had the whispered reputation 
of “sin city.” Its early major indus¬ 
tries - lumber, ship building, and 
produce shipping - attracted 
workers from outside the area, 
people without the strict conser¬ 
vative discipline of the Dutch set¬ 
tlers in nearby Holland and other 


surrounding villages. Establish¬ 
ments such as liquor bars and the 
more discreet houses of ill repute, 
absolutely unacceptable in neigh¬ 
boring communities, crept in in 
the late 1800s to entertain the fac¬ 
tory workers and the longshore¬ 
men. 

In 1891, a group of young men 
created a floating art exhibition 
on an old scow in the river. At 
first, the thick-necked factory 
workers looked on these men as a 
little “queer.” But in tune with 
Saugatuck’s evolving culture, the 
men and their creative whimsies 
were gradually accepted. As the 
timber supply dwindled and the 
lumber and shipbuilding indus¬ 
tries faded, Saugatuck became 
known in Chicago, about 150 
miles to the south, as a perfect 
creative environment. The found¬ 
ing of several art schools, includ¬ 
ing the well-known Ox-Bow 
Summer School of Painting 
(which still exists), attracted 
throngs of artists from all over the 
world. With them came tourists 
lured by the art colony’s bohemi¬ 
an charms, wooded lakeside loca¬ 
tion, and Lake Michigan beaches. 
And in the 1930s, one of Michi¬ 
gan’s first gay bars opened in 
Saugatuck. 

“I think the Kirby House’s 
mission is the same as 
Saugatuck’s, though they may not 
be willing to admit it,” Marsha 
continued as she guided me past 
a pink feather boa hung from the 
coat rack and up the elaborately 
banistered stair. She led me into a 
large upstairs bedroom. The win¬ 
dows formed trapezoids of sun 


across a soft-colored Asian rug 
and up onto the white-quilted, 
down-puffed four poster. ‘This is 
the room we have available,” she 
said. “Do you think your friends 
would feel welcome here?” 

“Without doubt,” I said. 

Driving back toward my fami¬ 
ly’s cottage, I passed the freshly 
painted Saugatuck sign with the 
rainbow colored artist’s palate— 
the same sign that had introduced 


Saugatuck the first time I visited 
it over 40 years before. A little 
buzz of pride rippled through me. 
Saugatuck had always been a very 
important part of my summers. 
I’d watched it grow up and be¬ 
come one of the few places in the 
world that gay people were open¬ 
ly welcomed. A place where inns 
like The Kirby House could 
proudly welcome anyone willing 
to be in mixed company. T

WARNING: THE CLINICAL TOXICITY OF CYTOVENE AND CYTOVENE-IV INCLUDES GRANULOCYTOPENIA, 
ANEMIA AND THROMBOCYTOPENIA. IN ANIMAL STUDIES GANCICLOVIR WAS CARCINOGENIC, TERATO¬ 
GENIC AND CAUSED ASPERMATOGENESIS. 

CYTOVENE-IV IS INDICATED FOR USE ONLY IN THE TREATMENT OF CYTOMEGALOVIRUS (CMV) RETINITIS 
IN IMMUNOCOMPROMISED PATIENTS AND FOR THE PREVENTION OF CMV DISEASE IN TRANSPLANT 
PATIENTS AT RISK FOR CMV DISEASE. 

CYTOVENE CAPSULES ARE INDICATED ONLY FOR PREVENTION OF CMV DISEASE IN PATIENTS WITH 
ADVANCED HIV INFECTION AT RISK FOR CMV DISEASE, FOR MAINTENANCE TREATMENT OF CMV 
RETINITIS IN IMMUNOCOMPROMISED PATIENTS, AND FOR PREVENTION OF CMV DISEASE IN SOLID

WHOM THIS RISK IS BALANCED BY THE BENEFIT ASSOCIATED WITH AVOIDING DAILY INTRAVENOUS 
INFUSIONS. _ 

CONTRAINDICATIONS: CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE are contraindicated in patients with hypersensitivity to 
ganciclovir or acyclovir. 

WARNINGS: Hematologic: CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE should not be administered if the absolute neu¬ 
trophil count is less than 500 cells/pL or the platelet count is less than 25,000 cells/pL. Granulocytopenia 
(neutropenia), anemia and thrombocytopenia have been observed in patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV and 
CYTOVENE. The frequency and severity of these events vary widely in different patient populations (see 
ADVERSE EVENTS section). CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE should, therefore, be used with caution in patients 
with pre-existing cytopenias or with a history of cytopenic reactions to other drugs, chemicals or irradiation. 
Granulocytopenia usually occurs during the first or second week of treatment but may occur at any time during 
treatment. Cell counts usually begin to recover within 3 to 7 days of discontinuing drug. Colony-stimulating fac¬ 
tors have been shown to increase neutrophil and white blood cell counts in patients receiving CYTOVENE-IV solu¬ 
tion for treatment of CMV retinitis. Impairment of Fertility: Animal data indicate that administration of ganciclovir 
causes inhibition of spermatogenesis and subsequent infertility. These effects were reversible at lower doses and 
irreversible at higher doses (see Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis and Impairment of Fertility in PRECAUTIONS sec¬ 
tion). Although data in humans have not been obtained regarding this effect, it is considered probable that ganci¬ 
clovir at the recommended doses causes temporary or permanent inhibition of spermatogenesis. Animal data 
also indicate that suppression of fertility in females may occur. Teratogenesis: Because of the mutagenic and ter¬ 
atogenic potential of ganciclovir, women of childbearing potential should be advised to use effective contraception 
during treatment. Similarly, men should be advised to practice barrier contraception during and for at least 90 
days following treatment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE (see Pregnancy: Category C). 

PRECAUTIONS: General: In clinical studies with CYTOVENE-IV, the maximum single dose administered was 6 
mg/kg by intravenous infusion over 1 hour. Larger doses have resulted in increased toxicity. It is likely that more 
rapid infusions would also result in increased toxicity (see OVERDOSAGE section). Administration of CYTOVENE-IV 
solution should be accompanied by adequate hydration. Initially reconstituted solutions of CYTOVENE-IV have a 
high pH (pH 11). Despite further dilution in intravenous fluids, phlebitis and/or pain may occur at the site of intra¬ 
venous infusion. Care must be taken to infuse solutions containing CYTOVENE-IV only into veins with adequate 
blood flow to permit rapid dilution and distribution (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section in complete 
product information). Since ganciclovir is excreted by the kidneys, normal clearance depends on adequate renal 
function. IF RENAL FUNCTION IS IMPAIRED, DOSAGE ADJUSTMENTS ARE REQUIRED FOR CYTOVENE-IV AND 
SHOULD BE CONSIDERED FOR CYTOVENE CAPSULES. Such adjustments should be based on measured or esti¬ 
mated creatinine clearance values, (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

Information for Patients: All patients should be informed that the major toxicities of ganciclovir are granulocy¬ 
topenia (neutropenia), anemia and thrombocytopenia and that dose modifications may be required, including dis¬ 
continuation. The importance of close monitoring of blood counts while on therapy should be emphasized. 
Patients should be informed that ganciclovir has been associated with elevations in serum creatinine. Patients 
should be instructed to take CYTOVENE capsules with food to maximize bioavailability. Patients should be advised 
that ganciclovir has caused decreased sperm production in animals and may cause infertility in humans. Women 
of childbearing potential should be advised that ganciclovir causes birth defects in animals and should not be used 
during pregnancy. Women of childbearing potential should be advised to use effective contraception during treat¬ 
ment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. Similarly, men should be advised to practice barrier contraception during 
and for at least 90 days following treatment with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. Patients should be advised that 
ganciclovir causes tumors in animals. Although there is no information from human studies, ganciclovir should 
be considered a potential carcinogen. AIIHIV+ Patients: These patients may be receiving zidovudine (Retrovir). 
Patients should be counseled that treatment with both ganciclovir and zidovudine simultaneously may not be tol¬ 
erated by some patients and may result in severe granulocytopenia (neutropenia). Patients with AIDS may be re¬ 
ceiving didanosine (Videx). Patients should be counseled that concomitant treatment with both ganciclovir and di- 
danosine can cause didanosine serum concentrations to be significantly increased. HIV+ Patients with CMV 
Retinitis: Ganciclovir is not a cure for CMV retinitis, and immunocompromised patients may continue to experi¬ 
ence progression of retinitis during or following treatment. Patients should be advised to have ophthalmologic fol¬ 
low-up examinations at a minimum of every 4 to 6 weeks while being treated with CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. 
Some patients will require more frequent follow-up. Transplant Recipients: Transplant recipients should be coun¬ 
seled regarding the high frequency of impaired renal function in transplant recipients who received CYTOVENE-IV 
solution in controlled clinical trials, particularly in patients receiving concomitant administration of nephrotoxic 
agents such as cyclosporine and amphotericin B. Although the specific mechanism of this toxicity, which in most 
cases was reversible, has not been determined, the higher rate of renal impairment in patients receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV solution compared with those who received placebo in the same trials may indicate that 
CYTOVENE-IV played a significant role. 

Laboratory Testing: Due to the frequency of neutropenia, anemia and thrombocytopenia in patients receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE (see ADVERSE EVENTS section), it is recommended that complete blood counts 
and platelet counts be performed frequently, especially in patients in whom ganciclovir or other nucleoside ana¬ 
logues have previously resulted in leukopenia or in whom neutrophil counts are less than 1000 cells^iL at the be¬ 
ginning of treatment. Increased serum creatinine levels have been observed in trials evaluating both CYTOVENE-IV 
and CYTOVENE. Patients should have serum creatinine or creatinine clearance values monitored carefully to allow 
for dosage adjustments in renally impaired patients (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

Drug Interactions'. Didanosine: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE every 8 hours and didanosine, 200 mg 
every 12 hours, the steady-state didanosine AUCo -12 increased 111 ±114% (range: 10% to 493%) when didano¬ 
sine was administered either 2 hours prior to or concurrent with administration of CYTOVENE (n=12 patients, 23 
observations). A decrease in steady-state ganciclovir AUC of 21 +,17% (range: -44% to 5%) was observed when 
didanosine was administered 2 hours prior to administration of CYTOVENE, but ganciclovir AUC was not affected 
by the presence of didanosine when the two drugs were administered simultaneously (n=12). There were no sig¬ 
nificant changes in renal clearance for either drug. When the standard intravenous ganciclovir induction dose (5 
mg/kg infused over 1 hour every 12 hours) was coadministered with didanosine at a dose of 200 mg orally every 
12 hours, the steady-state didanosine AUCo -12 increased 70 ± 40% (range: 3% to 121%, n=11) and Cmax increased 
49 ± 48% (range: -28% to 125%). In a separate study, when the standard intravenous ganciclovir maintenance 
dose (5 mg/kg infused over 1 hour every 24 hours) was coadministered with didanosine at a dose of 200 mg oral¬ 
ly every 12 hours, didanosine AUCo-12 increased 50 ± 26% (range: 22% to 110%, n=11) and C ma x increased 36 ± 
36% (range: -27% to 94%) over the first didanosine dosing interval. Didanosine plasma concentrations (AUC12-24) 
were unchanged during the dosing intervals when ganciclovir was not coadministered. Ganciclovir pharmacoki¬ 
netics were not affected by didanosine. In neither study were there significant changes in the renal clearance of ei¬ 
ther drug. Zidovudine: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE every 8 hours, mean steady-state ganciclovir 
AUCo-s decreased 17 ± 25% (range: -52% to 23%) in the presence of zidovudine, 100 mg every 4 hours (n=12). 
Steady-state zidovudine AUC 0-4 increased 19 ± 27% (range: -11% to 74%) in the presence of ganciclovir. Since 
both zidovudine and ganciclovir have the potential to cause neutropenia and anemia, some patients may not toler¬ 
ate concomitant therapy with these drugs at full dosage. Probenecid: At an oral dose of 1000 mg of CYTOVENE 
every 8 hours (n=10), ganciclovir AUC 0-8 increased 53 ± 91% (range: -14% to 299%) in the presence of 
probenecid, 500 mg every 6 hours. Renal clearance of ganciclovir decreased 22 ± 20% (range: -54% to -4%), 
which is consistent with an interaction involving competition for renal tubular secretion. Imipenem-cilastatin: 
Generalized seizures have been reported in patients who received ganciclovir and imipenem-cilastatin. These drugs 
should not be used concomitantly unless the potential benefits outweigh the risks. Other Medications: It is possible

that drugs that inhibit replication of rapidly dividing cell populations such as bone marrow, spermatogonia and 
germinal layers of skin and gastrointestinal mucosa may have additive toxicity when administered concomitantly 
with ganciclovir. Therefore, drugs such as dapsone, pentamidine, flucytosine, vincristine, vinblastine, adriamycin, 
amphotericin B, trimethoprim/sulfamethoxazole combinations or other nucleoside analogues, should be consid¬ 
ered for concomitant use with ganciclovir only if the potential benefits are judged to outweigh the risks. No formal 
drug interaction studies of CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE and drugs commonly used in transplant recipients have 
been conducted. Increases in serum creatinine were observed in patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV plus either 
cyclosporine or amphotericin B, drugs with known potential for nephrotoxicity (see ADVERSE EVENTS section). 

In a retrospective analysis of 93 liver allograft recipients receiving ganciclovir (5 mg/kg infused over 1 hour every 
12 hours) and oral cyclosporine (at therapeutic doses), there was no evidence of an effect on cyclosporine whole 
blood concentrations. 

Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis*: Ganciclovir was carcinogenic in the mouse at oral doses of 20 and 1000 
mg/kg/day (approximately 0.1 x and 1.4x, respectively, the mean drug exposure in humans following the recom¬ 
mended intravenous dose of 5 mg/kg, based on area under the plasma concentration curve [AUC] comparisons). 
At the dose of 1000 mg/kg/day there was a significant increase in the incidence of tumors of the preputial gland in 
males, forestomach (nonglandular mucosa) in males and females, and reproductive tissues (ovaries, uterus, 
mammary gland, clitoral gland and vagina) and liver in females. At the dose of 20 mg/kg/day, a slightly increased 
incidence of tumors was noted in the preputial and harderian glands in males, forestomach in males and females, 
and liver in females. No carcinogenic effect was observed in mice administered ganciclovir at 1 mg/kg/day (esti¬ 
mated as O.OIx the human dose based on AUC comparison). Except for histiocytic sarcoma of the liver, ganci¬ 
clovir-induced tumors were generally of epithelial or vascular origin. Although the preputial and clitoral glands, 
forestomach and harderian glands of mice do not have human counterparts, ganciclovir should be considered a 
potential carcinogen in humans. Ganciclovir increased mutations in mouse lymphoma cells and DNA damage in 
human lymphocytes in vitro at concentrations between 50 to 500 and 250 to 2000 pg/mL, respectively. In the 
mouse micronucleus assay, ganciclovir was clastogenic at doses of 150 and 500 mg/kg (IV) (2.8 to 10x human 
exposure based on AUC) but not 50 mg/kg (exposure approximately comparable to the human based on AUC). 
Ganciclovir was not mutagenic in the Ames Salmonella assay at concentrations of 500 to 5000 pg/mL. 

Impairment of Fertility*: Ganciclovir caused decreased mating behavior, decreased fertility, and an increased in¬ 
cidence of embryolethality in female mice following intravenous doses of 90 mg/kg/day (approximately 1.7x the 
mean drug exposure in humans following the dose of 5 mg/kg, based on AUC comparisons). Ganciclovir caused 
decreased fertility in male mice and hypospermatogenesis in mice and dogs following daily oral or intravenous 
administration of doses ranging from 0.2 to 10 mg/kg. Systemic drug exposure (AUC) at the lowest dose showing 
toxicity inpach species ranged from 0.03 to 0.1 x the AUC of the recommended human intravenous dose. 
Pregnancy: Category C*: Ganciclovir has been shown to be embryotoxic in rabbits and mice following intra¬ 
venous administration and teratogenic in rabbits. Fetal resorptions were present in at least 85% of rabbits and 
mice administered 60 mg/kg/day and 108 mg/kg/day (2x the human exposure based on AUC comparisons), re¬ 
spectively. Effects observed in rabbits included: fetal growth retardation, embryolethality, teratogenicity and/or 
maternal toxicity. Teratogenic changes included cleft palate, anophthalmia/microphthalmia, aplastic organs (kid¬ 
ney and pancreas), hydrocephaly and brachygnathia. In mice, effects observed were maternal/fetal toxicity and 
embryolethality. Daily intravenous doses of 90 mg/kg administered to female mice prior to mating, during gesta¬ 
tion, and during lactation caused hypoplasia of the testes and seminal vesicles in the month-old male offspring, as 
well as pathologic changes in the nonglandular region of the stomach (see Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis subsec¬ 
tion). The drug exposure in mice as estimated by the AUC was approximately 1,7x the human AUC. Ganciclovir 
may be teratogenic or embryotoxic at dose levels recommended for human use. There are no adequate and well- 
controlled studies in pregnant women. CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE should be used during pregnancy only if the 
potential benefits justify the potential risk to the fetus. 

* Footnote: All dose comparisons presented in the Carcinogenesis, Mutagenesis, Impairment of Fertility and 
Pregnancy subsections are based on the human AUC following administration of a single 5 mg/kg intravenous in¬ 
fusion of CYTOVENE-IV as used during the maintenance phase of treatment. Compared with the single 5 mg/kg 
intravenous infusion, human exposure is doubled during the intravenous induction phase (5 mg/kg bid) and ap¬ 
proximately halved during maintenance treatment with CYTOVENE capsules (1000 mg tid). The cross-species 
dose comparisons should be divided by 2 for intravenous induction treatment with CYTOVENE-IV and multiplied 
by 2 for CYTOVENE capsules. 

Nursing Mothers: It is not known whether ganciclovir is excreted in human milk. However, many drugs are ex¬ 
creted in human milk and, because carcinogenic and teratogenic effects occurred in animals treated witjb-ganci- 
clovir, the possibility of serious adverse reactions from ganciclovir in nursing infants is considered likely (see 
Pregnancy: Category C section). Mothers should be instructed to discontinue nursing if they are receiving 
CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE. The minimum interval before nursing can safely be resumed after the last dose of 
CYTOVENE-IV or CYTOVENE is unknown. 

Pediatric Use: SAFETY AND EFFICACY OF CYTOVENE-IV AND CYTOVENE IN CHILDREN HAVE NOT BEEN ES¬ 
TABLISHED. THE USE OF CYTOVENE-IV OR CYTOVENE IN CHILDREN WARRANTS EXTREME CAUTION DUE TO 
THE PROBABILITY OF LONG-TERM CARCINOGENICITY AND REPRODUCTIVE TOXICITY. ADMINISTRATION TO 
CHILDREN SHOULD BE UNDERTAKEN ONLY AFTER CAREFUL EVALUATION AND ONLY IF THE POTENTIAL 
BENEFITS OF TREATMENT OUTWEIGH THE RISKS. 

The spectrum of adverse events reported in 120 immunocompromised pediatric clinical trial participants with 
serious CMV infections receiving CYTOVENE-IV solution were similar to those reported in adults. 
Granulocytopenia (17%) and thrombocytopenia (10%) were the most common adverse events reported. Sixteen 
children (8 months to 15 years of age) with life- or sight-threatening CMV infections were evaluated in an open-la¬ 
bel, CYTOVENE-IV solution, pharmacokinetics study. Adverse events reported for more than 1 child were as fol¬ 
lows: hypokalemia (4/16,25%), abnormal kidney function (3/16,19%), sepsis (3/16,19%), thrombocytopenia 
(3/16,19%), leukopenia (2/16,13%), coagulation disorder (2/16,13%), hypertension (2716,13%), pneumonia 
(2/16,13%) and immune system disorder (2/16,13%). There has been very limited clinical experience using 
CYTOVENE-IV for the treatment of CMV retinitis in patients under the age of 12 years. Two children (ages 9 and 5 
years) showed improvement or stabilization of retinitis for 23 and 9 months, respectively. These children received 
induction treatment with 2.5 mg/kg tid followed by maintenance therapy with 6 to 6.5 mg/kg once per day, 5 to 7 
days per week. When retinitis progressed during once-daily maintenance therapy, both children were treated with 
the 5 mg/kg bid regimen. Two other children (ages 2.5 and 4 years) who received similar induction regimens 
showed only partial or no response to treatment. Another child, a 6-year-old with T-cell dysfunction, showed sta¬ 
bilization of retinitis for 3 months while receiving continuous infusions of CYTOVENE-IV at doses of 2 to 5 
mg/kg/24 hours. Continuous infusion treatment was discontinued due to granulocytopenia. Eleven of the 72 pa¬ 
tients in the placebo-controlled trial in bone marrow transplant recipients were children, ranging from 3 to 10 
years of age (5 treated with CYTOVENE-IV and 6 with placebo). Five of the pediatric patients treated with 
CYTOVENE-IV received 5 mg/kg intravenously bid for up to 7 days; 4 patients went on to receive 5 mg/kg qd up to 
day 100 post-transplant. Results were similar to those observed in adult transplant recipients treated with 
CYTOVENE-IV. Two of the 6 placebo-treated pediatric patients developed CMV pneumonia versus none of the 5 
patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV. The spectrum of adverse events in the pediatric group was similar to that ob¬ 
served in the adult patients. CYTOVENE capsules have not been studied in children under age 13. 

Use in Patients with Renal Impairment: CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE should be used with caution in patients 
with impaired renal function because the half-life and plasma/serum concentrations of ganciclovir will be in¬ 
creased due to reduced renal clearance (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION and ADVERSE EVENTS: Renal 
Toxicity sections). Hemodialysis has been shown to reduce plasma levels of ganciclovir by approximately 50%. 
Use in Elderly Patients: The pharmacokinetic profiles of CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE in elderly patients have 
not been established. Since elderly individuals frequently have a reduced glomerular filtration rate, particular 
attention should be paid to assessing renal function before and during administration of CYTOVENE-IV or 
CYTOVENE (see DOSAGE AND ADMINISTRATION section). 

ADVERSE EVENTS: Adverse events that occurred during clinical trials of CYTOVENE-IV solution and CYTOVENE 
capsules are summarized below, according to the participating study subject population. 

Subjects with AIDS: Three controlled, randomized, phase 3 trials comparing CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE 
capsules for maintenance treatment of CMV retinitis have been completed. During these trials, CYTOVENE-IV or 
CYTOVENE capsules were prematurely discontinued in 9% of subjects because of adverse events. In a placebo- 
controlled, randomized, phase 3 trial of CYTOVENE capsules for prevention of CMV disease in AIDS, treatment 
was prematurely discontinued because of adverse events, new or worsening intercurrent illness, or laboratory ab¬ 
normalities in 19.5% of subjects treated with CYTOVENE capsules and 16% of subjects receiving placebo. 
Laboratory data and adverse events reported during the conduct of these controlled trials are summarized on the 
next page.

The following events were frequently observed in clinical trials but occurred with equal or greater frequency in 
placebo treated subjects: abdominal pain, nausea, flatulence, pneumonia, paresthesia, rash. Retinal 
Detachment: Retinal detachment has been observed in subjects with CMV retinitis both before and after initia¬ 
tion of therapy with ganciclovir. Its relationship to therapy with ganciclovir is unknown. Retinal detachment oc¬ 
curred in 11% of patients treated with CYTOVENE-IV solution and in 8% of patients treated with CYTOVENE 
capsules. Patients with CMV retinitis should have frequent ophthalmologic evaluations to monitor the status of 
their retinitis and to detect any other retinal pathology. 

Transplant Recipients: There have been three controlled clinical trials of CYTOVENE-IV solution and one con¬ 
trolled clinical trial of CYTOVENE capsules for the prevention of CMV disease in transplant recipients. 
Laboratory data and adverse events reported during these trials are summarized below. Laboratory Data: The 
following table shows the frequency of granulocytopenia (neutropenia) and thrombocytopenia observed:

In 3 out of 4 trials, patients receiving either CYTOVENE-IV solution or CYTOVENE capsules had elevated 
serum creatinine levels when compared to those receiving placebo. Most patients in these studies also 
received cyclosporine. The mechanism of impairment of renal function is not known. However, careful 
monitoring of renal function during therapy with CYTOVENE-IV solution or CYTOVENE capsules is essen¬ 
tial, especially for those patients receiving concomitant agents that may cause nephrotoxicity. 

General: Other adverse events that were thought to be “probably" or “possibly” related to CYTOVENE-IV solu¬ 
tion or CYTOVENE capsules in controlled clinical studies in either subjects with AIDS or transplant recipients 
are listed below. These events all occurred in at least 3 subjects. Body as a Whole: abdomen enlarged, asthenia, 
chest pain, edema, headache, injection site inflammation, malaise, pain; Digestive System: abnormal liver func¬ 
tion test, aphthous stomatitis, constipation, dyspepsia, eructation; Hemic and Lymphatic System: pancytopenia; 
Respiratory System: cough increased, dyspnea; Nervous System: abnormal dreams, anxiety, confusion, de¬ 
pression, dizziness, dry mouth, insomnia, seizures, somnolence, thinking abnormal, tremor; Skin and 
Appendages: alopecia, dry skin; Special Senses: abnormal vision, taste perversion, tinnitus, vitreous disorder; 
Metabolic and Nutritional Disorders: creatinine increased, SGOT increased, SGPT increased, weight loss; 
Cardiovascular System: hypertension, phlebitis, vasodilatation; Urogenital System: creatinine clearance de¬ 
creased, kidney failure, kidney function abnormal, urinary frequency; Musculoskeletal System: arthralgia, leg 
cramps, myalgia, myasthenia. The following adverse events reported in patients receiving ganciclovir may be 
potentially fatal: gastrointestinal perforation, multiple organ failure, pancreatitis and sepsis. 

Adverse Events Reported During Postmarketing Experience with CYTOVENE-IV and CYTOVENE Capsules: 
The following events have been identified during post-approval use of the drug. Because they are reported vol¬ 
untarily from a population of unknown size, estimates of frequency cannot be made. These events have been 
chosen for inclusion due to either the seriousness, frequency of reporting, the apparent causal connection or a 
combination of these factors. 

acidosis, allergic reaction, anaphylactic reaction, arthritis, bronchospasm, cardiac arrest, cardiac conduction 
abnormality, cataracts, cholelithiasis, cholestasis, congenital anomaly, dry eyes, dysesthesia, dysphasia, ele¬ 
vated triglyceride levels, encephalopathy, exfoliative dermatitis, extrapyramidal reaction, facial palsy, hallucina¬ 
tions, hemolytic anemia, hemolytic uremic syndrome, hepatic failure, hepatitis, hypercalcemia, hyponatremia, 
inappropriate serum ADH, infertility, intestinal ulceration, intracranial hypertension, irritability, loss of memory, 
loss of sense of smell, myelopathy, oculomotor nerve paralysis, peripheral ischemia, pulmonary fibrosis, renal 
tubular disorder, rhabdomyolysis, Stevens-Johnson syndrome, stroke, testicular hypotrophy, Torsades de 
Pointes, vasculitis, ventricular tachycardia 

OVERDOSAGE: CYTOVENE-IV: Overdosage with CYTOVENE-IV has been reported in 17 patients (13 adults and 
4 children under 2 years of age). Five patients experienced no adverse events following overdosage at the follow¬ 
ing doses: 7 doses of 11 mg/kg over a 3-day period (adult), single dose of 3500 mg (adult), single dose of 500 
mg (72.5 mg/kg) followed by 48 hours of peritoneal dialysis (4-month-oid), single dose of approximately 60 
mg/kg followed by exchange transfusion (18-month-old), 2 doses of 500 mg instead of 31 mg (21-month-old). 
Irreversible pancytopenia developed in 1 adult with AIDS and CMV colitis after receiving 3000 mg of CYTOVENE-IV 
solution on each of 2 consecutive days. He experienced worsening Gl symptoms and acute renal failure that re¬ 
quired short-term dialysis. Pancytopenia developed and persisted until his death from a malignancy several 
months later. Other adverse events reported following overdosage included: persistent bone marrow suppres¬ 
sion (1 adult with neutropenia and thrombocytopenia after a single dose of 6000 mg), reversible neutropenia or 
granulocytopenia (4 adults, overdoses ranging from 8 mg/kg daily for 4 days to a single dose of 25 mg/kg), 
hepatitis (1 adult receiving 10 mg/kg daily, and one 2 kg infant after a single 40 mg dose), renal toxicity (1 adult 
with transient worsening of hematuria after a single 500 mg dose, and 1 adult with elevated creatinine (5.2 
mg/dL) after a single 5000 to 7000 mg dose), and seizure (1 adult with known seizure disorder after 3 days of 9 
mg/kg). In addition, 1 adult received 0.4 mL (instead of 0.1 mL) CYTOVENE-IV solution by intravitreal injection, 
and experienced temporary loss of vision and central retinal artery occlusion secondary to increased intraocu¬ 
lar pressure related to the injected fluid volume. CYTOVENE Capsules: There have been no reports of over¬ 
dosage with CYTOVENE capsules. Doses as high as 6000 mg/day, given either as 1000 mg 6 times daily or as 
2000 mg tid, did not result in overt toxicity other than transient neutropenia. Daily doses of more than 6000 mg 
have not been studied. Since ganciclovir is dialyzable, dialysis may be useful in reducing serum concentrations. 
Adequate hydration should be maintained. The use of hematopoietic growth factors should be considered.

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Of gardens, good, and evil 

Deep South sojourning in sultry Savannah

I n Savannah, everyone simply 
refers to it as “the book” John 
Berendt’s Midnight in the Gar¬ 
den of Good and Evil has been on 
the nonfiction bestseller list for al¬ 
most three years - in hardback - 
and this publishing phenomenon 
has transformed Savannah. But 
not everyone is celebrating. Seat¬ 
ed in an armchair in the double 
parlor of his decaying mansion, 
Charles Claiborne Ornish is an 
unmarried gentleman whose 
mother lived with him until she 
died. The seventysomething Or¬ 
nish is as faded and unkempt as 
his surroundings, but his keen 
mind provides an instantaneous 
reply when I ask if Berendt suc¬ 
ceeded in capturing the essence of 
Savannah. 

“Not at all,” he opines, crossing 
his legs and nodding knowingly. 
“That book didn’t tell us anything 
that everyone in Savannah didn’t 
already know, but preferred not to 
talk about. And it brought all 
those horrible people here, traips¬ 
ing around with their cameras - 
and all that polyester, three sizes 
too small for their big behinds. 
But however horrible things are 


now, just wait ’til the movie comes 
out. I shudder to think about it. At 
least these people can read (!” 

Ornish’s home of 40 years was 
designed in 1858 by John S. Nor¬ 
ris, the same architect who de¬ 
signed Mercer House, the infa¬ 
mous scene of the crime in 
Berendt’s book. But unlike Mercer 
House, “Ornish House” has been 
split into units. The top and bot¬ 
tom floors are rented out, as are 
the old slave quarters at the back 
of the lot. Ornish occupies the 
two middle floors of the main 
house. It is a residence defined by 
falling plaster, antique furniture, 
and the general dishabille of its 
aging owner - quite different 
from those other homes, bought 
with the new gay money that has 
recently flooded Savannah. 

“Most of them are couples 
who have been together forever,” 
Ornish explains. “You meet them 
at parties, and each member of 
the couple pulls you aside to com¬ 
plain about the horrors of living 
with the other. They retire early, 
sell everything, and buy a big old 
house here that they remodel. 
These couples all engage in com¬ 
petitive decorating as they try to 
outdo each other. That is followed 
immediately by competitive 
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party-giving. Personally, I find it 
all rather distasteful.” 

Yet, realizing that his own 
mansion veers toward a certain 
Addams family aesthetic, Ornish 
drawls a uniquely Southern 
apologia. “I always tell guests that 
they can write their name in the 
dust if they want to,” he chuckles, 
“but I do ask them not to date it. 
Recently it got back to me that 
someone - who shall remain 
nameless - said it was a shame I 
didn’t have the money to fix the 
place up. Well, I let him know, 
through a third party, of course, 
that the money is there, but I just 
simply could not deal with the dis¬ 
ruption.” 

II 

Savannah is laid out around 16 
formal squares, most of them 
boasting beautifully planted gar¬ 
dens which find a parallel in the 
manicured lawns and shrubbery 
of the ante-bellum mansions sur¬ 
rounding the squares. It is a city of 
gardens, lovely gardens, many of 
them hidden from public view. 
The private gardens reveal their 
treasures only to the select few in¬ 
vited into the inner sanctum of 
the privileged. 

The infamous Mercer House is 
located on Monterey Square 
which, until recently, featured a 
monument containing the re¬ 
mains of General Casimir Pulas¬ 
ki, a gallant Polish nobleman who 
fell during the siege of Savannah 
in 1779. His remains were ex¬ 
humed this year for DNA testing 
since questions have been raised 
as to their authenticity. The ongo¬ 
ing investigation, however, has 
been hampered by an inability to 
find a direct descendant of Gen¬ 
eral Pulaski to provide the neces¬ 
sary DNA for the test. 

On the day of my visit, Mon¬ 
terey Square is filled with Girl 
Scouts. The Girl Scouts were 
founded on March 12, 1912, by 
Savannah native Juliette Gordon 
Low ,whose birthplace is located 
at 329 Abercorn Street. Low 
House is the first Savannah land¬ 
mark to be placed on the Nation¬ 
al Register of Historic Places, and 
a visit to Low House is the ne plus 
ultra ambition of Girl Scouts 
throughout the world. Ms. Low’s 
nickname was Daisy, and those 
who make the pilgrimage to Low 
House receive a merit badge in the 
shape of a daisy that they can affix 
to their kelly green sashes. Girl 
Scouts are a ubiquitous presence 
in Savannah, traveling in gaggles, 
escorted by female chaperones. I 
pass through Monterey Square at 
lunchtime as a dozen Scouts, all 
Caucasian, settle onto park 
benches to unwrap their sand¬ 
wiches. Peeling back a waxed 
paper wrapper, one 12-year-old 
blonde stretches out her arm with 
sandwich aloft. Her face assumes 
a look of abject horror and des¬ 
peration as she plaintively cries 
out, “Mom, Mom, they put lettuce 
on my sandwich!” 

III 

Local radio stations are already 
running 30-second spots for au¬ 
ditions. Those who seek employ¬ 
ment as extras are to show up at 
the appointed time next week. 
Filming of “the book” begins in 
May under Clint Eastwood’s di¬ 
rection. At the bed and breakfast 
inn where I’m staying, the hostess 
is pleased with the recent turn of 
events. A former art dealer in her 
early fifties, she is refined, charm¬ 
ing and impeccably groomed -

and she has finally found a buyer 
for her inn. The asking price: 
$498,000. 

“Thank goodness for John 
Berendt. His book is responsible 
for the rise in tourism here and, I 
think, the increase in property 
values. We bought in 1986, and 
this year is the first time we could 
sell and get our money back. I 
look forward to becoming a lady 
of leisure, but the book has cer¬ 
tainly been good for business. 
And 1 think he captured Savannah 
very well. John came to town, and 
he got to know the right people 
very quickly. They gave him all the 
material he needed. It’s a small 
town, and very stratified between 
the haves and the have-nots, the 
new money and the old money. 
It’s complex, and the book docu¬ 
ments the subtleties of our little 
world very well. 

“My husband and I knew Joe 
Odom. I used to represent his sec¬ 
ond wife. She was an artist. Joe 
was the piano-playing attorney 
who gave all those parties and 
spent his time living in other peo¬ 
ple’s houses. A friend of mine 
rented her house to Joe, and he 
treated the place terribly - it even 
caught on fire while he was there. 
And he never paid the rent. Joe 
just went from house to house 
never paying a dime, and nobody 
tried to collect because Joe was an 
attorney. But even after all she 
went through, my friend said she 
still liked him. He was just one of 
those people - so charming, so 
much charisma - it was impossi¬ 
ble not to like Joe. 

“Remember in the book, 
where Joe says he’s going to insist 
on playing himself when they 
make the movie?” She pauses and 
smiles a wistful smile, recalling a 
future once foretold. “I guess that 
just wasn’t meant to be. Joe died, 
you know...” 

“No, I didn’t,” I reply. 

“...of AIDS.” 

IV 

Faces, on Lincoln Street, is the 
new gay bar in town, but Savan¬ 
nah’s reliable established gay 
venue is Club One. Located near 
the waterfront and spread out 
over three floors, Club One pro¬ 
vides food service and pool tables 
in the basement. A dozen video 
monitors display a loop of buff 
male models in soft-core fantasy 
segments that seem to be lifted 


from the cover of gay romance 
novels. The basement is like a 
community center where people 
hang out and meet friends. 
Young, old, lesbian, gay, white, 
black, rich, poor - they all meet 
here. 

The main floor of Club One is 
the disco, with a large bar and a 
ceramic tile dance floor, sticky 
from a long history of spilled 
drinks. People dance alone or in 
couples in front of mirrored walls, 
and on this particular Saturday 
night, the dancers thin out just 
before the 10:30 p.m. and 12:30 
a.m. drag shows that take place on 
the small stage located on the sec¬ 
ond floor. Club One is the home 
of Lady Chablis, and the lady is in 
rare form tonight. 

The house is packed, and “the 
lady” is the emcee of tonight’s 
drag revue. The evening is a re¬ 
union of sorts, and the headliner 
is Mr. Charlie Brown, Chablis’ 
mentor and the person who first 
said to her, “Girlfriend, pick up 
that microphone, put on a dress, 
and get out there. I know you got 
something to say.” Charlie 
Brown’s drag persona resembles 
the zaftig housewives found 
throughout shopping centers in 
the Deep South. Huge breasts 
protrude from a plunging neck¬ 
line as Brown delivers a bawdy 
number which appeals most to 
the clique of lesbians seated stage 
left. Throughout the evening, it is 
the rowdy lesbians at Club One 
who place most of the dollar bills 
between the manufactured breasts 
of the female impersonators. But 
the Lady Chablis does not work 
for tips. 

Bursting from behind the 
black curtain, “the lady” sashays to 
stage center as her curly brown 
tresses bounce above the neckline 
of a sleeveless gold gown. “I am 
the black Scarlett O’Hara, the 
black Liz Taylor,” she announces, 
without a trace of irony. Chablis is 
reed thin, in firm possession of a 
stage personality that is a cross be¬ 
tween Don Rickies and Patti La- 
Belle. A group of apparently het¬ 
erosexual retirees occupies the 
front row, and the lady gives them 
her special attention. 

“You must be the church 
group. All you Christians must 
have an awful lotta money to sit 
right down here in the front row 
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Ready, willing, and disabled

C ruising, schmoozing, bop¬ 
ping ’til you’re dropping; 
saunas, swimming, sailing, 
and surfing - that’s what summer 
holidays are all about. But try any 
of those activities in a wheelchair 
- should the opportunity present 
itself - and the appeal of getting 
away from it all can soon evapo¬ 
rate. 

Let’s face it - vacationing is all 
about getting out and about: 
trekking, riding, scuba-diving, 
and taking in the endless and in¬ 
accessible wonders of the world. 

And, of course, tracking down 
sex. 

But little thought is given to 
the needs of disabled travelers by 
many tour operators - particular¬ 
ly the amplified needs of disabled 
gays and lesbians So now the dis¬ 
abled are doing it for themselves. 

Barry Johnson, a 36-year-old 
man with multiple sclerosis, has 
set up a travel agency specifically 
geared towards providing sex hol¬ 
idays for the disabled, including 
lesbians and gays, in Amsterdam 
- a city famed for its culture, lib¬ 
eral attitudes, and sex industry. 

“It’s not just Amsterdam’s in¬ 
famous Red Light district that at¬ 
tracted me to the city - just about 
every tourist attraction that I 
wanted to visit there had disabled 


access,” said Johnson. “Not only 
the Van Gough museum and the 
tower market - I was surprised 
that all the shops, hotels, pubs, 
and clubs are also wheelchair ac¬ 
cessible, and it was great. 

“I was treated no differently 
from any other able-bodied per¬ 
son.” 

Johnson hit on the idea of set¬ 
ting up the agency when a friend 
took him on a holiday to Amster¬ 
dam two years ago. Living in rural 
Dorset, England was not con¬ 
ducive to sustaining an active so¬ 
cial life while dependent on a 
wheelchair, and his experiences in 
Amsterdam, including sex, perked 
him up no end. 

“It was my first decent holiday 
in the eight years since I contract¬ 
ed multiple sclerosis,” he said. 
“And it was the first time I had sex 
for eight years, too.” 

Not pimps 

After the holiday Johnson, and 
his business partner Lilyann 
Ayres, decided to set up Real Life 
Travel. The pair stress that the 
Dorset-based firm is a travel com¬ 
pany and not a pimping agency. It 
does not lay on rent boys or pros¬ 
titutes, but can point customers in 
the right direction if sex is on 
their mind. 

“We take people on holiday 
and that’s all,” according to John¬ 
son. “If our customers want sex,

n inexpensive credit card¬ 
sized emergency medical 
card that allows physicians 
and other emergency medical 
providers access to a patient’s 
comprehensive medical records is 
now available to consumers. 

EMCard, the brainchild of a 
group of Stanford University en¬ 
trepreneurs, allows physicians and 
other medical caregivers immedi¬ 
ate fax access to a patient’s med¬ 
ical records - anywhere in the 
world. 

The unique portable medical 
record has been endorsed by the 
32,000-member California Med¬ 
ical Association as an “excellent 
system,” according to Jack Mc- 
Cleary, head of the physician’s 
group. 

“The availability of this infor¬ 
mation will help physicians pro¬ 
vide more rapid treatment and 
improve patient outcomes,” Mc- 
Cleary said in a letter to the com¬ 
pany. 

The card will also save costs 
such as unnecessary hospital ad¬ 
missions and expensive medical 
procedures and tests. 

Medical information provided 
through EMCard is supplied by 
patients, who fill out a brief ques¬ 
tionnaire concerning their med¬ 
ical histories. It can be updated at 
anytime to include copies of re¬ 
cent electrocardiograms, lab tests, 
a living will, or do-not-resuscitate 
orders. 

The questionnaire takes an av¬ 
erage of ten minutes to fill out and 
includes information about emer¬ 


gency contacts, the 
member’s 
family or 
personal 
physician, 
current 
medications, 
allergies, past 
surgeries or 
use of medical 
devices, health 
insurance infor¬ 
mation, social 
history, and addi¬ 
tional comments 
from the individual. 

Privacy is restricted through a 
personal access code, which the 
patient can use to withhold any 
portion of the records from 
providers. 

The unique medical informa¬ 
tion systems genesis stems from a 
1995 incident in which EMCard 
co-founder Rama Jager’s mother 
suffered a stroke. 

“I was with her at the time,” 
Jager said. “In an emergency med¬ 
ical situation people are often 
under the gun. My mother was 
unable to feel much on her whole 
left side. She wasn’t unconscious, 
but she was in shock.” 

Communicating with doctors 
about what medication she was 
taking and other relevant infor¬ 
mation was difficult, he said. As a 
result of the incident, Jager real¬ 
ized the need for such a product. 

The company was formed and 
launched as the result of a Stan¬ 
ford University business class, 
where the concept and a business 
plan was developed. 

The member’s EMCard identi¬ 
fication number is listed on the 


card, and a physician can use 
this number (and the patient’s 
personal access code if necessary) 
to obtain the medical record. 

Each patient has the option of 
choosing a personal four-digit 
code that can be used to withhold 
specific information on the card - 
such as HIV test results or the re¬ 
sults of a genetic test. 

The medical information is 
stored for retrieval in a secure 
database, rather than on paper 
where it can be viewed by multi¬ 
ple medical personnel. 

The EMCard can also be used 
for non-emergency situations 
when members want access to 
medical records, to provide them 
to someone other than their regu¬ 
lar physicians. ▼

travel brochures reveals that not 
all travel operators have the inter¬ 
ests of the disabled in mind. 

Predictably, the trendy Club 
Med (motto: “A world of choice, 
start living!”) makes no mention 
of disability services. A company 
travel consultant had little practi¬ 
cal to offer. 

The British Airway Worldwide 
holiday brochure fares better. Page 
224 bears a four-line caveat stat¬ 
ing: “Due to the nature of our ho¬ 
tels/destinations, many lack even 
the simplest facilities such as 
ramps for wheelchairs, lifts, etc. 
However, we will do all possible to 
recommend the most suitable 
holiday for you.” 

Eurostar’s holidays offshoot, 
Bridge Travel, does little better; 
despite Eurostar trains being fully 
accessible to the disabled, Bridge’s 
brochure makes no attempt to let 
on to the fact. First prize goes to 
Richard Branson’s Virgin Holi¬ 
days, which has a Special Services 
Department to advise disabled 
customers. 

“We believe in freedom for all,” 
said company spokeswoman 
Gwynneth Harkus. “All people 
should have the opportunity to 
experience overseas travel. Acces¬ 
sible hotels in our brochure bear 
the wheelchair logo, and we can 
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that’s up to them. They can always 
give Mariska Majoor a call.” 

Majoor is an ex-prostitute and 
director of Amsterdam’s Prostitu¬ 
tion Information Centre, which 
she set up to help clients find the 
services they are looking for - in¬ 
cluding male prostitutes - and 
those of both sexes who are will¬ 
ing to take on disabled clients. 


sex since he was 16, has recently 
undergone a disability training 
program organized by the Prosti¬ 
tution Information Centre. 

“I would occasionally get calls 
from disabled gay men who want¬ 
ed sex,” he says. “I am quite happy 
about working with the disabled, 
but was worried about how I 
should handle them, and what are

She also runs training courses 
for would-be prostitutes, includ¬ 
ing advice from physiotherapists 
on how to work with the disabled. 

“The situation in England is 
bizarre,” says Majoor, who could 
also be speaking of the situation 
in America. “It doesn’t make any 
sense. If people want something, 
they will try to g£t it somehow. It 
is really unfair that they have to 
come all the way to Amsterdam 
for sex - but of course they are al¬ 
ways very welcome here.” 

Kaas DeWitt, a 24-year-old gay 
prostitute who has been selling 


their limits of physical strain.” 

DeWitt was very impressed 
with the course. “The physiother¬ 
apist gave us training on lifting 
clients, and we were also given ad¬ 
vice on first aid and what to do in 
an emergency,” he says. “I feel 
much more confident now.”

T ravelers have a lot of things 
to consider as they plan a 
vacation, especially when 
they’re traveling to foreign desti¬ 
nations. But in the crush of so 
many details, from passports to 
phrase books, too many people 
leave one important item off their 
lists: a hepatitis A vaccine. 

Hepatitis A (HAV) is a highly 
contagious virus that attacks the 
liver. It is the seventh most com¬ 
monly reported infectious disease 
in the United States (behind gon¬ 
orrhea, chicken pox, syphilis, 
AIDS, salmonellosis, and shigel¬ 
losis), and accounts for as many as 
65 percent of all viral hepatitis 
cases in the U.S. each year. 

In 1996, approximately 29,000 
cases of HAV were reported in the 
U.S. However, the Federal Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven¬ 
tion (CDC) estimate that there 
are approximately 143,000 HAV 
infections in the United States 
each year. Worldwide, there are an 
estimated 1.4 million cases re¬ 
ported annually. 

How and where 
is it spread? 

There are several types of he¬ 
patitis. Hepatitis A is the most 
prevalent. Hepatitis A and hepatitis 
E are mainly transmitted through 
the fecal-oral route, while hepatitis 
B, C, and D are spread through 


statue of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
living inside!

blood or other body fluids. 

The virus is transmitted by 
oral-anal sex or other close per- 
son-to-person contact, or by swal¬ 
lowing contaminated food or 
water. Infection has been shown 
to be spread by: 

• Eating raw or undercooked 
shellfish (e.g., oysters, clams, mus¬ 
sels) from waters contaminated 
with the hepatitis A virus; 

• Eating foods contaminated 
by infected food handlers; 

• Transmission through blood 
transfusions or sharing needles 
with infected people using in¬ 
jectable drugs; and 

• Close personal contact with 
someone infected with hepatitis 
A. 

Many Americans, however, get 
hepatitis while traveling to other 
countries. Areas of the world 
where hepatitis A is common in¬ 
clude Africa, Asia (except Japan), 
the Mediterranean basin, Eastern 
Europe, the Middle East, Central 
and South American, Mexico, and 
parts of the Caribbean. Although 
the most common route is 
through contaminated food or 
water, gay men are also suscepti¬ 
ble through some sexual practices 
with residents of those areas. 

The incubation period for he¬ 
patitis A ranges from 20 to 50 days 
, which means that infectious pa¬ 
tients can spread the disease well 
before they are even aware they 
have it, which has led to situations 
of highly infectious passengers on 


things in dollars to get an even 
better price. 

To be honest, however, most 
things in Puerto Vallarta are inex¬ 
pensive, even without bartering 
for them. The bus to and from the 
airport, for example, costs two 
pesos - about 25 cents. Taxis are 
basically ten pesos anywhere in 
town - and tipping appears to be 
optional - but most sensible peo¬ 
ple prefer walking, which in Puer¬ 
to Vallarta is both quite easy and 
very pleasant. 

If you’re at all adventurous, go 
parasailing: it’s over too soon, but 
well worth the $20 it costs to soar 
above the beach. If you’re of the 
more artistic bent, you might 
want to take in the fabulous art by 
Sergio Bustamante - one of the 
few truly expensive things in town 
- on view in his gallery. Less ex¬ 
pensive art is supplied by the “Can 
Lady” who is nearly always on the 
main plaza, whipping up fantastic 
paintings in about 20-25 minutes 
using spray paint, plates, and 
forks to create her landscapes. It’s 
very interesting to watch, whether 
it’s something you would want to 
buy or not. 

Food, drink, and more 

Before hitting the clubs, visi¬ 
tors should peruse the local cui¬ 
sine scene. Besides the simple 
tacos and burritos that most visi¬ 
tors to Mexico think of as the re¬ 
gional food, Puerto Vallarta also 
offers elegantly prepared dishes in 
“upscale” places like Cafe des 
Artistes. The best restaurant over¬ 
all is Le Bistro, with nice setting 
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airplanes putting hundreds of 
their fellow travelers at some risk. 
Incubation is shorter with in¬ 
creasing age. 

There is currently no treat¬ 
ment for hepatitis A, although rest 
and proper nutrition can relieve 
some symptoms. Most patients 
begin recovery within three 
weeks, although some have pro¬ 
longed or relapsing symptoms for 
up to six months. An estimated 
100 deaths occur in the U.S. each 
year from hepatitis A. 

It can be prevented 

Historically, the most common 
preventative has been immune 
globulin administration, which is 
effective for about three to six 
months. Now, however, there are 
two vaccines that provide longer- 
term protection and eliminate the 
need for repeated shots. These 
vaccines typically are adminis¬ 
tered as one initial shot followed 
by a booster shot in about six to 
18 months. 

Prior infection with hepatitis A 
confers lifetime protection against 
a second attack. If in doubt, a 
blood test can determine if a per¬ 
son has had hepatitis A in the past 
or needs protection. 

Hepatitis A vaccines are, 
frankly, a good idea for any gay 
man who has not yet been infect¬ 
ed; it is particularly important be¬ 
fore traveling, especially to foreign 
countries. For more information, 
contact your health provider. T

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Disabled 
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supply cars with hand controls at 
many destinations.” 

Colin Heath, managing direc¬ 
tor of gay tour operator Uranian 
Travel, believes that the problem 
is not entirely one-sided. 

“It is always so much easier if 
customers tell their travel agent at 
the outset that they are disabled. 
There are many gay resorts that 
have disabled access - such as 
Florida, Canary Islands, Ibiza, 
Palma - and operators can ensure 
that they are booked into an ac¬ 
cessible hotel and have their spe¬ 
cial needs looked after.” 

But not all disabled gays and 
lesbians see their needs in such 
obvious terms. 

Janice Pink, a 57-year-old les¬ 
bian who uses a wheelchair be¬ 
cause of disabling rheumatoid 
arthritis, last summer experienced 
her first holiday for seven years. 

“My partner is also disabled, 
and we have found it so difficult - 
both finding a suitable resort and 
also getting there - that we gave 
up altogether” 

But last year they booked a 
caravan owned by the Spina Bifi¬ 
da Association in Britain’s New 
Forest. “It was just wonderful. The 
entire site was all on one level, the 
caravan was beautifully ramped, 
the door had been especially 
widened, and there was even an 
enormous shower big enough for 


two. It was just a dream.” 

But Janice did become aware 
that even such well thought-out 
facilities still ignored the sexual 
needs of disabled people. “It was 
so well-planned, except for the 
beds. There were two singles - we 
were horrified!” 

The two women merged them 
into one queen-sized bed, and all 
was well. 

“It does show that the sexuali¬ 
ty of disabled people is still a big 
taboo in our society,” she added. 

But a holiday still remains a 
far-off possibility for many les¬ 
bians and gay men. Simon is an 
18-year-old gay with spastic pan¬ 
plegia, which severely restricts the 
use of his legs and leaves him de¬ 
pendent on a wheelchair and res¬ 
idential home. 

“Forget holidays,” he says. “I 
am just sick of going on coach 
trips to homes in the country 
where we spend all our time bas¬ 
ket-weaving or making fluffy toys. 

“What I really want is enough 
privacy so that I can have sex with 
my friends. 

“All the people who plan and 
run services for disabled people 
think of everything - like little gad¬ 
gets that help you put the plug in 
the bath. But they just don’t seem 
to be able to cope with the idea we 
might want to have sex.” T

After hours, the crowds 
head to the Tool Shed, a cruise bar 
with unremarkable facilities but 
longer hours. 

The only lesbian venue in the 
area is Delilah’s, a large and at¬ 
tractive bar that features a smUl 
dance floor. The atmosphere is 
upbeat and social, and the crowd 


includes a few men. Women are 
also welcome at the men’s bars, 
and appear there in small but con¬ 
sistent numbers. 

Other nightlife options don’t 
involve alcohol. Club Palm 
Springs is a 24-hour bathhouse 
whose facilities - and often, the 
patrons - are pretty worn-out. 
Hotter and edgier is the unique 
Gravel Pit, an all-night (weekends 
only) adult playground. More tra¬ 
ditional, Hidden Joy is a hopping 
adult bookstore that never closes. 
All of these adult alternatives are 
within walking distance of each 
other in Cathedral City, which has 


a reputation as the raunchier 
cousin to neighboring Palm 
Springs. 

Palm Springs is truly a vaca¬ 
tion: a place to get away from the 
rat race of the work-a-day world 
and the equally competitive, fren¬ 
zied gay social life of major urban 
centers. It’s a place where loung¬ 
ing by the pool is indeed the most 
important thing to do, a place 
where cruising was never eclipsed 
by attitude, a place where choos¬ 
ing an outfit is secondary to 
choosing whether to wear any 
outfit at all. No baggage — of any 
sort — is necessary. ▼

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with your face in my pussy. You 
have a lotta nerve! Some Chris¬ 
tians you are!” 

Chablis takes a fancy to the 
60ish bald guy down front who 
sits in the middle of seven women 
who are about the same age. “Are 
you married to her?” Chablis asks, 
pointing to the older woman seat¬ 
ed to his right. 

“No,” the man replies. 

“No! No? You mean you’re 
fucking all these bitches? Damn! 
You must be good.” 

Throughout the evening, the 
Lady Chablis refers to only one 
book - her own: Hiding My 
Candy. A shameless self-promoter 
of Olympian proportions, the 
Lady Chablis is both vulgar and 
tasteless. Among the residents of 
Savannah, Chablis is rarely dis¬ 
cussed. She is an embarrassment 
who stumbled across the right 
writer at the right moment. At any 
other time, she would eke out an 
existence on the margins of soci¬ 
ety like any other poor black drag 
queen in the South. But at this 
moment, her celebrity is part of 
the penance Savannah must pay 
for its new-found fame. The Lady 
Chablis is the antidote for South¬ 
ern charm, and for the outsider, 


she possesses a unique and unde¬ 
niable charm of her own.

It is always humid in Savan¬ 
nah. Even in spring, when the 
temperature hovers around the 
80-degree mark, there is a damp, 
sultry feel to the air. Savannah 
reeks of sex, but not the in-your- 
face New York variety. The sexu¬ 
ality of Savannah is discreet. It is 
hidden behind garden walls, 
closed from view by heavy drapes 
or drawn shutters, and barely dis¬ 
turbed by the slight breeze com¬ 
ing from the river. The sexual pos¬ 
sibilities are endless - old men 
with young boys, blacks with 
whites - anything is possible, even 
in the South, if there is no witness. 
John Berendt’s role as witness is 
the sin which cannot be forgiven. 

The statue which graces the 
cover of Midnight in the Garden of 
Good and Evil has been removed 
for safekeeping, but everything 
else remains the same. Bonaven- 
ture Cemetery still lies just be¬ 
yond the city limits, with the 
Wilmington River running along 
its border. Heading south on 
Wheaton, my car passes acres of 
housing projects, a nail salon, and 
Don’s Handy Pantry where, in the 
parking lot, three black men 
lounge in the bed of a pickup late 
in the afternoon. Theirs is a tail¬ 


gate party of the most relaxed and 
informal variety. On the left, just 
off Bonaventure Road, the open 
gates of the cemetery invoke a 
sense of mystery and foreboding. 
Ancient headstones litter the gen¬ 
tly rolling terrain, and beneath the 
limbs of spreading oak trees one 
perfect memorial stands out. It is 
the final resting place of little Gra¬ 
de, the six-year-old daughter of 
the innkeeper at the old Pulaski 
Hotel. She has been dead for over 
100 years, but her seated likeness, 
rendered in white marble, seems 
ready to take the visitor on a pri¬ 
vate tour down the River Styx. 

At Bonaventure, and through¬ 
out Savannah, the ancient oak 
trees are covered with gray-green 
Spanish moss. The moss is a par¬ 
asite, born by the air, which at¬ 
taches itself to spreading oaks and 
hangs like thick tinsel draped 
from the boughs of Christmas 
trees. Making a home for itself 
among leaves and branches it does 
not resemble, the moss trans¬ 
forms an ordinary tree into a ro¬ 
mantic, exotic vision the tree 
could never become on its own. A 
perpetual dependent, the moss 
becomes a part of the tree while 
remaining separate and distinct 
from its host. With time, a natur¬ 
al symbiosis occurs, and it be¬ 
comes almost impossible to imag¬ 
ine one without the other. ▼

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and ambiance - and killer Pina 
Coladas. Also, don’t miss Chez 
Elena, located right at the previ¬ 
ously mentioned Hotel Los Cua- 
tra Vientos, for some traditional 
and tasty Mexican cuisine. 

Do not, however, eat at the 
places that have sent large smiling 
men into the street to tempt you 
with discount coupons and drink 
specials. They’re trying just a wee 
bit too hard, and unfortunately 
the chef’s efforts to provide excel¬ 
lent food are not typically com¬ 
mensurate with the efforts of 


these extra-friendly guys. 

The two main gay clubs in 
town are Paco Paco and Los Bal- 
cones. Paco Paco, the more pop¬ 
ular, keeps expanding upward 
like some skyscraper out of con¬ 
trol, with roofdecks above, pool 
rooms with a live parrot in the 
middle, and a dance floor and 
strip/cowboy club down below.

There’s so much to do in Puer¬ 
to Vallarta it’s impossible to sum 
it all up in a single story.

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L inda Guida is a children’s librarian in upstate New York. Standing among the 
shelves of books and the rows of reading tables, she might just as well be in 
the midst of a battlefield. 

“Sometimes it feels that way,” she says. “Every time a child picks up a cer¬ 
tain book, I worry, ‘Is this going to lead to a battle?”’ 

Those “certain books” happen to be the gay and lesbian titles. And not just any 
gay and lesbian books, either. What worries Guida most are the gay-themed picture 
books, like Leslea Newman’s Heather Has Two Mommies and Michael Willhoite’s 
Daddy's Roommate , the ones aimed at the youngest readers. 

“It’s funny how the picture books often cause the greatest stir,” she says. “We had 
to remove Heather Has Two Mommies and Daddy's Roommate for a time.” Guida 
says rather than risk a highly public controversy, the school board quickly acced¬ 
ed to the parents’ demands to take the books off the shelves. “They didn’t want a 
repeat of what happened in the city.” 

“The city” in this case is New York City, where a protracted fight in 1992 over 
the inclusion of Heather Has Two Mommies and Daddy's Roommate in the school 
curriculum drew national headlines. School Chancellor joseph A. Fernandez 
eventually lost his job over “Rainbow Curriculum,” an attempt to bring books 
representing a multicultural spectrum into school libraries. 

The fight has never really gone away, except from the headlines. An ongo¬ 
ing battle in Kansas City, Missouri, has been waged over gay-themed chil¬ 
dren’s books in school libraries. In Rutland, Vermont, last year, the public li¬ 
brary had to ward off attempts by parents to have Daddy's Roommate re¬ 
moved from the shelves. And just last month in Anchorage, Alaska, the 
school board voted to keep the young adult novel Earthshine, about a

If t sure was inspiring to see 
Ellen Morgan emerge from 
5 the closet on network televi¬ 
sion last night. Who would have 
thought just last year that such a 
thing was possible? We’d like to 
think this is the start of a trend, 
that we’ll witness more of this sort 
of thing on the tube, but it’s 
doubtful. If we do see more of 
ourselves on TV, it’s most likely 
going to be in even more sanitized 
and infantile vehicles than Ellen, 
and that’s hard to imagine. 

We don’t mean to be flip, but 
when homosexual culture, which 
has thrived as a response to op¬ 
pression, is presented to the mass¬ 
es as little more than a coming- 
out scenario, only a fool would say 
we’re not being sold down the 
river, that the outrage that has his¬ 
torically shaped queer sensibility 
has been publicly defused by 
being wrapped in the mantle of 
popular culture, here complete 
with cooing Oprah and lesbian 
maenads Melissa and k.d. lang. 

Yes, it’s true that one doesn’t 
ordinarily see braless diesel dykes, 
skinny drag queens in tattered 
frocks, ACT UP protestors, or les¬ 
bian separatists on situation 
comedies, but if queers aren’t 
careful we’re likely to forget in our 
enthusiasm at becoming part of 
the airwaves — and that’s about 
all it really amounts to — that 
these are the real faces of queer- 
dom, not Ellen Morgan. 

Brainless and hetless 

Emerging reports from 
GLAAD indicate that Oprah Win¬ 
frey is being vilified in Middle 
America for helping Ellen 1 come 
out as a lesbian. No doubt this un¬ 
fortunate turn of events is going 
to have a chilling effect on New 
Queer Hollywood. You can almost 
hear closet doors slamming shut 
all over Bel Air. Still, there are en¬ 
couraging signs that a new aware¬ 
ness to sexual difference is emerg¬ 
ing in Tinseltown’s products. Take 
the new disaster epic Volcano. In 
the flick, Anne Heche, who final¬ 
ly fessed up in print that she’s 
Ellen DeGeneres’ homosexual 
lover, plays a seismologist whose 
relationship with co-star Tommy 
Lee Jones is decidedly unsexual. 
This is unusual. Ten years ago it 
would have been inconceivable 
for a big-budget Hollywood ac¬ 
tion epic not to double as an ad¬ 
vertisement for heterosexuality. 

Genetic drift 

Ironically, the normally callow 
entertainment industry is outpac¬ 
ing certain ivory towers in the 
sensitivity department. Well, at 
least the tower belonging to Pro¬ 
fessor James Watson, the Nobel 
prize-winning scientist who dis¬ 
covered DNA. Dr. Watson 
touched off something of a con¬ 
troversy in England recently when 
he said in an interview with Lon¬ 
don’s The Sunday Telegraph that

“it should be permissible for 
women who find they are preg¬ 
nant with a potentially homosex¬ 
ual child to abort the foetus.” 

Professor Watson later com¬ 
plained to London’s Gay Times 
that his comments were taken out 
of context, but by then his 
malapropism was the shot 
heard round the world. Nick 
Partidge of the Terrence 
Higgins Trust called 
the Prof’s obiter dicta 
“outrageous,” while 
Biologist Richard 
Dawkins (The Self¬ 
ish Gene) wrote to 
London’s The Inde¬ 
pendent that Wat¬ 
son was “misrepre¬ 
sented”: “I have not 
the slightest doubt,” he wrote, 
“that Dr. Watson would be happy 
to add heterosexuality to his list of 
hypothetical reasons for abort¬ 
ing.” 

The Independent went to quote 
Kathleen O’Hanlon, a gay re¬ 
searcher at Stanford University, 
who wrote, “Science doesn’t des¬ 
ignate homosexuality as a disease. 
Aborting a foetus for what is not a 
disease appears to be more like 
the practice of eugenics, more like 
the 1940s in Nazi Germany, than 
the 1990s in the U.S. or Britain.” 

Naturally, a million and one 
idiots weighed in on the subject, 
including Quentin Crisp, who 
quipped in The Times that Watson 
had “a good idea, and that the 
world would be a better place 
without homosexuals.” A “morti¬ 
fied” Boy George returned fire in 
his Daily Express column: “To 
quell my anger I had to remember 
that Quentin Crisp is as old as my 
granny, God rest her soul, and she 
would have said much the same.” 

New York story 

In search of an art fix, Pithy 
recently made her annual pil¬ 
grimage to Manhattan, but the 
weather, which veered from 
balmy to brisk, threw her for a 
loop. To escape Arctic winds, she 
ducked into the Whitney Muse¬ 
um one afternoon to see the Bien¬ 
nial, the big, pulse-taking show 
that nobody is talking about. Un¬ 
fortunately, the first piece she en¬ 
countered, Glen Seator’s tilted 
and very authentic recreation of 
the museum director’s office, was 


so vertiginous a presence Pithy 
nearly fainted. The rest of the 
show, however, was perhaps a lit¬ 
tle too restful. The free range of 
hundreds of artworks had little 
connective tissue, and ordinarily 
impressive work — for instance, 
paintings by Lari Pittman, or 
Zoe Leonard’s faux historical 
stills for Cheryl Dunye’s film Wa¬ 
termelon Woman — seemed ane¬ 
mic in context. 

The art show that everyone 
was talking about was former San 
Francisco artist Nayland Blake’s 
bunny-laden installation at 
Matthew Marks. Blake makes a 
return appearance here with an 
all-new exhibition at Paule An- 
glim Gallery opening May 1. 
There’s no place like home. 

40 pushing 80 

There’s an old saying that life 
begins at 40. Sadly, this appears 
not to be the case with the San 
Francisco International Film Fes¬ 
tival, which opened its 
40th festival last week. 
It’s true that this an¬ 
nual celebration is 
now gayer than ever, 
but would one ex¬ 
pect anything less in 
San Francisco? The 
wrinkles are popping 
up in other areas, 
like in the staid fes¬ 
tival management, 
which failed to 
produce Catherine 
Deneuve, as promised, and 
couldn’t even convince Alan Ben- 
nejt, whose work is being hon¬ 
ored at this year’s big do, to make 
the journey here from England. 
Can we blame him? Why go to a 
festival whose organizers bestow 
honors on a talent as middling as 
Annette Bening, someone who’s 
been before the public eye for a 
mere decade? 

Only in San Francisco 

Just in from the we-can’t-be- 
lieve-it-but-it’s true desk comes a 
report that the Flower Thrower, 
the frustrated florist/opera star 
who crowns singers with weeds 
during curtain calls at the San 
Francisco Opera, was spotted last 
week at a local musical event with 
Christina Scheppelmann, the 
San Francisco Opera’s Artistic Ad¬ 
ministrator, in tow. Oh my. Can a 
casting couch, desk, and key to the 
executive washroom be far be¬ 
hind?

Hatchet job

in William Castle's ' Strait-Jacket'

% H <? illiam Castle titled his au- 
XVVv tobiography Step Right 
J ^ Up! I’m Gonna Scare The 
Pants Off America, which was fit¬ 
ting for a producer-director who 
modeled himself after tongue-in- 
cheek horror flicks. For his 1958 
movie Macabre, he insured ticket 
buyers with Lloyds of London for 
$1000 each against “death by 
fright.” For 1959’s The Tingler, he 
electrically rigged theater seats to 
buzz the behinds of audience 
members at key points during the 
movie. 

However, for Strait-Jacket, his 
1964 movie about an ax-murderess 
mom, Castle eschewed gimmicks. 
His goal was to make a respectable 
horror film, and to that end he en¬ 
listed the talents of Oscar-winning 
cinematographer Arthur Arling 
and writer Robert Bloch, who 
penned the novel that later became 
the basis for Joseph Stefano’s Psy¬ 
cho screenplay. Most importantly, 
Castle hired Joan Crawford, fresh 
from her success in Whatever Hap¬ 
pened to Baby Jane?, to star. 

Despite that stellar crew, 
Strait-Jacket sometimes seems like 
its little more than a drawn-out 
episode of Thriller or Alfred 
Hitchcock Presents. (Bloch, not 
surprisingly, regularly wrote for 
both of those series in the early 
’60s.) What saves the movie from 
the dust-bin of B-grade horror 
flicks are several unintentionally 
hilarious scenes and an enjoyably 
hammy, scenery-chomping per¬ 
formance by Crawford. 

The movie begins in a small 
California farming town in 1944. 
The tough, trampy Lucy Harbin 
(Crawford), who is described in 
voice-over narration as “very 
much a woman and very much 
aware of the fact,” arrives home to 
discover her husband and his 
paramour engaged in a post- 
coital snuggle. Although Craw¬ 
ford, in a rare moment of under¬ 
playing, appears only slightly 
peeved — as if she’s come home 
to find her husband has drunk the 
last Pepsi — she promptly fetches 
an ax to exact her revenge. The 
following scene of Lucy creeping 
up on the lovers and savagely 
chopping off their heads while a 


theremin plays eerily in the back¬ 
ground is the stuff of classic 
camp-horror. (The scene even 
earned a scream from the gore- 
obsessed teens in John Waters’ Se¬ 
rial Mom.) 

The movie then flashes for¬ 
ward to 1964 and Lucy’s release 
from an insane asylum, where 
she’s been locked up since the 
murders. She moves into the 
home of her brother and sister- 
in-law (Leif Erickson and 
Rochelle Hudson), who raised 
Lucy’s daughter Carol (Diane 
Baker). Although a witness to 
Lucy’s gruesome crime as a child, 
Carol is eager to have her moth¬ 
er back in her life. But before any 
significant mother-daughter 
bonding can take place, Lucy’s ax 
is dusted off and heads begin to 
roll once again. But this time, no 
one is quite so sure Lucy is to 
blame. 

The Scooby Doo-style revela¬ 
tion of the killer’s identity at the 
end of the film isn’t nearly as 
memorable as some of the scenes 
leading up to it. One of the 
strangest in the film is when Lucy, 
all gussied-up like a World War II- 
era hooker, meets Carol’s fiancee. 
During the course of their meet¬ 
ing, Lucy mysteriously begins re¬ 
verting to her old ways, swilling 


cocktails, shimmying to big band 
music, and putting the moves on 
her daughter’s man. Apologizing 
to Carol later, Lucy explains, 
“When I put those clothes on, 
something happens to me ... 
something frightening.” 

Strait-Jacket gave Crawford the 
opportunity to go from wanton to 
crazed to shy and insecure, some¬ 
times all within the course of one 
scene. One critic’s description of 
her inability to “change her emo¬ 
tions in the middle of a scene 
without going into a sort of Jekyll 
and Hyde contortion of the face” 
was perhaps never more evident 
than in this film. Particularly in 
contrast to the subtle Baker, who 
makes good use of her icy smile, 
Crawford’s emoting seems hyster¬ 
ically over-the-top. 

Of course, subtlety and re¬ 
straint aren’t qualities we look for 
in Crawford or Castle. Strait-Jack¬ 
et isn’t the best of the ’60s horror 
films featuring faded cinematic 
grande dames — that distinction 
belongs to Baby Jane— but much 
of it is a lurid hoot. ▼

Doug Stevens and the Outband 
find a place in country music

country song,” the singer relates. 

How did a gypsy like Stevens, 
who has set up camp everywhere 
from St. Louis to Biloxi, settle 
down in the Bay Area? After per¬ 
forming here last summer during 
Gay Pride, the 39-year-old 
Stevens realized that country 
music is simply “a lot more popu¬ 
lar in the West than in the East,” 
so he decided to relocate. The 
Outband remained in New York, 
but Stevens continues to work 
with the band. 

Now settled in San Francisco, 
the singer has begun assembling a 
San Francisco-based Outband 
and working on his third album, 
whose working title, From 
Christopher to Castro, is an ode to 
the many men he has loved across 
America. Stevens has lined up a 
fiddler, drummer and bass player, 
but he’s still looking for a guitar 
soloist and an accordion player to 
complete the line-up.-Expect the 
forthcoming album to feature less 
blues and more tejano, a Latino- 
influenced sound that one often 
hears at clubs like the Bench and 


Bar in Oakland. “The album will" 
be more fun than the others,” says 
Stevens, explaining that “it’s much 
more easy to feel tragic and heavy 
on the East Coast. People are just 
not as serious here.” 

Doug Stevens started the Out¬ 
band in New York six years ago, 
staring down no little skepticism 
and homophobia in the process. 
The band’s first performance at 
the Gay and Lesbian Community 
Center in the West Village attract¬ 
ed more than 300 people. Since 
then, Stevens has converted more 
than a few wary queens to the 
cause of country music. “A lot of 
gay people told me they didn’t like 
this kind of music till they came 
to one of our performances,” says 
Stevens, who believes one reason 
for the phenomenal success of 
country music among gays and 
lesbians is that its “narrative-dri¬ 
ven music” speaks to us in ways 
that noisy club music doesn’t. 

With write-ups in Billboard, a 
third album on the way, and bi¬ 
coastal bands at his fingertips,

7 7 everything from a “trail- 
,-Lx' blazer in country music” to 
the “poor boy with the voice of an 
angel.” It’s a lot of weight to carry 
for a small-town boy from Tupe¬ 
lo, Mississippi, but then Tupelo 
was the point of origin for anoth¬ 
er musical maverick, one who 
would eventually go on to father 
the future wife of Michael Jack- 
son. Indeed, Doug Stevens is no 
run-of-the-mill country star. A 
recent emigre from New York 
City, openly gay Stevens and his 
band, the Outband, have been 
making waves in the old world of 
country and western music, 
transforming the genre by laying 
queer narratives onto sweet love 
songs and tear-jerking melodies. 
Not bad for a guy who until a few 
years ago was touring the world 
singing opera. Stevens’ switch 
from classical — he performed 
and toured with the Ensemble for 
Early Music — to country was in¬ 
spired by a series of personal up¬ 
heavals that included Stevens’ 
testing positive for HIV and sub¬ 
sequently being dumped by his 
boyfriend of five years. Grasping 
for something to hold onto, 
Stevens returned to the music his 
parents and grandparents had fed 
him as a child. “I thought I could 
get rid of the pain by writing a 
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Hollow Reed

his ex-wife’s abusive boyfriend, is 
just such an issue movie. 

Hollow Reed was originally 
made for British TV by Channel 
Four Films. After strong showings 
at several international film festi¬ 
vals (including last year’s San 
Francisco Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival), however, it was picked 
up by Cinepix Film Properties for 
commercial release. As directed by 
Angela Pope, the film is more in¬ 
sightful and restrained than any 
American made-for-TV movie in 
recent memory. What could have 
been a USA Network potboiler — 
say, Revenge of the Oppressed Gay 
Daddy — becomes an intriguing 
study in character that avoids the 
cliches that usually dog these sorts 
of projects. 

Handsome Martin Donovan, 
an American actor most recently 
seen in the abysmal Portrait of a 
Lady, portrays Martyn Wyatt, a 
successful doctor who lives with 
his lover Tom (Ian Hart) in near- 
connubial bliss. Joely Richardson 
is Hannah, Martyn’s bitter ex- 
wife, who has settled into a cozy 
new life with her new lover Frank 
(Jason Flemyng), who is, unbe¬ 
knownst to Joely, beating her son 
Oliver (newcomer Sam Bould in a 
beautifully restrained, nearly 
silent performance). 

Every time Frank injures Oliv¬ 
er, the child runs to his father for 
comfort, armed with a story 
about falling off a bike or catch¬ 
ing his hand in a car door. Martyn 
soon figures out what is really 
happening and begins court pro¬ 
ceedings to take custody of his 
son, no small feat for a gay father 
with limited visitation rights. 
Things get complicated when 
Martyn, afraid that his custody 
battle could be weakened in the 
eyes of the court by his homosex¬ 
uality, asks Tom to move out until 
the trial is over. And Hannah, hav¬ 
ing discovered Frank in the act of 
abusing Oliver, ejects him from 
her home, only to accept him 
back when he promises never to 
hurt the boy again. Though the 
screenwriter has stacked the deck 
in Martyn’s favor, it is to her cred¬ 
it that not one of the characters is

completely likable. Understand¬ 
able, yes, but not people you 
warm to immediately. 

Richardson turns in her best 
screen performance yet as Han¬ 
nah. She can’t believe she has been 
wrong again about a man. First a 
homo, then a child-beater. This 
window of vulnerability is all that 
manipulative Frank needs to 
climb back into her bed. The ex¬ 
pression on young Bould’s face 
the following morning when he 
sees his attacker back in his moth¬ 
er’s good graces speaks more than 
any dialogue could convey. 

The relationship between Mar¬ 
tyn and Tom is generally well- de¬ 
picted. Director Pope and writer 
Milne don’t skimp on the more 
passionate side of their relation¬ 
ship: a sexy hallway love scene 
that has Donovan lustily groping 
a nude Hart will undoubtedly 
cause some jaws to drop (and this, 
not the child abuse, probably ac¬ 
counts for the film’s non-rating). 
Furthermore, the two men’s rela¬ 
tionship doesn’t strain to be con¬ 
ventional or “normal,” but com¬ 
municates a loving quality as real¬ 


istic as it is relaxed. 

Director Pope’s great misstep 
in The Hollow Reed is the overly 
dramatic, almost operatic ending. 
Anne Dudley’s heretofore taut, 
eerie score becomes lush and sen¬ 
timental as director of photogra¬ 
phy Remi Adefarasin’s camera 
swirls around the characters again 
and again. Pope is no doubt at¬ 
tempting to let the impact of her 
denouement resonate, but what 
she’s really doing is bleeding the 
final scene of any satisfying 
drama. Though ponderous, this 
final flourish thankfully doesn’t 
lessen the overall dramatic impact 
of her film. 

Hollow Reed is a mostly un¬ 
comfortable, often violent 106 
minutes. But in the hands of such 
talented actors and filmmakers, 
the film is worthwhile for shining 
light on a dark subject. When was 
the last time you could say that 
about a made-for-TV movie? ▼

child whose father is gay and has 
AIDS, after some parents had 
called for its removal. 

“There’s no question that gay- 
and lesbian-themed material in 
schools will continue to be a light¬ 
ning rod for the Right,” says 
Deanna Duby of People for the 
American Way. Duby tracks cen¬ 
sorship issues for the liberal 
watchdog group based in Wash¬ 
ington, DC. “The Right gets a ton 
of mileage out of these cases. Any¬ 
thing that mentions homosexual¬ 
ity in anything but a negative way 
can be charged with ‘promoting a 
lifestyle.’ 

“There’s always more concern 
the younger the children are,” she 
says. “Conservatives love to charge 
that [such books] are teaching 
sodomy to first graders.” 

Jill Karpf, a librarian in the 
Montgomery County, Maryland 
public school district, shares 
Guida’s concerns. Recently, she 
helped students research topics 
for a debate on the legalization of 
drugs, abortion, and gay mar¬ 
riage. But one set of parents who 
got a glimpse of the books their 
child brought home complained 


to the teacher, and the gay mar¬ 
riage assignment was dropped. 
“Not their kid being excused from 
the debate, mind you,” Karpf says, 
“but the whole gay marriage de¬ 
bate dropped .” 

Picture books, Karpf says, raise 
even more hackles. A few years 
ago, after one parent’s complaint, 
her school district forbade chil¬ 
dren under the fifth grade from 
seeing the book Families, which 
had won an award from the Na¬ 
tional Council of Social Workers. 
“It’s a wonderful book, with pic¬ 
tures of all kinds of families, in¬ 
cluding a gay and lesbian family,” 
she says. “But the county school 
district ruled it couldn’t be shown 
to the younger children, which 
was a real problem, since it was 
meant for younger kids.” 

Karpf recalls that during the 
controversy, one of the book’s op¬ 
ponents was quoted in the media 
as saying, “These people [the 
book’s proponents] are trying to 
get our children to think.” Karpf 
laughs. “Which is right. Isn’t that 
the job of the school?” 

Not everyone agrees, however, 
what “the job” of the school 
should be. According to those 
who have led the fight against gay- 
themed picture books in the na¬ 
tion’s libraries (both school and

public), such titles proselytize, 
teach children values their parents 
would rather they not have. 

“The whole curriculum is a 
smoke screen for promoting ho¬ 
mosexuality,” said Erin Harte of 
Concerned Parents of Education¬ 
al Accountability, one of the many 
ad hoc groups that sprung up in 
response to New York’s Rainbow 
Curriculum. “It plants the seed 
early [that] children can either 
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marry a man or marry a woman.” 

Which is why Alfie’s Home was 
immediately embraced by conser¬ 
vative critics when it was pub¬ 
lished in 1993. The book gave the 
appearance of offsetting liberal 
“proselytizing.” Written by 
Richard Cohen of the Interna¬ 
tional Healing Foundation, an or¬ 
ganization advocating “reparative 
therapy” for homosexuals, Alfie's 
Home depicts a boy who thinks he 
might be gay. In the course of 
therapy, however, he realizes his 
homosexual feelings stem from 
being abused by an uncle and 
from his father’s neglect. He ends 
up going straight and marrying a 
woman. 

“I believe Alfie's Home presents 
an alternative perspective for 
those who wish to change their 
sexual orientation,” says Cohen. 
“As a former homosexual, I am 
standing up for what I believe. I 
respect the choice of those who 
wish to fulfill their homosexual 
desires. I would appreciate recip¬ 
rocal respect for my choice.” 

Yet the difference between 
Alfie's Home and books like 
Heather and Daddy's Roommate is 
obvious. Heather isn’t struggling 
with her sexuality, she’s simply 
trying to fit into a world that often 
condemns the sexuality of her 
mothers. 

“If the charge of indoctrina¬ 
tion can be made,” says Guida, 
“it’s not towards Heather Has Two 
Mommies, but towards Alfie’s 
Home!' 

It’s just such a clash of perspec¬ 
tives that started the furor in 1993 
and has kept it going ever since. 
“There’s no question that this is an 
issue that won’t go away,” says 
Guida. “There will be a lull, then 
something new happens.” 

The latest volley in the war was 
prompted by Alfie's Home. Or at 
least GLAAD (Gay and Lesbian 
Alliance Against Defamation) has 
positioned it to be. Recent press 
releases and online postings have 
focused attention on the now 
nearly four-year-old book, accus¬ 
ing it of spreading “lies and myths 
about the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity.” 

Alan Klein, national commu¬ 
nications director for GLAAD, 
says his organizations is taking a 
different strategy in the war over 
children’s literature. “This time 
we’re going after them,” Klein 
says. “[ Alfie’s Home] is a desperate 
attempt on the part of reparative 
therapists to promote their mes¬ 
sage of intolerance and bigotry. 
It’s a direct assault on the move to 
bring progressive children’s liter¬ 
ature into schools.” 

Alfie’s Home is a first. There are 
no other such blatantly anti-gay 
picture books aimed at children. 
In fact, gay issues and characters 
have been treated quite favorably 
when they do appear in books. “I 
cannot think of a single trade 
book that has had a negative gay 
character,” says Roger Sutton, ed¬ 
itor of The Horn Book, an influen¬ 
tial review of children’s literature. 
Might then Alfie's Home signal a 
trend? GLAAD’s Klein says he 
doesn’t know, but he’s cautious. 
“It very well might be a portent of 
things to come.” 

Didactic tomes 

At the center of this debate are 
the children for whom these 
books are intended. “The Christ¬ 
ian radical Right has the percep¬ 
tion that we’re trying to recruit 
children into homosexuality via 
these books,” says Leslea New¬ 
man, author of Heather Has Two 
Mommies. “But Heather isn’t 
about the mothers’ sexual orien¬ 
tation. It’s about the little girl who 
views all sorts of families around 
her. It’s absurd to think some kid 
is going to read Heather and be¬ 
come gay. The Christian Right 


thinks we’re going to influence 
children’s minds before they have 
a chance to.” 

“Information is not advocacy,” 
Karpf points out, “not as far as li¬ 
brarians are concerned. But peo¬ 
ple don’t often see it that way.” 

Guida says she was able to qui¬ 
etly replace Heather and Daddy's 
Roommate on the shelves of her 
public library after the furor in 
her town died down. Likewise, 
Families is now available again to 
young readers in Karpf’s library; 
the county school district’s ruling 
was in effect for only three years. 

“You have to weigh the needs 
of your community,” Guida says. 
“We have more and more chil¬ 
dren now with lesbian parents. We 
have to meet their needs.” 

Newman concurs. “The whole 
reason I wrote Heather was be¬ 
cause I recognized a need. There 
is still a glaring omission of books 
on families other than those with 
one mother, one father, sisters and 
brothers.” 

Newman has helped correct 
that omission, following Heather 
with several other children’s 
books, including Gloria Goes to 
Gay Pride. Michael Willhoite has 
also penned other gay-positive 
children’s titles, including Daddy's 
Wedding and Uncle What-Is-It is 
Coming to Visit. 

Yet while the number of gay- 
themed books for children has 
risen steadily, those of picture 
books have remained fairly static, 
in part because of the stigma that 
conservatives have put on them. 
But politics isn’t the only thing 
militating against these books. 
There are troubling aesthetic is¬ 
sues as well. 

“There are few good picture 
books,” says David Gale, a senior 
editor in the children’s book divi¬ 
sion at Simon & Schuster. “So 
many of them just teach a lesson 
or make a statement.” 

For Elizabeth Ford, an associ¬ 
ate professor of English at West¬ 
minster College in New Wilming¬ 
ton, Delaware, the lack of dimen¬ 
sion in gay- and lesbian-themed 
picture books signals a dangerous 
lack of awareness about real-life 
issues. “Shouldn’t books be less 
specifically about the condition 
and more about the character?” 
she asks. Where, she wonders, are 
the picture books that address the 
complex, nuanced realities of gay 
and lesbian life? “More and more, 
children’s literature is being seen 
as a prescription to medicate chil¬ 
dren for some particular issue.” 
Many of these works, says Ford, 
are “distancing the reader” from 
reality. 

While Ford calls most gay and 
lesbian picture books “safe,” Linda 
Guida believes works like Heather 
Has Two Mommies and Daddy’s 
Roommate ultimately serve a very 
real purpose in balancing out the 
scale. “Gay children’s books are the 
needles in the haystacks of all the 
rest,” she says. “Sometimes you can’t 
even get them in bookstores. That’s 
why I keep them on the shelves.” 

This discussion will surely 
continue for some time. As each 
new issue is resolved, another ap¬ 
pears. Of course, as Leslea New¬ 
man points out, the controversy 
over Heather Has Two Mommies 
and the others hasn’t been with¬ 
out a few positive side-effects. “It 
certainly made the book much 
more visible than it was,” she says, 
resulting in increased sales 
throughout the country. On the 
downside, however, the same con¬ 
troversy could help sales of books 
like Alfie’s Home and others like 
it. It’s clear that gay- and lesbian- 
themed literature for children will 
remain a battleground for some 
time to come. “It’s a fight for the 
hearts and minds of our chil¬ 
dren,” says Guida. “It’s as simple 
and as profound as that.” T

nyone worried about the 
future of classical music, at 
mm least as far as performing 
artists are concerned, would have 
been comforted by two recent 
San Francisco recitals. In mid- 
April, 22-year-old Maxim 
Vengerov gave a recital at Davies 
Symphony Hall that confirmed 
his reputation as the most talent¬ 
ed violinist of his generation. 
Then, last weekend, 28-year-old 
soprano Nicolle Foland, ac¬ 
claimed for her Musetta in last 
year’s San Francisco Opera pro¬ 
duction of La Boheme , sang an 
eagerly awaited Schwabacher 
Debut recital at Old First Church, 
one that met the expectations of 
all who attended. 

Vengerov has matured notice¬ 
ably as a musician over the course 
of his five Bay Area appearances. 
Nevertheless, thrill-seeking string 
aficionados might have been dis¬ 
appointed by the rather sober 
program he brought to Davies 
Hall. Prior to his half-dozen raz¬ 
zle-dazzle encores, his program 
offered pieces seldom heard in 
recitals — Elgar’s Violin Sonata, 
Op. 82, and five Tchaikovsky 
pieces (including two of the vio¬ 
linist’s favorites from Op. 42). 
The one familiar item, Mozart’s 
B-flat Major Sonata, K. 454, was 
composed for amateurs, and, 
though substantive, it is hardly 
showy. 

What Vengerov offered in place 
of pyrotechnics was playing of un¬ 
common depth and jaw-dropping 
beauty. Even in the Elgar — a dif¬ 
ficult late work of the composer 
— Vengerov managed to imbue 
the music with a masterful sense 
of proportion and sureness of 
tone. His playing all evening was a 
study in balance as a means of 
maximizing expression. 

Even the Elgar’s craggy first 
movement, which a friend 
likened to jumping off a cliff, was 
negotiated with a suppleness that 
enhanced rather than concealed 
its subtle but manifold expressive 
contrasts. Vengerov spun out the 
long-breathed melody of the sub¬ 
lime middle movement with con¬ 
summate taste and brought the 
piece home with, to borrow from 
Nabokov, slow fire. 

While respecting — even rel¬ 
ishing — the fundamental sim¬ 
plicity of the Mozart, Vengerov 
invested it with a ripeness that 
underscored the work’s beauties 
without overstating them. The 
Tchaikovsky pieces were per¬ 
formed straight from the heart, 
boasting playing that was as no¬ 
table for its concentration as for 
its aching beauty. Opus 42’s 
“Meditation,” the composer’s first 
thought for the middle move¬ 
ment of his Violin Concerto 
(subsequently replaced by its fa¬ 
mous Canzonetta), unfurled in 
long tendrils of exquisitely 
wrought, deeply felt sound. 

Vengerov and his pianist, the 
almost self-effacing Igor Uryash, 
tore into the encores with bravu¬ 
ra to spare. The glittering jewels 
of the group were Fritz Kreisler’s 
“Tambourin choinois” and the 
indecently beautiful Massenet 
“Meditation” from Thais (ren¬ 
dered more beautifully than on 
his latest CD). 

It hardly bears repeating that 
Nicolle Foland is the most gifted

and accomplished singer to have 
come through the San Francisco 
Opera Center’s apprentice pro¬ 
gram in recent years. The singer’s 
virtues were abundantly evident 
at Sunday’s recital, for which the 
soprano was accompanied by San 
Francisco Opera Music Director 
Donald Runnicles. There wasn’t 
an uncertain pitch or less than 
beautiful note anywhere in a 
challenging program of songs by 
five composers — Dvorak, 
Poulenc, Haydn, Richard Strauss, 
and San Francisco’s own Jake 
Heggie — in four languages: 
Czech, French, German, and Eng¬ 
lish. Clearly, this singer has re¬ 
ceived the best and most thor¬ 
ough training available — and 
taken to it like a bird to air. Her 
sound at full cry is glorious, 
scrupulously deployed, achieving 
peak volume without a hint of 
strain or the faintest coarsening 
of tone. 

Still, the singer’s admirable at¬ 
tention to musical values and 
precise diction were not enough 
to erase a nagging sense that she 
is not yet fully invested in the 
words she is singing, at least those 
in foreign languages. Foland 
seems born to sing a piece like 
Poulenc’s “Tu vois le feu du soir,” 
yet somehow the words didn’t 
tell. Even in the three Haydn 
songs in English, one detected a 
certain flatness in verbal values. 
The soprano brought off the 
charming “Mermaid’s Song” by 
resorting to cuteness when 
stronger verbal inflections were 
called for. 

There’s reason to hope that a 
more meaningful way with text 
will come with time, and evi¬ 
dence of that was provided Sun¬ 
day with her savvy performance 
of Heggie’s new song cycle “Nat¬ 
ural Selection,” which Foland pre¬ 
miered. The Gini Savage poems 
Heggie has set with characteristic 
resourcefulness and verve don’t 
look easy to sing, but Foland dis¬ 
patched them credibly. In the 
down-and-dirty “Animal Pas¬ 
sion” she purred the final line, “let 
the cats come,” with a sultry con¬ 
viction that seemed almost out of 
character for this Iowa native. 
The cycle’s final song, “Connec¬ 
tion,” gave Foland finer material 
to work with, and the full-throat¬ 
ed ecstasy she brought to its cli¬ 
max provided the afternoon’s 
most radiant moment. She deftly 


contrasted Heggie’s two different 
settings of the words “joy alone” 
with equally beautiful results. 

Foland left no doubt that she’s 
firmly in control of her material. 
What remains is for her to sur¬ 
render to it. She clearly believes in 
what she is singing, but that’s not 
the same as trust, of music, text, 
and, ultimately, herself. Trust 
takes time. ▼

Susie Bright's Sexual State of the 
Union by Susie Bright; Simon & 
Schuster, $23 

I ’m not sure exactly what Susie 
Bright is trying to achieve 
with her latest literary effort, 
but judging from the overflow 
crowd at a recent book-signing, 
she’s serving up some very suc¬ 
cessful product. From her never- 
humble beginnings as editor of 
San Francisco’s own On Our 
Backs , Susie Bright has sold her¬ 
self as a one-woman sex industry 
and thereby achieved internation¬ 
al name recognition. That’s why 
her book is called Susie Bright's 
Sexual State of the Union by Susie 
Bright. Lest we forget. 

While the infantile expansive¬ 
ness of Susie Bright’s ego may 
grate on some of our nerves, most 
feminists are obliged to applaud a 
woman who has so triumphantly 
taken space as a sexual subject. 
Never mind that some of her 
hard-line critics feel she has sold 
lesbian sexuality to the white man 
(for example, she was “sexual con¬ 
sultant” on the film Bound). The 
value of what Susie Bright has to 
tell us — which can never be reck¬ 
oned in absolute terms — has less 
to do with any information she 
might dispense than the overall 
atmosphere of no-holds-barred 
permissiveness she exudes. She 
has taken what she learned from 
her stint at Good Vibrations and 
ordained herself a sex guru. An 
authority figure, even a motherly 
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Susie Bright on the jacket cover of her new book. 


one, Susie Bright can say to 
crowds of seekers, “Kids, go fuck 
yourselves silly!” 

This may not be a message she 
invented, but she has successfully 
made it her own. With commer¬ 
cial success, however, has come a 
perfectly predictable failure. As 
sexual taboos continue to crum¬ 
ble and middle Americans be¬ 
come increasingly receptive to 
previously subversive points of 
view, Susie Bright’s gospel be¬ 
comes at once more popular and 
less interesting. Those of us who 
remember the saucy anecdotes 
from her lesbian phase may have 
trouble adapting to the tone of 
Susie Bright's Sexual State of the 
Union. Abandoning her role of 
friendly sexual gossip, she seems 
to have climbed onto some virtu¬ 
al soapbox in order to hold forth 
on our national dysfunctions. 
While this may work in person 
when she’s interacting with the 
faithful, in a book-length treatise 
the lack of sustained argument, 
supporting research, or even co¬ 
herent syntax seriously undercuts 
her mission. 

Not that she didn’t have any 
help. In her acknowledgments, 
Susie Bright credits three people 
with being her “breaking-all-pre- 
vious records” editor, her “best” 
editor, and her “tireless” editor, 
while thanking the “miracle” of 
her “editorial and production as¬ 
sistant.” Goddess only knows 
what the manuscript looked like 
before they got their hands on it 
and what exactly they did that 
merits the euphemism “editor.” 
Take the following confession, 
pulled from the chapter titled 
“Little Faith”: 

For me, it's difficult to believe in 
God, but it comes naturally to be¬ 
lieve in civilization, in common 
consciousness, in the future of hu¬ 
manity. I have my mysticism too, 
which cannot be entirely credited to 
science; in fact, I look at scientists 
as some of the most mystery-besot¬ 
ted citizens of all. It takes a lot to 
believe in things we can't see, and 
our self-interest can lead us to ra¬ 
tionalize and defend the most out¬ 
rageous claims. 

While Susie Bright could write 
a whole book about self-interest, 
she seems on shakier ground 
when tossing around terms like 
“mysticism.” Does she have any 
idea what she’s talking about? 


Does it matter? What arcane axe 
is she grinding when she calls sci¬ 
entists “the most mystery-besot¬ 
ted citizens of all?” We’ll never 
know, because she never gets back 
to it. And it’s probably just as well. 
Susie Bright doesn’t have to make 
sense to sell books or influence 
people. And today’s reader prob¬ 
ably doesn’t expect coherent dis¬ 
course from a celebrity writer — 
especially when the nominal sub¬ 
ject is something as mindless as 
sex. 

Sloppiness when discussing vi¬ 
brators may come off as cute, but 
sloppiness when pretending to 
analyze the issues that are de¬ 
stroying this culture seems a self- 
indulgent waste of time. Unless, of 
course, everybody is consensually 
on their knees lapping up Susie 
Bright’s drivel. Here’s an example 
of the insight that’s in store for 
consumers, from the chapter 
called “Good Breeding”: 

Some people who want to stop 
abortions are outright women- 
haters, you can see it in their right¬ 
eous gaze: hating women for not 
living with them, choosing them. 
Their female counterparts are the 
sister-punishers, the enforcers in 
skirts who aren't going to let other 
women have a life if they can't have 
one. Other patsies in the god squad 
are the winsome heartbreakers; 
they look at you like a wounded an¬ 
imal and ask you how you would 
feel if you had been aborted. 

This more-liberal-than-thou 
name-calling is neither funny nor 
helpful. Why is Susie Bright 
stooping to the level of Rush Lim- 
baugh? Doesn’t she have better 
ways of getting off? 

Luckily, this breathy stumping 
doesn’t go on for the book’s full 
251 pages (including index). Susie 
Bright moves on from God, abor¬ 
tion, safe sex, hate crimes, sex 
crimes, conservative morality, 
etc., to more convivial topics like 
sex surveys and cybersex, but the 
tone never really improves. She 
never recaptures that sense I had 
of her speaking into my ear from 
across the pillow. She’s left the bed 
and gotten dressed and is out now 
addressing some Town Hall over¬ 
flowing with mainstream 
straights who are considering 
kinking up their persuasion. 
Susie, I miss you. But I guess I was 
just kidding myself. It never was 
just you and me. T

utside of a small circle of art- 
| world insiders, David Arm¬ 
strong is generally known as 
photographer Nan Goldin’s best 
friend, a dubious distinction given 
that he is an accomplished pho¬ 
tographer in his own right. With 
the publication of The Silver Cord , 
however, Armstrong has staked a 
claim for the importance of his 
own photography, a gambit that 
only partially succeeds with this 
collection. Gorgeously presented, 
yet repetitively sequenced, the 
book insistently pushes Arm¬ 
strong’s thematic strengths until 
they begin to look like weaknesses. 

Along with a renegade group 
of aspiring artists and post- 
Warhol superstars that includes 
Goldin, Jack Pierson, Mark Mor- 
risroe, and Tabboo!, Armstrong 
emerged in the 1970s from the so- 
called Boston School, members of 
which worked and slept with each 
other while forming a warts-and- 
all documentary aesthetic that de¬ 
fied preppy New England Puri¬ 
tanism. For the past two decades, 
Armstrong has documented with 
diaristic candor the people and 
places that are closest to him. 
Whereas Goldin favors oversatu¬ 
rated colors and the beautiful 
mess of weathered faces and 
grungy apartments, Armstrong’s 
black-and-white images strive for 
a more idealized, classical beauty. 
Nostalgic, seductive, yet elegantly 
chaste, Armstrong revels in pretty 
persuasion and unfulfilled desire. 

Borrowing its title from the 
Book of Ecclesiastes’ “Span of 
Life,” a sermon that celebrates 
youth and urges spiritual awaken¬ 
ing before “the silver cord is 
snapped,” Armstrong’s collection 
of idyllic portraits and landscapes 
can be viewed as either a tempo¬ 
rary triumph of Eros over 
Thanatos or, as Goldin writes in 
her affectionate afterword, “a love 
sonnet American-style to the Boy 
as icon.” The book begins with a 
quote from Henry James’ 1881 
novel The Portrait of a Lady: “Part 
of the afternoon had waned, but 
much of it was left, and what was 
left was of the finest and rarest 
quality.” Film director Jane Cam-

pion fumbled in attempting to 
capture this hazy twilight in her 
recent adaptation of the novel, yet 
Armstrong gets it just right in his 
images, all of which are suffused 
with the fading light and shadowy 
atmosphere of perpetual late-af- 
ternoon. 

This well-honed style makes 
for some lovely pictures, but their 
essential sameness is problematic 
in book form. Turning through 
page after page of pretty boys in 
bed, standing on the lawn, or in 
front of floral wallpaper, it’s diffi¬ 
cult to distinguish among Arm¬ 
strong’s handsome subjects 
(though several shots of his lover 
Andrew resonate strongly). 
There’s a look-but-don’t-touch 
quality in these portraits of 
brooding men, while the women 
(Nan included) come through 
with more immediacy. More in¬ 
triguing are the moody, deliber¬ 
ately blurred landscapes and ar¬ 
chitectural studies taken through¬ 
out Europe and New England. 
Armstrong’s lack of specifics em¬ 
phasizes the light, air, and feel of 


a place—Versailles, Krakow, Sans 
Souci, Central Park West—so that 
all locales, no matter how foreign 
or familiar, are transformed into 
sites of mystery. Armstrong is an 
engaging tour guide through the 
gloaming, yet the inclusion of 
some lackluster work in The Silver 
Cord tarnishes the journey. T

Sandy Dennis: a personal memoir; 
edited by Louise Ladd and Doug 
Taylor; Papier-Mache, $14.95 

L et me try to tell you what it 
was like to read Sandy Den¬ 
nis: a personal memoir. The 
book is short, only 77 pages, but 
in the mere hour it took to read 
her words, I felt I had made a 
wonderful friend, become her 
trusted ally, and then tragically 
lost her when she died of ovarian 
cancer at the age of 54.1 knew this 
was a posthumous memoir when 
I began reading, but so intimate is 
this book that I forgot its author 
had died in the joy of meeting her. 

This is no Hollywood biogra¬ 
phy. There are no lists of films or 
roles originated on Broadway. Her 
two Tony Awards, for A Thousand 
Clowns and Any Wednesday, as 
well as her Oscar for Who’s Afraid 
of Virginia Woolf are mentioned 
by her editor, Doug Taylor, in his 
introduction. Nor is this a tell-all 
biography of who slept with 
whom and why. Instead, Dennis 
writes of everyday life, of cats and 
gardens, of childhood events filled 
with portent and humor. She 
shares ordinary moments with 
extraordinary skill. 

“I had a lovely, funny, fat cat 
called Octavia who used to back 
up and pee into the telephone 
jacks, causing a complete shut¬ 
down and labored explanations to 
the phone company. Last year the 
condenser in the refrigerator 
burned up. The repairman dis-

covered abnormal amounts of cat 
hair which had collected and 
caught fire. Exclamations of hor¬ 
ror and surprise seemed pointless. 
The man was standing in a 
kitchen filled with some thirty 
very interested cats and they 
weren’t bald.” 

Dennis uses the stuff of life to 
make wry and often moving ob¬ 
servations about her life. Faced 
with a garden that looks “more 
like a pond full of dirt than a 
flower bed,” she fantasizes about a 
gardener “who has never run at 
the sight of a slug.” Imagining a 
splendid garden, thanks to the 
mythical gardener, she knows her 
“house will be filled with flowers, 
roses full blown. Nothing, no one 
will eat these soft fragrant petals 
and leaves .... I close my eyes and 
dream of things I’ve seen on PBS.” 

In her introduction, Joanne 
Woodward writes: “When I fin¬ 
ished reading her stories I felt a 
true sadness, not only for her 
death, but for the loss of her 
unique voice and talent. What a 
tragedy she wasn’t able to contin¬ 
ue writing for many more years to 
come.” A tragedy indeed. Don’t 
compound it by failing to read 
this remarkable and life-affirming 
memoir. T

iR* y guess is that three or 
Wm§ four novels down the 
IWI road, Janet McClellan will 
be one of those writers whose 
books are awaited with joyous an¬ 
ticipation. On the evidence of 
K.C. Bomber, however, I’d have to 
say that McClellan is not yet on 
that level. Still, there are enough 
hints in these pages to suggest she 
is a writer of skill. 


Detective Tru North is barely 
surviving a brutal break-up. Clos¬ 
eted at work, owing to a blister¬ 
ingly homophobic captain, she 
can’t even get the support of her 
co-workers during her meltdown. 
Seeking the comfort of drunken 
anonymity, she travels to a local 
dyke bar where she encounters a 
stranger who teaches her just how 
much can happen to a woman 
who is leaning against another’s 
thighs. The encounter is so in¬ 
tensely erotic and so markedly 
public that Tru wonders if she 
dreamt the entire orgasmic event. 

But a bomber is on the loose, 
and with no clues and no leads 
this is the perfect case for Tru. The 
plan, hatched by the homophobic 
captain, is for Tru to fail at an im¬ 
possible task so that he can force 
her out of the department. With 
personal and professional lives in 
turmoil, Tru is a danger to herself 
and in serious need of friendly 
and loving intervention. A search 
for a psychological profile of the 
bomber leads her to Marki, she of 
the erotically charged thighs, who 
wants to get to know Tru better. 
It’s a mark of McClellan’s skill that 
this unbelievable meeting is ren¬ 
dered credibly. 

McClellan has worked in law 
enforcement for 26 years, and her 
cop characters are realistically 
drawn. She does a fine job of ex¬ 
plaining police procedure without 
ever seeming to lecture. The plot 
is charged with immediacy and 
filled with little scenes that are 
splendidly wrought. No fooling. If 
you’ve ever wondered what it 
might be like to have sex secretly 
in a crowded room, you’ll know 
after you read this novel. 

Unfortunately, McClellan’s lan¬ 
guage is frequently unclear. “Her 
innovations and daring had given 
them some palatable relief.” Palat¬ 
able? Shouldn’t that be palpable? 
Or this gem: “The officers on the 
scene had thought the perpetrators 
were believed to be inside.” Like 
many novice writers, McClellan’s 
writing suffers from too many ad¬ 
verbs. But these impediments are 
fixable with good editing and 
greater effort. Believe me, a writer 
who can pen an erotic bar scene 
and create the plots of K.C. Bomber 
is a pleasure to discover. T
